A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  E.  B.  Harlan,  Private  Secretary. 

Mr.  President :  I  am  instructed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the 
Senate  the  following  communication,  viz : 

State  of  Illinois,  Executive  Department, 

Springfield,  January  8, 1873. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

By  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  session,  and  at  the  close  of  his  term  of  office  to  give 
to  the  General  Assembly  information,  by  message,  of  the  condition  ol  the 
State,  and  also  to  recommend  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  exi)cdient. 

It  is  an  easy  and  i>leasant  ta«k  for  a  retiring  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  10  the  evidences 
of  development  and  progress  that  mark  the  condition  of  the  State. 

The  cities  and  towns  that  adorn  the  shores  of  the  rivers  and  lakes 
and  dot  the  prairies  are  increasing  in  population  and  wealth,  railroads 
are  in  process  of  construction  that  will,  when  completed,  connect  the 
remotest  and  most  isolated  districts  with  the  centres  of  commerce. 
The  manufacturing  interests  have  been  extended  and  increased,  the 
farms  and  orchardsand  vineyards  were,  during  the  past  year,  productive, 
and  the  means  for  the  supply  of  the  actual  w^ants  of  the  population  are 
more  than  usually  abundant.  In  all  the  material  elements  essential  to 
its  future  growth  and  prosperity,  the  State  of  Illinois  has  nothing  more 
to  desire. 

Kor  can  it  be  asserted  that  the  people  of  the  State  have  been  unmind- 
ful of  their  social  duties,  for  jmblic  provision  for  the  education  of  all  the 
children  of  the  State  is  already  made,  and  will  hereafter  keep  pace  with 
the  advancing  public  wants,  while  institutions  intended  for  the  pur- 
poses of  advanced  education  and  higher  culture  are  increasing  in  num-

bers,  and  are  widening  their  fields  of  nsefalness ;  and  altboagh  our  gen- 
eral system  for  the  care  of  the  poor  and  permanently  helpless  classes  is 
not  complete^  nor  yet  entirely  satisfactory  in  its  methods  or  results,  the 
people  of  the  State  have  cheerfully  submitted  to  all  taxes  imposed  upon 
them  for  that  class  of  objects,  and  have  gone  beyond  their  representa- 
tives in  demanding  that  nothing  required  by  the  most  enlightened  hu- 
manity for  the  relief  or  maintenance  of  the  objects  of  public  charity 
shall  be  left  undone. 

It  is  with  the  most  profound  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  say,  that 
notwithstanding  my  extensive  intercourse  with  the  people  of  the  State 
during  my  official  term,  I  have  never  heard  from  any  person  a  murmur 
against  any  tax  actually  levied  or  proposed  for  the  benefit  of  the  af- 
flicted or  helpless;  and  the  representatives  of  the  i)eople  in  the  General 
Assembly,  trulB  to  the  spirit  of  their  constituents,  have  been  always  wil- 
ling to  appropriate  as  much  money  for  the  same  objects  as  they  could  be 
satisfied  woidd  be  wisely  expended.  And  with  qualifications  and  ex- 
ceptions to  whicu  I  will  hereafter  again  refer,  the  criminal  and  penal 
laws  are  enforced,  and  peace  and  order  prevails  thoughout  the  State. 

In  my  message  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Januarj'  4, 1871, 1  had 
occasion  to  specify  a  number  of  instances  of  violence  by  mobs,  and  I 
regr^  to  be  compelled  to  say,  that  since  that  time  others,  though  fewer, 
outrages,  of  a  similar  character,  have  occurred  at  different  points  in  the 
State.  In  some  of  the  cases  that  have  been  reported  to  me,  the  acts 
of  the  mob  were  done  openly  and  publicly,  and  in  one  case,  a  band  of 
anned  and  disguised  men  assassinated  a  peaceful  citizen  at  his  home. 
In  each  of  the  cases  reported  to  me  I  offered  a  reward  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  apprehension  and  ex)nviction  of  the  guilty  parties. 

Perhaps  we  are  not  permitted  to  hope  that  the  State  will  hereafter  be 
CDtirely  exempted  from  outbursts  of  popular  passion  that  will  override 
reasoik,  and  justice,  and  law;  nor  can  it  be  expected  that  designing  or 
malignant  men  will  not  be  found  who  will  be  able  to  avail  themselves  of 
some  pretext  for  organizing  and  directing  the  passions  of  mobs,  or  who 
will  seize  upon  occasions  of  passing  frenzy  of  the  public  mind  and  pre- 
cipitate the  commission  of  crimes ;  but  from  evidences  afforded  me,  I 
am  persuaded  that  the  people  of  all  parts  of  the  State  are  impressed 
with  the  conviction,  supported  by  the  experience  of  some  localities,  that 
mobs  demoi-alize  and  deprave  the  public  conscience  and  promote  the 
commission  of  crimes.  We  may  therefore  hope  that  examples  of  mob 
outrages  will  be  hereafter  rare  in  the  history  of  the  State. 

From  the  language  of  the  newspaper  press  and  the  reported  expres- 
sions of  citizens  in  public  meetings,  the  people  of  the  State  have  been 
led  to  apprehend  that  crime  and  disorder  has  increased  in  the  city  of 
Chicago  and  other  large  cities  of  the  State.  After  having  given  much 
attention  to  the  facts  of  the  more  aggravated  offences  reported  to  have 
been  perpetrated  in  Chicago,  as  well  as  to  the  general  condition  of  the 
city,  I  am  satisfied  that  many  of  the  reports  that  have  influenced  the 
pablic  belief  are  exaggerated,  and  that  considering  the  extraordinary 
circumstance  of  the  almost  total  destruction  of  the  city  within  little 
more  than  a  year  past,  and  the  great  influx  of  population  from  every 
quarter,  the  laws  are  enforced  and  order  is  as  well  maintained  in  Chi- 
cago as  in  other  great  cities  in  the  country.  It  is  true  that  some  start- 
ling examples  of  fraud  in  commercial  circles  have  occurred  in  Chicago 
that  are  in  their  influence  more  disastrous  to  the  morals,  the  business 
and  thecliaracter  of  the  people  of  the  State,  than  is  the  aggregate  effect 
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of  many  minor  offenses,  and  the  parties  implicated  in  them  are  still  un- 
punished. And  much  opposition  has  been  made  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  to  keeping  open 
public  drinking  establishments  on  the  Sabbath,  but  the  commercial 
frauds  referred  to  seem  to  be  but  chara^Jteristic  of  the  period,  and  the 
controversies  in  respect  to  the  liquor  and  Sunday  laws  can  produce  no 
mischief  while  confined  to  the  use  of  legal  means  for  the  maintenance 
of  real  or  supposed  rights,  or  for  influencing  public  opinion. 

The  extensive  acceptance  of  the  belief  that  crimes,  especially  those  of 
a  homicidal  character,  have  increased  in  frequency,  has  led  to  the  sug- 
gestion of  many  changes  in  the  law,  with  a  view  to  a  remedy. 

The  charges  most  frequently  insisted  upon  may  be  stated  to  be: 
1st.  The  abolition  of  the  grand  jury  system,  and  the  substitution  for  an 
indictment  of  an  accusation  to  be  preferred  by  the  law  officers  of  the 
State.  2d.  To  take  from  parties  charged  with  crimes  the  right  to  a 
change  of  venue.  3d.  To  disallow  challenges  to  persons  upon  the  ground 
of  an  opinion  formed  upon  information  obtained  from  printed  publica- 
tions, or,  as  some  propose,  without  regard  to  the  source  from  whence  the 
information  is  acquired,  if  the  proposed  juror  will  swear  that,  notwith- 
standing any  opinion  he  may  entertain,  he  can  try  the  case  impartially. 
4th.  To  establish  additional  restrictions  upon  the  right  of  accused  per- 
sons to  demand  continuances.  5th.  To  make  death  the  x>enalty  for  mur- 
der; and,  6th.  Abolish  or  gresitly  restrict  the  executive  authority  to 
grant  pardons,  and  wholly  take  from  that  department  the  power  to  com- 
mute the  death  penalty  to  imprisonment  for  the  life  of  the  person  con- 
victed, or  for  any  other  term. 

To  those  who  have  such  confidence  in  mere  legislation,  that  they  as- 
sume that  every  abuse  may  be  corrected  and  every  evil  repressed  by 
laws,  and  to  that  other  class,  ignorant  of  the  origin,  history-  and  reason 
of  the  institutions  and  rules  and  methods  of  i)rocedure  proposed  to  be 
abrogated  or  changed,  and  who  welcome  every  change  in  the  existing 
laws  a«  an  improvement,  all  the  alterations  proi)Osed  will  be  acceptable ; 
but  others  will  remember  that  the  grand  jurj^,  one  of  the  "institutions'' 
of  our  free  spirited  fathers,  and  most  of  the  formal  and  carefully  guarded 
rules  of  criminal  procedure  that  are  now  the  subject  of  complaint,  were 
devised  to  protect  the  lives  and  liberties  of  the  people  against  the  ag- 
gressions and  encroachments  of  power,  and  others,  like  that  of  confiding 
the  measure  of  punishment  upon  con\ictions  for  murder  to  the  jury, 
are  the  results  of  the  observations  of  men  of  the  most  profound  knowledge 
and  the  largest  experience  in  the  administration  of  criminal  laws.  They 
are  parts  of  a  judicious  and  well  settled  system,  not  perfect,  but  that 
combines  greater  advantages  for  the  prompt  administration  of  justice, 
with  the  proper  guards  for  the  safety  of  the  rights  of  the  citizen,  tiian 
any  that  exists  in  any  country  or  under  any  form  of  government. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  that  has  always  been  admitted  to  exist  for 
careful  regulations  for  the  protection  of  individuals,  it  is  painful  to  wit- 
ness the  mistaken  zeal  that  prompts  a  portion  of  the  public  press  and 
influential  public  bodies  to  urge  fundamental  changes,  simply  tfiat  citi- 
zens may  be  made  more  defenceless  when  pursued  by  the  authorities  of 
the  law  upon  accusations  of  crime.  Everj'  change  in  the  criminal  laws 
that  deprives  parties  accused  of  a  means  for  obtaining  an  irai)artial  trial, 
or  that  proposes  to  substitute  the  discretion  of  a  judge  or  of  a  State's 
attorney  for  fixed  and  weU  defined  niles  of  law  or  settled  modes  of  pro- 
cedure, is  a  sacrifice  of  the  safety  of  the  citizen.    Happily,  except  on 
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occasions  when  the  public  mind  is  excited  by  apx)eals  to  popular  fears  or 
prejudices,  the  passions  of  the  American  people  are  not  cruel;  but  who 
is  prepared  to  say,  that  when  a  citizen  may  be  put  upon  his  trial  upon 
a  charge  that  involves  his  life,  in  the  midst  of  a  community  filled  with 
prejudice  agaius  him,  without  the  power  to  demand  of  right  the  removal 
of  his  trial  to  an  impartial  vicinage,  with  no  right  of  continuance  to 
await  a  better  state  of  public  sentiment  or  to  obtain  evidence,  no  chal- 
lenge to  his  triers  upon  the  ground  of  opinions  formed  against  him,  death 
the  inevitable  consequence  of  conviction,  and  the  Governor  without 
power,  even  upon  the  clearest  facts,  to  arrest  the  bloody  sentence,  the 
vindictive  prejudices  of  some  community  may  not  demand  a  victim,  and 
that  then  a  State's  attorney  may  not  be  found  who  will  consent  to  ac- 
cuse, and  the  judge,  upon  whose  discretion  the  rights  of  the  citizen  de- 
pends, yield  to  public  clamor  and  consent  to  the  sacrifice  1 

The  "institution"  of  grand  and  petit  juries  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
judicial  system  of  a  free  State.  Theorists  who  can  demonstrate  that  the 
rules  of  a  single  wise  man  is  better  than  that  of  the  multitude,  and  law 
reformers  who  would  substitute  the  discretion  of  a  State's  attorney  or  a 
judge  for  the  deliberations  of  a  grand  jury  or  fixed  rules  of  procedure, 
aUke  forget  that  no  method  of  election  has  been  yet  devised  that  will 
insure  the  choice  of  the  wisest  for  rulers  or  State's  attorneys  or  judges, 
nor  do  they  attach  enough  importance  to  the  fact,  that  in  a  republic  no 
system  of  laws  can  be  de^^sed  that  will,  without  endangering  the  public 
liberties,  be  effective  for  the  prevention  and  punishment  of  crimes,  unless 
the  laws  themselves  provide  for  the  participation  of  the  people  in  their 
administration,  and  that  neither  public  nor  private  rights  can  Jbe  secured 
when  they  are  in  any  important  sense  subject  to  the  discretion  of  any 
ruler  or  magistrate. 

It  seems  to  me,  then,  that,  while  the  attention  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly should  be  directed  to  the  present  state  of  the  criminal  laws,  and  the 
rules  of  criminal  procedure,  with  a  view  to  their  improvement,  nothing 
should  be  done  to  enlarge  the  discretion  of  the  courts  in  criminal  cases, 
nor  delude  the  people  with  the  belief  that  any  change  that  can  be  made 
will  relieve  them  from  the  necessity  of  giving  their  own  attention  to  the 
proper  execution  of  the  laws. 

It  is  at  once  the  vice  and  weakness  of  wealthy  and  prosperous  com- 
munities, that  a  majority  of  those  who  should  be  the  most  capable  and 
useful  citizens,  from  purely  selfish  reasons,  prefer  to  delegate  the  dis- 
charge of  their  most  important  public  duties  to  others,  and  experience 
has  demonstrated  that  whether  the  mercenaries  who  undertake  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  interests,  or  who  are  by  the  indifference  of  the  peo- 
ple allowed  to  seize  control  of  public  affairs,  are  the  hired  soldiers  of  a 
standing  army  or  the  traders  in  offices,  who  cajole,  neglect  and  plunder 
the  people,  or  those  who  make  jurj' duty  a  trade,  the  result  is  the  same  : 
the  degratlation  of  the  laws,  contempt  for  public  justice,  and  in  the  end 
all  the  securities  for  the  safety  of  life,  liberty  and  property  are  de- 
stroyed. 

I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  consume  much  space  in  the  discussion  of  the 
change  in  the  law,  insisted  upon  by  many,  to  take  from  the  jury  on  trials 
for  murder  the  right  to  determine  Avhether  the  party  found  guilty  shall 
sufi'er  death  or  be  punished  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  for  any 
term  exceeding  tourteen  years,  and  that  may  extend  to  the  whole  of  his 
life,  and  make  the  judgment  of  death  the  absolute  legal  consequence  of 
a  conviction  for  murder. 
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I  have  no  doubt  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  put  persons  to  death, 
who  by  their  own  deliberate  criminal  acts  make  that  course  necessary 
for  the  public  safety,  nor  do  I  question  the  existence  of  the  right  to  in- 
flict the  death  penalty  as  a  punishment  for  crime ;  but  I  am  quite  as  de- 
cided in  the  conviction  that  that  mode  of  punishment  has  but  little  in- 
fluence to  deter  from  the  commission  of  crime,  and  that  on  the  other 
hand  it  is  a  worn-out  vestige  of  barbarism,  that  hardens  and  depraves 
the  people. 

Deliberate  homicide  by  public  authority  has  much  greater  influence  to 
weaken  respect  for  human  life  than  the  commission  of  murder  by  law- 
less persons,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  the  ecclesiastical  bodies,  and  that 
portion  of  the  so-called  religious  and  the  secular  press  that  demand  the 
more  frequent  infliction  of  death  by  judicial  sentence,  concede  the  whole 
point  in  dispute,  when,  impressed  with  the  horrible  and  depraving  influ- 
ence of  public  executions,  they  insist  upon  the  necessity  of  excluding 
those  from  the  spectacle  who  are  to  be  instructed  and  impressed  by  the 
example.  It  may  be  true  that  there  are  classes  of  persons  who  can 
only  be  restrained  from  the  commission  of  crimes  by  the  fear  of  death. 
There  may  be  communities  in  which  the  example  of  the  infliction  of 
the  death  penalty  would  be  productive  of  benefit,  and  it  may  also 
be  true  that  monsters  of  crime  nmy  sometimes  be  found  whose  exticr- 
mination  is  demanded,  not  to  vindicate  the  authority  of  law,  but  the 
dignity  of  human  nature.  It  would  not  therefore  be  judicious  for  the 
State  to  renounce  the  power  to  inflict  death,  but  the  propriety  of  the 
exercise  of  the  power  in  any  instance  can  best  be  determineil  by  a 
jury  dra\^n  from  the  body  of  the  people.  And  it  may  be  proper  for  me 
to  make  some  allusion  to  the  probable  influence  of  the  exercise  of  the 
pardoning  power  by  the  Governor  upon  the  administration  of  the  crim- 
inal laws. 

The  executix^e  authority  to  grant  pardons,  reprie^'es  and  commutations, 
is,  under  the  Constitution,  absolute,  and  to  be  exercised  by  him  at  his 
discretion,  and  like  all  discretionary  powers  conflded  to  public  ofiicers, 
is  extremely  liable  to  abuse. 

I  have  exercised  the  pardoning  power,  in  proi>ortion  to  the  whole 
number  of  convictions  in  the  State,  more  si)aringly  than  any  of  my 
predecessors,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  I  have  done  so  in  improper  cases. 
But  I  have  had  the  satisfaction  of  releasing  persons  from  the  Peniten- 
tiary after  they  had  furnished  to  me  the  most  unquestionable  proof  of 
their  innocence  of  the  alleged  crimes  of  which  the  jurj^  had  found  them 
guilty ;  I  have,  by  pardon,  shortened  terms  of  imi)risonment  that  were 
certified  to  me  by  the  judges  and  juries  imposing  them  to  be  exces- 
sive •,  and  I  have  in  more  than  one  instance  interfered  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor  and  ignorant  who  were  the  victims  of  the  arts  of  designing 
persoils. 

We  know  that  the  blindness  of  legal  justice  is  but  a  fable,  and  that 
though  the  laws,  in  their  letter  and  spirit,  are  just  and  humane,  and 
equal,  as  a  practical  fact  the  wealthy  and  influential  do  disregard  or 
violate  them  with  a  measure  of  impunity  not  i>ermitted  to  the  poor  and 
friendless.  We  know,  too,  that  the  jails  into  which  those  who  are 
accused  of  the  commission  of  crimes,  and  are  unable  to  furnish  bail,  are 
crowded,  are  moral  pest  houses,  where  vice  is  taught  to  the  innocent, 
and  the  guilty  made  more  depraved.  We  know  that  instances  are  not 
wanting  in  which  jailers  or  their  subordinates,  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  some  of  a  class  of  professional  men  who  dishonor  the  law  and  dis- 
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grace  the  courts  that  tolerate  their  presence,  have  deprived  friendless 
prisoners  of  all  they  possess,  and  have  then  delivered  them'  over  to  a 
certain  conviction,  their  sentences  of  imprisonment  aggravated  and 
lengthened  by  the  vile  character  of  their  counsel,  who  first  robbed  and 
then  betrayed  them.  I  have  pardoned  some  of  this  class  of  imfortunates 
upon  the  ground  that  if  the  Stat^  cannot  protect  them  it  ought  to  make 
them  the  reparation  of  forgiveness. 

Xo  subject  is  more  worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  representatives  of 
an  enhghtened  Christian  people  than  the  imperfect  provision  made  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  poor,  the 
ignorant,  the  inexperienced  and  the  friendless,  in  the  criminal  courts. 
The  evil  is  most  apparent  in  the  cities  and  populous  counties  of  the 
State,  Every  year  the  population  of  the  State  is  increased  by  emi- 
grants from  all  the  nations  of  Europe,  and  from  every  State  of  the 
Union,  who  are  of  every  grade  of  character  and  every  degree  of  intel- 
ligence. Of  the  thousands  that  come  into  the  State,  many  are  ignorant 
of  our  language  and  our  laws,  and  many  are  upon  their  arrival  poor  and 
often  ill,  dispirited  and  inexperienced.  In  the  cities  the  missionaries  of 
vice  are  ever  active,  and  its  temples  are  always  open,  and  from  their  doors 
none  are  driven  away;  to  these  the  inexperienced  and  unwary  are  often 
tempted  to  resort,  or  from  want  of  employment  the  irresolute  are  im- 
pelled to  the  commission  of  crime,  or  often  they  are  made  the  dux)es 
and  instrnments  of  those  with  whom  crime  is  a  trade,  or,  being  stran- 
gers and  friendless,  they  are  readily  suspected,  and  when  arrested  they 
are  unable  to  find  bail  and  are  committed  to  jail,  and  if  indicted,  the 
judge,  however  humane  and  considerate,  is  compelled  to  entrust  their 
defence  to  some  lawyer  without  standing  or  experience  in  his  profession, 
and  a  conviction  follows,  for  there  is  no  one  to  demand  justice  or  im- 
plore mercy.  It  is  time  that  the  practice  of  delivering  the  living  bodies 
of  poor  prisoners  to  legal  students  for  professional  instruction  was 
abandoned,  and  I  insist  that  provision  should  be  made  by  law  for  the 
election  or  appointment,  in  the  large  cities  and  populous  counties  of  the 
State,  of  suitable  persons  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  visit  the  places 
where  persons  are  confined  upon  criminal  charges,  confer  with  and  ad- 
vise poor  prisoners,  protect  them  from  oppressions  and  extortions,  at- 
tend examinations,  investigate  the  charges  against  them,  advise  with 
injured  parties,  and  the  court  and  State's  attorney,  with  a  view  to  the 
dismissal  of  prosecutions  where  the  ends  of  justice  would  by  that  course 
be  promoted,  or  with  reference  to  the  proper  measure  of  punishment  in 
cases  where  the  punishment  is  discretionary  with  the  judge,  or  in  proper 
cases  alone,  or  in  conjunction  with  the  counsel  assigned  by  the  court, 
manage  their  defense.  A  proposition  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
an  officer  to  watch  the  administration  of  the  laws  from  the  standpoint 
of  those  who  are  accused  of  crimes  is  novel,  but  every  one  familiar  with 
the  administration  of  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State,  is  fully  aware  of 
the  fact  that  a  truthful  statement  of  all  the  wrongs  inflicted  upon  per- 
sons charged  with  offences  would  prove  that  many  crimes  have  been 
comnutted  in  the  name  of  the  law. 

BAHiBOADS. 

An  important  exception  to  the  general  disposition  to  obey  the  laws, 
vbich  prevails  throughout  the  State,  is  found  in  the  refusal  of  common 
carriers  of  passengers  and  freights  by  railways  to  obey  the  constitu- 
tional and  legal  enactments  provided  for  the  regulation  of  that  import- 
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ant  interest,  and  the  people  of  the  State,  aware  of  the  refusal  of  this 
class  of  persons  to  obey  the  laws,  and  of  the  mischiefs  their  contempt 
of  the  authority  of  the  State  produces,  look  to  the  General  Assembly 
to  make  further  and  efficient  efforts  to  provide  a  remedy. 

The  report  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  which  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  tlie  printer,  and  will  be  laid  before  the  General 
Assembly  as  early  as  possible,  will  contain  full  information  as  to  the 
pretensions  of  the  railway  managers,  and  of  the  efforts  made  by  the 
Commissioners  to  enforce  the  authority  of  the  State  over  them. 

Successful  resii^ance  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  sub- 
verts them.  It  can  make  no  difference  whether  such  resistance  is  made 
by  physical  means  too  powerful  to  be  overcome,  or  by  combinations  of 
financial  interests  that  merely  treat  the  laws  with  contempt,  and  refuse 
to  obey  them.  The  effects  of  successful  physical  resistance  are  immedi- 
ate and  easily  perceived,  while  those  produced  by  persistent  and  con- 
temptuous disobedience  are  remote,  and  may  not  at  once  appear,  but 
they  silently  sap  and  weaken  the  foundations  of  public  order,  and  in 
the  end  destroy. 

The  issue  made  with  the  State,  by  the  distinct  refusal  of  the  managers 
of  railways  to  obey  the  laws  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the 
correction  of  abuses,  and  to  prevent  unjust  discriminations  and  extor- 
tions, is  one  of  power.  It  is  not  pretended  that  in  the  enactment  of  the 
laws  disobeyed  the  General  Assembly  transcended  the  authority  vested 
in  the  Legislature ;  for  by  the  terms  of  the  Constitution  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  General  Assembly,  from  time  to  time,  to  pass  laws  estab- 
lishing reasonable  maximum  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  and  freights  on  the  different  railroads  of  the  State,  and  to 
pass  laws  to  correct  abuses  and  to  prevent  unjust  discriminations  and  ex- 
tortions in  the  rates  of  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  on  the  different 
railroads  of  the  State  j  and  by  another  provision  of  the  Constitution, 
railroads  heretofore  constructed,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  constructed 
in  this  State,  are  declared  to  be  public  highways,  and  free  to  all  persons 
for  the  transportation  of  their  persons  and  property  thereon,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

In  opposition  to  these  distinct  provisions  of  the  State  Constitution, 
and  the  laws  enacted  in  pursuance  of  them,  the  railroad  corporations 
deny  their  obligation  to  obey,  and  openly  persist  in  refusing  to  conform 
to  the  maximum  rates  allowed  by  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freights  on  their  lines ;  and  they 
continue  to  practice  the  abuses  and  enforce  the  unjust  discriminations 
and  extortions  forbidden  by  the  laws ;  and  they  continue,  notwithstand- 
fag  the  legislative  prohibition,  to  assert  their  right  to  fix  their  ratio  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freights  on  their  roads,  and  to 
establish  discriminations  at  their  pleasure ;  and  they  deny  the  authority 
of  the  State  to  interfere  for  the  regulation  of  the  one  or  the  prohibition 
of  the  other. 

It  is  perhaps  but  just  that  it  should  be  stated  that  it  is  sometimes  con- 
ceded by  those  who  manage  the  interests  of  the  railway  corporations 
that  as  carriers  they  are  in  some  way,  or  to  some  extent,  bound  to  con- 
form to  the  principle  of  reasonableness  in  their  charges ;  and  on  some 
occasions  some  of  them  are  understood  to  have  absented  to  the  proposi- 
tion, which  seemed  to  be  correct  under  the  Constitution  of  18^8,  that 
reasonableness  is  the  limit  of  railroad  rates  for  transportation,  and  the 
question  of  what  are  reasonable  rates  is  to  be  settled  by  the  courts  when 
particular  charges  are  disputed. 
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But  the  General  Assembly,  by  the.act  of  April  7, 1871,  which  was  en- 
acted to  prevent  unjust  discriminations  and  extortions  in  the  rates  to  be 
charged  for  the  transportations  of  freights,  fixed  certain  rules  for  tlie  de- 
termination of  the  rates  permitted  to  be  charged  by  the  railways  in  this 
State,  declared  all  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  of  any  railroad 
corporation  that  fixed,  prescribed  or  established  any  greater  toll  or 
compensation  than  the  rates  permitted  by  the  act,  to  be  void,  provided 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  then  declared 
any  willful  violation  of  any  of  the  acts  to  be  a  forfeiture  of  its  francliises, 
and  by  the  act  of  April  15,  1871,  the  maximum  rates  allowed  to  be 
charged  by  railways  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  was  fixed,  and 
piTovision  made  for  the  enforcement  of  the  act 

Repeating  expressions  employed  before,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  due  to 
the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  to  the  dignity  and  authority 
of  its  Constitution  and  laws,  that  the  most  energetic  and  decisive  meas- 
nres  should  be  devised  and  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly,  to  limit 
the  pretensions  of  this  rapidly  growing  and  all  absorbing  interest  and 
to  compel  its  obedience.  In  this  view  it  is  essential  that  all  the  offenses 
comHiitted  by  the  railway  corporations  should  be  prosecuted  by  indict- 
ment preferred  by  the  grand  juries,  and  tried  by  juries  of  the  proper 
vicinage.  One  of  the  acts  now  in  force,  provides  that  State's  attorneys 
may  prosecute ;  the  other  that  he  shall  prosecute  for  forfeitures  after 
the  almost  impossible  event  of  the  fifth  conviction ;  but  Staters  attor- 
neys will  not  be  Ukely  to  desire  to  encounter  this  formidable  interest 
unth  no  other  support  than  the  consciousness  of  having  discharged 
duties.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of 
April  7th,  1871,  be  amended  so  as  to  make  the  penalties  provided  by 
that  section  recoverable  by  indictment  against  th^  <M>rporations  and  its 
employees,  and  that  the  fifth  section  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  the 
duty  of  the  Attomey-Greneral  to  prosecute  railway  companies  for  viola- 
tions of  the  law,  and  that  similar  alterations  be  made  in  the  act  of 
April  15th,  1871. 

But  it  seems  to  me  that  the  real  causes  of  the  manifold  abuses,  extor- 
tions and  oppressions  to  which  the  people  are  subjected  are  to  be  found 
in  the  fact  that  railroad  property  has  passed  under  the  control  of  combi- 
nations of  financial  adventurers  who  are  in  nowise  interested  in  the 
proper  management  of  the  roads. 

This  condition  of  the  management  of  railroads  may  be  accounted 
for  by  referring  it  in  part  to  the  great  increase  of  the  speculative  wealth 
of  the  country ;  the  tendency  everywhere,  in  every  business,  to  organi- 
zation ;  and  the  circumstance,  so  unfortunate  for  the  people,  that  the 
General  Assembly  did  not^  in  the  enactment  of  the  special  and  general 
laws  authorizing  the  creation  of  railroad  corporations,  expressly  reserve 
such  sufficient  power  to  regulate  and  control  their  internal  management 
as  would  insure  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  body  of  the  stock- 
holders and  the  public. 

The  enormous  system  of  internal  improvements  undertaken  by  the 
State  in  its  early  history,  proves  that  the  people  even  then  perceived 
the  usefulness  of  railways,  and  their  wiUingness  to  make  large  sacri- 
fices to  secure  to  themselves  their  advantages ;  and  since  the  failure  of 
that  system,  no  State  has  made  greater  efforts,  by  liberal  acts  of  incor- 
poration to  private  adventures,  grants  of  the  right  of  way  for  railroads 
previously  acquired  by  the  State,  gratuities  in  money  and  lands,  and 
loans  of  credit  by  counties  and  other  public  and  municipal  bodies,  to  se- 
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care  the  constmction  of  railroads,  than  has  Illinois,  and  the  citizens  ot 
the  State  have,  with  the  most  liberal  spirit  and  by  every  means  in  their 
power,  aided  in  the  development  of  the  railway  system  to  its  present 
proportions. 

The  State  of  Illinois  contains  within  its  limits  more  than  six  thou- 
sand miles  of  railroad ;  they  penetrate  almost  every  county.  And  the 
railroads  of  this  State,  by  their  legal  connections,  and  the  identity  of 
their  interests  and  purposes  with  those  of  other  States,  have  become  a 
part  of  a  system  that  it  is  said  embraces  sixty  thousand  mile«  of  rail- 
roads in  the  United  States,  and  which  is  being  extended  to  limits  that 
do  not  admit  of  easy  definition. 

The  railroad  and  carrying  interests  control  a  larger  amount  of  capital 
than  any  other  in  the  United  States,  and  by  means  of  their  capital,  and 
their  intimate  relations  with  all  other  business  pursuits,  extending  too, 
as  railroads  do,  to  all  parts  of  the  country,  they  'exercise  a  greater 
measure  of  influence  than  was  ever  before,  in  any  country,  in  the  hands 
of  individuals.  The  iron  rail,  the  steam  engine  and  the  telegraph,  all 
now  in  substantial  co-operation,  already  control  the  commerce  of  the 
continent,  and  to  a  large  extent  influence  the  value  of  every  product  of 
industry  and  the  profits  of  every  business  pursuit.  They  build  up  fa- 
vored cities,  and  depress  their  rivals ;  they  have  diminished  the  value 
of  the  great  rivers  as  highways  of  commerce ;  and  the  shipping  of  the 
lakes,  and  that  engaged  in  coastwise  trade,  embarrassed  by  obstacles 
that  the  engine  upon  the  iron  raU  defies,  maintain  with  the  new  agencies 
but  a  feeble  and  struggling  comi)etition.  Prom  the  superiority  of  this 
new  method  of  transportation  in  speed,  in  safety  and  power,  all  other 
modes  are  rendered  comparatively  useless,  and  the  country  is  brought 
to  face  the  fact  that  in  this  age  of  remarkable  commercial  and  intellec- 
tual activity  the  only  available  lines  of  intercourse  and  trade  on  the 
continent  are  under  the  control  of  private  individuals,  who  assert  for 
themselves  the  power  and  the  right  to  impose  burdens  upon  the  inter- 
course and  commerce  of  the  country  to  an  extent  to  which  they  ac- 
knowledge no  definite  limits,  nor,  in  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  they 
claim  as  to  the  amounts  they  may  impose,  do  they  admit  themselves  to 
be  bound  to  conform  to  any  rule  of  equality,  but  they  maintain  their 
right  to  discriminate  between  different  points  on  their  own  lines  be- 
tween different  individuals  engaged  in  the  same  business  at  the  same 
points,  and  to  increase  and  reduce  their  rates  at  pleasure,  until  to  the 
ordinary  hazards  of  business  is  added  the  uncertain  fluctuations  depen- 
dent upon  the  management  of  railways. 

In  my  judgment  the  existing  laws,  intended  to  regulate  the  duties  and 
define  the  obligations  of  common  carriers  by  railway,  will  not  accom- 
plish the  object  desired,  for  the  reason,  amongst  others^  that  they  are  to 
a  certain  extent  based  upon  the  wide  spread  misconception  of  the  true  re- 
lation of  that  class  of  public  agents  to  the  people,  and,  as  a  consequence 
of  that  misconception,  the  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  owners 
and  managers  of  railway  lines  are  confused  and  weakened  by  assuming 
that  the  ownership  and  management  of  railway  lines  and  the  receipt, 
transportation  and  delivery  of  passengers  and  freights  for  hire,  which 
constitutes  the  business  of  a  common  carrier,  are  so  inseparable  that  they 
are  necessarily  parts  of  the  same  general  business,  whUe,  in  the  nature 
of  things,  and  from  the  force  of  practices  that  now  extensively  prevail  on 
many  lines  of  railway,  tbey  are  certainly  different  pursuits ;  and  regula- 
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tions  intended  for  the  government  of  the  one,  have  no  fitness  or  proper 
application  to  the  other. 

All  the  railroads  now  in  operation  in  the  State  were  constmcted  under 
the  authority  of  laws  that  conferred  upon  the  corporators  that  under- 
took them  the  power  to  acquire  the  lands  needed  for  the  use  of  their  road 
hy  consent  of  the  owners,  or  to  take  lands  as  for  public  use  upon  making 
compensation,  and  the  power  to  construct  and  maintain  a  railway  with 
the  proper  appurtenances,  and  to  acquire  and  hold  the  suitable  necessa- 
ly  machinery  to  operate  them,  and  then  to  engage  in  the  business  of 
common  carriers  on  their  own  lines;  and  it  is  to  the  fact  that  railway 
eorporations  exercise  the  power  conferred  upon  them  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  common  carriers,  and  by  their  own  arbitrary  authority  fix 
the  rates  they  will  demand  for  services  rendered  exclusively  by  them  on 
their  own  lines,  or,  by  combinations  with  other  corporations  that  claim 
similar  powers,  fix  the  rates  between  the  more  important  and  distant 
points,  that  we  owe  the  interest  that  the  people  feel  in  their  management. 
Every  one  interested  in  the  subject  of  the  cost  of  the  transportation  of 
the  products  of  the  country  to  a  market,  realizes,  in  the  result  of  the  ex- 
ereises  of  these  powers  by  railway  carriers,  all  the  evils  that  are  produced 
by  the  existence  of  a  monopoly,  and  many  methods  have  been  proposed 
for  affording  relief;  but  without  now  discussion  any  of  them  I  am  satis- 
fied that  the  only  means  that  will  afford  the  country  the  relief  demanded 
is  to  invite  and  encourage  competition  on  all  the  railroads  in  the  State, 
between  the  carriers  that  own  or  control  them,  and  others  who,  upon 
JQSt  compensation  to  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  roads  and  their  appur- 
tenances, and  for  the  fixed  facilities  needed,  may  choose  to  engage  in  the 
buiness.  If  the  monopoly  of  the  business  on  any  of  the  important  lines  of 
railroad  was  taken  from  the  corporation  that  owns  the  road,  the  effect 
would  soon  be  perceived  in  the  increased  facilities  for  transportation  and 
cheaper  rates.  It  is  because  competition  is  not  now  possible  that  rail- 
road managers  discriminate  between  localities  and  individuals,  but  if 
the  legal  right  of  others  to  engage  in  business  on  the  railroads  of  the 
State  was  one  established  by  law,  the  mere  existence  of  the  right  would 
constantly  and  favorably  influence  their  conduct,  though  the  right  of 
competition  secured  to  individuals  by  the  law  might  never  be  exercised. 

It  was  with  a  view  to  break  up  the  monopoly  of  the  use  of  their  own 
railroad  lines  by  common  carriers,  and,  if  possible,  to  separate  the 
ownership  of  railroad  property  from  the  prosecution  of  that  business, 
that  the  Constitutional  Convention  adopted  the  10th,  the  12th  and  the 
14th  sections  of  the  11th  article  of  the  Constitution.  Before  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Constitution  of  1870,  the  public  mind  had  become  so  affected 
with  the  impression  that  railways  could  only  be  useful  to  the  public  as 
long  as  the  corporations  controlling  them  were  able  themselves  to  carry 
on  business  as  common  carriers,  that  a  disposition  was  sometimes  appar- 
ent to  consider  the  rolling  stock  and  other  movable  property  of  railroad 
corporations  as  appurtenant  to  the  railroads.  To  coiTCCt  that  impression, 
and  to  prevent  its  further  growth,  the  10th  section  of  the  11th  article  of 
the  Constitution  was  adopted,  which  declares  '^that  the  rolling  stock 
and  otiier  movable  property  belonging  to  any  railroad  company  in  this 
State  shall  be  conside^Bd  personal  property,  and  shall  be  liable  to  ex- 
ecution and  sale  in  the  same  manner  as  the  personal  property  of  in- 
dividuals, and  the  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  law  exempting  any 
such  property  from  execution  and  sale."  And  then,  to  lay  the  founda- 
tion for  Uie  assertion  of  the  public  right  to  authorize  competition  in  the 
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basiness  of  carriers  on  tbe  roads  of  the  State,  and  to  furnish  the  basis 
for  a  proper  definition  of  the  right  of  the  owners  of  railroad  property, 
as  against  the  public  right  to  its  use,  by  the  12th  section  of  that  aiticle 
it  is  declared  ^^that.  rail  ways  heretofore  constructed,  or  that  may  here- 
after be  constructed  in  this  State,  are  public  highways,  and  shall  be  free 
to  all  persons  for  the  transportation  of  their  persons  and  property 
thereon,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law."  And  the 
14th  section  recx)gnizes  the  right  of  the  State  to  take  the  property  of 
corporations  for  public  use  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of  in- 
dividuals may  be  taken. 

These  constitutional  provisions  are  intended  to  establish  that  there 
is  no  necessary  connection  between  the  ownership  of  railroads  and  tlie 
prosecution  of  the  business  of  common  carriers  by  the  same  persons  or 
corporations ;  that  railroads  are  public  highways,  in  which  the  public 
have  rights,  the  most  important  of  which  is  to  use  them  for  the  trans- 
portation of  their  persons  and  property,  subject  only  to  regulations  to 
be  provided  by  law ;  that  the  property  of  railroad  corporations  may 
be  taken  by  the  State  for  public  uses  to  give  effect  to  it«  own  policy ;  and 
the  proper  conclusion  from  these  sections  and  from  the  whole  scope  of 
'  that  portion  of  the  Constitution  which  refers  to  railroads,  is,  that  the 
policy  intended  to  be  supported  is  to  break  up  the  monopoly  of  the 
carrying  business,  which  the  owners  and  managers  of  railroads  have 
secured,  and  make  the  lines  of  railroads  free  to  commerce,  subject  only 
to  the  rights  of  the  corporations  and  individuals  to  whom  they  belong 
to  demand  compensation  for  their  use,  and  then  only  to  the  extent  to 
which  they  may  be  used. 

The  fundamental  doctrine  of  the  State  Constitution  is  that  railways 
are  highways,  and  that,  considered  alone  in  that  character,  they  belong 
to  the  public,  subject  to  the  control  and  regulation  of  the  State }  and 
adopting  the  language  of  the  Supreme  Court,  employed  in  some  of  the 
cases  in  which  that  tribunal  has  sustained  subscriptions  made  by  x>ublic 
bodies  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  railroads,  they  are  improved  high- 
waysj  and  the  corporations  that,  by  the  permission  and  under  the 
authority  of  the  State^  invested  their  means  in  makuig  the  improvementSy 
acquired  fixed,  exclusive  and  vested  property  interests  in  the  highway 
as  improved,  which  the  State  has  no  constitutional  power  to  disturb  or 
displace^  except  in  the  exercise  of  the  right  and  power  of  eminent 
domain,  and  upon  making  just  compensation.  But,  it  is  true,  as  before 
stated,  that  the  corporations  that  constructed  and  improved  these  high- 
ways, in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  to  construct 
and  maintain  their  roads,  were  authorized  to  employ  upon  them  the 
most  improved  methods  of  transportation,  and  to  engage  in  and  carry 
on  the  business  of  common  carriers  of  passengers  and  freights;  and 
under  the  Constitution,  their  right  to  carry  on  that  business  cannot  be 
taken  from  them  by  legislative  action,  nor  by  the  exercise  of  the  right 
or  power  of  eminent  domain,  for  after  others  hav6  acquired  the  right  to 
engage  in  business  as  carriers  on  the  lines  of  their  railways,  there  re- 
mains to  the  corporations  but  the  right  of  participation  in  a  common 
right  which  cannot  be  taken  by  the  State  in  the  exercise  of  any  of  its 
powers. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  theory  of  the  Constitution  thus  presented 
concedes  to  the  owners  of  railroads  the  right  to  conpensation  for  the  use 
of  their  roads,  to  the  full  extent  that  its  use  may  be  required  or  taken, 
and  it  will  be  easy  for  the  Greneral  Assembly  to  prescribe  rules  under 
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wbich  carriers  wDl  be  authorized  to  place  upon  any  of  the  railroads  of 
the  State  a  definite  number  of  engines  and  carriages  to  make  stated 
trips  from  and  to  certain  points,  to  move  at  an  established  rate  of  speed, 
to  use  the  appurtenances  of  the  road,  and  the  fixed  facilities  provided  by 
the  corporation,  or  the  right  to  provide  facilities  at  different  and  con- 
venient points  along  the  line,  all  to  be  governed  by  such  equal  and 
proper  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  corporation.  But  the 
exclusive  right  of  railroad  corporations  to  carry  on  the  business  of  com- 
mon carriers  on  their  lines  is  not  supported  by  any  iust  view  of  the  law. 
They  may,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  other  carriers  engage  in  busi- 
ness on  their  lines,  continue  to  prosecute  the  same  business,  but  upon  the 
highway  of  commerce  in  which  they  are  interested  as  owners,  they, 
while  employed  in  the  office  and  duty  of  carriers,  have  no  superior  rights 
to  others. 

In  the  conclusion  of  this  view  of  this  imx>ortant  subject  it  is  due  to 
myself  that  1  should  say,  that  the  interests  of  the  country  demand  that 
the  i)ower  claimed  by  private  persons  and  corporations  to  control  all  the 
great  lines  of  intercourse  between  the  remotest  points  on  the  continent, 
and  the  great  centres  of  commerce  and  trade,  cannot  be  longer  endured. 

In  the  infancy  of  the  system,  when  railroads  were  merely  subordinates 
to  the  natural  lines  of  transportation,  and  their  only  competitors  for 
business  were  the  wagons  of  the  pioneers,  rights  and  powers  were  con- 
ceded to  the  corporations  that  controlled  them,  that  are  utterly  incon- 
sistent with  the  relations  they  now  bear  to  the  commerce  of  the  country. 
They  have  superceded  the  rivers  and  the  lakes,  and,  like  chem,  must  be 
made  free,  subject  to  no  other  burdens  than  such  as  are  necessary  to 
compensate  those  that  own  them ;  and  no  system  of  regulations  which 
concedes  the  unfounded  claim  of  railroad  corporations,  that  are  also  en- 
gaged iu  business  as  common  carriers,  to  the  exclusive  use  of  their  lines 
for  their  own  business,  will  or  can  be  effectual  to  prevent  the  abuses, 
unjust  discriminations  and  extortions  under  which  the  people  have  suf- 
fered so  much,  and  of  which  they  so  justly  complain. 

PENAL  AND  EEFOEMATOEY  INSTITUTIONS. 

THE  PENITENTIABY. 

At  an  early  day  the  report  of  the  Penitentiary  Commissioners  will  be 
laid  before  the  General  Assembly,  and  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  in- 
forming the  representatives  of  the  people  that  what  was  expected  when 
the  law  now  in  force  for  the  government  of  the  Penitentiary  was  passed, 
is  realized  :  that  the  institution  is  now,  and  has  been  for  some  months 
past,  practically  self-sustaining. 

On  the  17th  day  of  April,  1871,  the  General  Assembly^  embarrassed 
by  the  unexpected  and  unfortunate  controversy  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
IK)8ed  relocation  of  the  seat  of  government,  suspended  its  session  until 
the  fifteenth  of  November  following,  and  left  the  Penitentiary  manage- 
Bieiit  without  the  means  of  providing  employment  or  support  for  the 
convicts,  and  largely  indebted  and  without  credit,  so  that  in  fact  there 
were  no  means  of  carrying  on  the  institution.  I  was  compelled  to  con- 
vene the  General  Assembly,  and  to  again  urge  such  changes  in  the  law 
for  the  government  of  the  Penitentiary  as  experience  had  shown  to  be 
necessary,  and  to  ask  an  appropriation  from  the  treasury  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  institution,  if  such  a  law  could  not  be  passed.    I  accordingly

issued  my  proclamation  convening  the  General  Assembly  at  Springfleld 
on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1871. 

I  was,  when  I  issued  the  proclamation  convening  the  Legislature, 
fully  aware  of  the  certainty  that  my  motives  would  be  misunderstood 
and  unjustly  censured,  especially  as  I  was  compelled  to  say  that  I  re- 
garded the  prosecution  of  the  work  upon  the  new  State  house  as  impor- 
tant not  only  to  the  general  interests  of  the  State,  but  as  a  means  of 
providing  immediate  and  remunerative  employment  for  the  convicts  in 
the  penitentiary.  In  my  message  communicated  to  the  General  As- 
sembly at  its  meeting  on  the  24th  of  May,  1871,  I  frankly  stated  my 
views  in  relation  to  the  subject  of  appropriations  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  on  the  State  house,  and  at  the  same  time  I  said  that  ^^It  has 
been  my  earnest  desire,  since  the  commencement  of  my  ofidcial  connec- 
tion with  the  government  of  the  State,  to  see  the  penitentiary  so  con- 
ducted as  to  accomplish  the  reformation  of  criminals,  and  at  the  same 
time  be  as  little  burdensome  as  possible  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and 
notwithstanding  the  unsatisfactory  results  of  past  operations,  I  still  be- 
lieve that  with  proper  legislation  and  judicious  management  it  may  be 
made  eminently  useful  as  a  penal  and  reformatory  agency,  and  at  the 
same  time  substantially  self-sustaining ;"  and  at  the  same  time  I  felt  it 
to  be  my  duty  to  add,  "the  only  practicable  system  for  the  successful 
management  of  the  penitentiary,  in  my  judgment,  is  that  which  com- 
bines the  retention  of  complete  control  of  the  discipline  and  govern- 
ment of  the  convicts  by  the  State,  with  tlie  lease  of  their  labor  to  i)er- 
sons  engaged  in  special  pursuits,  etc.,"  and  the  General  Assembly,  soon 
after  its  meeting,  passed  a  well  considered  act  which  embodies  and  gives 
effect  to  this  principle,  and  executed  as  the  law  has  been  by  the  Com- 
missioners, whose  names  appear  to  the  report,  all  that  was  then  pre- 
dicted has  been  fully  accomplished. 

I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  express  my  obligations  to  the  Commissioners 
for  the  intelligence  and  fidelity  with  which  they  have  discharged  their 
duties,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the  Warden  and  his  subordinates,  of  whose 
services  the  Commissioners  speak  so  highly,  fully  merit  their  commen- 
dations. 

But  notwithstanding  the  success  of  the  efforts  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  officers  of  the  penitentiary  to  improve  its  discipline,  and  to  relieve 
the  treasury  from  the  burden  of  its  support,  I  can  but  consider  what 
has  been  done  as  but  mere  preparation  for  the  commencement  of  real 
prison  reform. 

I  do  not  propose  any  change  in  the  principle  or  the  general  structure 
of  the  law  now  in  force  regulating  the  management  of  the  penitentiary. 
Under  its  provisions  the  labor  of  the  convicts  may  be  made  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  penitentiary,  and  under  judicious  management  and 
favorable  conditions  of  the  general  business  of  the  country,  possibly  pro- 
duce a  surplus  of  greater  or  less  amount,  which  ought  to  be  em- 
ployed for  the  benefit  of  the  unfortunate  persons  by  whose  labor  it  is 
produced. 

Nor  do  I  think  it  possible  to  specifically  direct  the  application  of  any 
surplus  earnings  so  as  to  best  promote  the  interests  of  the  convicts.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  authority  be  given  to  the  Commissioners  to 
appropriate  whatever  may  remain  of  the  earnings  of  the  penitentiary, 
after  the  payment  of  all  its  expenses,  to  the  improvement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  convicts,  to  making  temporary  provision  for  the  support  of 
the  more  helpless  and  destitute,  after  their  discharge,  until  they  can  find 
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employment,  or  to  aid  them  in  doing  so.  It  is  impossible  for  persons 
unfamiliar  with  the  actual  state  of  the  case,  to  imagine  the  utter  help- 
lessness  of  many  convicts  when  discharged  from  the  penitentiary.  Com- 
mitted to  the  institution  when  comparatively  young,  and  while  there  cut 
off  from  all  intercourse  with  their  fellow  men,  they  come  forth  ignorant 
of  all  the  methods  of  obtaining  honest  support,  they  are  outcasts  who 
feel  that  they  would  not  be  benefited  by  making  their  actual  situation 
known  even  to  the  benevolent,  and  they  are  therefore  almost  inevitably 
driven  to  seek  the  society  and  the  aid  of  those  whose  character  and 
habits  of  life  are  such  as  will  afford  no  support  to  any  intention  the  con- 
vict may  have  formed  to  pursue  better  courses.  No  reformatory  system 
can  be  considered  to  be  complete  without  some  provision  for  the  tempo- 
rary shelter  and  support  of  persons  of  this  class,  nor  without  affording 
them  aid  in  finding  employment. 

THE  BEFOBM  SCHOOL. 

One  of  the  institutions  maintained  by  the  State,  and  that  from  its 
objects  and  organization  may,  without  great  impropriety,  be  classed  with 
its  charities,  is  the  Reform  School  at  Pontiac. 

This  institution,  though  yet  in  its  infancy,  will,  if  it  is  so  managed  as 
to  maintain  public  confidence  hereafter,  exercise  an  important  and  salu- 
tary influence  in  the  improvement  and  reformation  of  a  class  whose  con- 
dition has  always  excited  the  deepest  interest. 

Juvenile  offenders,  whose  crimes  are  most  frequently  the  result  of  the 
incapacity  or  the  negligence  of  parents  or  guardians,  or  of  neglected 
orphanage,  or  as  experience  has  demonstrated  with  respect  to  many  of 
that  class,  of  latent  intellectual  or  moral  incapacity  or  disease,  while 
they  attract  and  enlist  the  sympathies  of  the  philanthropic,  furnish  the 
most  encouraging  field  for  the  employment  of  reformatory  agencies,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  the  State  advances  in  wealth  and  culture  a 
greater  degree  of  attention  will  be  given  not  only  to  the  classes  intended 
to  be  provided  for  and  benefited  by  the  Reform  School,  but  to  neglected 
childhood  wherever  it  may  be  found  in  the  State. 
.  It  has  been  found  extremely  difficult  in  practice  for  the  courts  to  har- 
monize some  of  the  x^rovisions  of  the  law  which  provides  for  the  commit- 
ment of  persons  to  the  Reform  School,  and  the  general  laws  that  pro- 
vide for  the  punishment  of  offenders  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary, 
with  the  obvious  demands  of  criminal  justice.  As  an  illustration  of  the 
difficulty  adverted  to,  it  will  be  observed,  by  reference  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  1867,  in  relation  to  the  Reform  School,  that  all  courts  of 
competent  jurisdiction  are  authorized  to  exercise  their  discretion  in 
sending  juvenile  offenders  to  the  county  jails  in  accordance  with  the 
laws,  or  in  sending  them  to  the  Reform  School,  provided  that  no  person 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Reform  School  for  a  term  that  will  detain  him  be- 
yond the  time  when  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  The 
practical  effect  of  this  provision  is  that  a  class  of  persons  that  are  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  but  have  nearly  attained  that  age,  are  de- 
prived of  the  benefit  of  the  institution.  If  they  are  within  a  few  months 
of  that  age,  a  sentence  to  detention  in  the  Reform  School,  until  they  at- 
tain the  age  of  eighteen  years,  is  but  for  a  nominal  term,  which  sub- 
jects the  State  to  the  expense  of  conveying  the  offender  to  the  institu- 
tion to  remain  for  a  time  too  short  to  be  productive  of  benefit,  while  a 
sentence  to  confinement  in  the  county  jail  produces  all  the  mischiefs  in- 
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tended  to  be  avoided  by  the  establishment  of  the  Reform  School.  It  is 
suggested  that  it  would  be  a  judicious  method  of  removing  the  difficulty 
to  amend  the  law  so  as  to  authorize  the  courts  to  sentence  juvenile 
offenders  to  the  Eeform  School  for  a  term  to  extend  until  they  arrive  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

INEBRIATE  HOSPITAL. 

Recent  investigations  have  led  the  most  intelligent  thinkers  to  the 
conclusion  that  drunkenness  is  a  form  of  disease  that  admits  of  treat- 
ment and  cure.  This  is  not  the  proper  occasion  to  discuss  nor  present 
at  length  any  of  the  theories  that  have  been  lately  advanced  in  relation 
to  this  form  of  misfortune,  but  enough  is  known  to  inspire  a  measure  of 
confidence  in  the  possibility  of  curing  drunkenness  by  the  use  of  the 
proper  means,  and  no  one  familiar  with  the  subject  will  hesitate  to  con- 
fess that,  from  its  extensive  prevalence  and  the  mischiefs  and  dangers  it 
is  constantly  producing,  all  efforts  should  be  made  to  ascertain,  by  ex- 
periment, whether  it  does  admit  of  permanent  cure ;  nor  would  the  fail- 
ure of  any  experiment  that  might  be  made  by  the  State  relieve,  the  sub- 
ject from  embarrassment,  for  there  will  still  remain  in  the  community  a 
large  and  dangerous  class,  to  whom  may  be  traced  the  commission  of  a 
large  proportion  of  the  crimes  that  afflict  society  and  disturb  social  order, 
and  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  a  reproach  to  the  State  that  no  mea- 
sures can  be  devised  which  will  bring  relief.  I  am  aware  that  some  still 
urge  the  total  prohibition  of  the  use  of  the  liquors  that  produce  intoxi- 
cation, as  the  proper  remedy  for  the  evil  of  drunkenness ;  but  I  have 
never  observed  any  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  real  intention  on  the  part 
of  the  people  to  enforce  measures  of  prohibition,  nor  do  I  believe  the 
total  prohibition  of  the  use  of  intoxicating  agencies  possible.  But  if  I 
am  mistaken  in  this  opinion,  and  the  time  shall  hereafter  arrive  when 
the  men  who  believe  the  total  prohibition  of  the  use  of  iotoxicating 
liquors  judicious  or  possible,  will  come  to  consider  that  object  of  enough 
importance  to  induce  them  to  prefer  its  success  to  that  of  political  par- 
ties, and  vote  according  to  their  convictions,  and  succeed  in  giving  effect 
to  their  views,  it  is  not  so  near  at  hand  that  the  General  Assembly 
should,  on  account  of  its  approach,  delay  to  make  provision  to  relieve 
society  from  the  almost  unendurable  evils  that  drunkenness  now  pro- 
duces. 

Nor  would  it,  in  my  judgment,  greatly  affect  the  duty  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  make  provision  to  protect  society  against  the  form  of  dan- 
ger now  under  consideration,  to  express  a  concurrence  with  those  who 
believe  that  intoxication  is  only  a  crime  that  merits  punishment — and 
that  is  the  light  in  which  it  is  regarded  under  existing  laws.  As  a  crime 
none  of  the  modes  of  punL<«hment  heretofore  employed  have  been  found 
sufficient  to  suppress  it.  As  a  social  vice  it  is  scarcely  reproved ;  if, 
from  the  character  or  station  of  the  guilty  party,  it  is  thought  proper  to 
punish  the  offender,  it  is  done  by  the  infliction  and  collection  of  fines, 
that  only  impoverish  without  reforming  him,  and  the  only  effect  of  the 
frequent  imposition  of  fines  is  to  deprive  him  of  his  property  and  reduce 
his  family  to  want. 

To  me  the  theories  upon  which  the  laws  respecting  drunkenness  de- 
pend are  as  manifestly  absurd  as  they  are  oppressive  and  unjust.  If  it 
is  a  mere  habit,  that  inflicts  no  public  irgury,  all  the  laws  that  treat  it 
as  a  crime  are  unjust,  and  should  be  at  once  repealed.  If  it  is  a  crime 
it  should  be  punished  whenever  committed.    The  laws  should  be  en- 
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forced  impartially  and  without  respect  to  the  social  standing  of  the 
offender,  and  if  a  crime,  persons  who  become  intoxicated  onght  to  be 
subjected  to  the  laws  that  authorize  dangerous  y)ersons  to  be  restrained. 

If  drunkenness  is  a  disease  or  liabit  that  i)roduces  physical  alterations 
that  assume  the  form  of  diseased  mental  or  nervous  ac^tion,  so  that  the 
subject  becomes  an  object  of  danger  to  indi\iduals  or  to  the  public 
peace,  punishments  that  assiune  his  legal  responsibility  are  unwarranted 
and  unjust,  though  his  continement  may  be  justified  upon  grounds  tliat 
are  consistent  with  proi)er  regard  for  the  safety  of  the  public  and  with 
the  real  interests  of  the  unhappy  victim. 

Accepting  what  I  conceive  to  be  tlie  most  enlightened  as  well  as  the 
most  humane  view  of  the  subject,  I  recommend  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly the  establishment  of  an  asylum  or  retreat  for  inebriates,  to  which 
all  persons  conscious  of  their  unhappy  condition  may  voluntarily  re- 
sort upon  consenting  to  such  conditions  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  their  conduct  as  may  be  j)rescribed  under  the  authority  of 
law,  and  to  which  all  habitual  drunkards  .and  persons  who  become 
dangerous  when  intoxicated  may  be  committed,  and,  if  need  be,  con- 
fined until  cured. 

The  safety  of  indi\iduals  and  of  society  is  involved  in  the  success  of 
the  measure  pioposed. 

Under  the  criminal  laws,  all  persons  who  break  the  peace  or  threaten 
to  injure  the  person^or  property  of  another  may  be  committed  to  jail  or 
required  to  give  bail.  Intoxicated  persons,  from  their  condition,  menace 
the  safety  of  others,  and  if  intoxication  is  a  crime,  as  I  think  it  is  im- 
properly supposed  to  be,  society  has  a  right  to  demand  that  preventive 
means  be  emi)loyed  for  its  protection ;  if  a  disease,  as  I  suppose  it  to 
he,  the  victim  of  social  errors  and  vicious  legislation  ought  to  be  pro- 
vided with  a  retreat,  and  if  possible  a  cure. 

REVISION  OF  TJHE  LAWS. 

In  IdG9  a  commission  was  appointed,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  providing 
therefor,  to  revise  the  general  statutes  of  the  State.  At  the  subsequent 
session,  a  portion  of  the  work  was  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  and 
adopte<L  So  far  as  the  work  of  the  revisors  has  come  to  my  attention, 
iu  view  of  the  diflicidties  they  had  to  encounter,  it  has  been  well  per- 
formed and  shows  that  it  has  been  entrusted  to  faithful  and  skillful 
hands.  There  having  been  no  revision  or  codification  of  the  general 
statutes  since  1845,  a  period  of  nearly  thirty  years,  and  there  having  oc- 
curred, during  the  time,  two  several  revisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  it  requires  no  extensive  argument  to  show  the  necessity  of  com- 
pleting this  work  of  revision  at  an  early  day,  that  the  law  may  be  sup- 
plied to  i)ublic  ofiUcers  and  citizens  at  reasonable  cost,  and  in  proper  and 
intelligible  form. 

If  obedience  to  the  law  is  expected,  it  seems  as  if  ample  provision 
should  be  made  by  the  law  making  power  to  bring  its  provisions  to  the 
knowledge  of  those  for  whose  government  it  is  intended,  and  that,  too, 
in  methodical  and  intelligible  form,  addressed  to  the  common  undestand- 
ing.  It  is  therefore  to  be  hoped  that  this  subject  may  receive  at  your 
bands  that  early  and  favorable  attention  which  the  public  interest  would 
seem  to  demand. 

THE  JUDICIARY. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  present  session  to 
divide  the  State  anew  into  Judicial  Circuits,  as  directed  by  tJie  13th 
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section  of  the  6tb  article  of  the  Constitution.  The  duty  to  be  performed 
is  one  of  much  delicacy,  and  will  no  doubt  be  accomplished  in  the  just 
and  impartial  spirit  contemplated  by  the  Constitution. 

KEPOBTS  OF  THE  STATE  OFFICERS. 

• 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor,  the  Treasurer  and 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  will  be  laid  before  the  General  As- 
sembly. I  cannot  permit  myself  to  separate  from  these  oiticers  without 
testifying  to  the  faithfulness  with  w^hich  all  of  them  have  discharged 
their  duties  to  the  State. 

These  reports  present  a  clear  and  full  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
business  in  their  respective  offices,  and  contain  much  information  of 
great  value  to  the  people  of  the  State. 

The  State  of  Illinois  is  now  substantially  free  from  debt,  and  the  time 
is  not  distant  when  it  will  occupy  the  "proud  position  amongst  the 
States  of  having  discharged  all  its  obligations,  and  of  imposing  no  bur- 
den upon  its  citizens  except  such  as  may  be  required  to  carry  on  its 
government. 

•     STATE  CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  excellent  and  exhaustive  report  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
contains  information  of  the  financial  condition  and  wants  of  the  various 
charitable  institutions,  and  at  the  same  time  aftbrds  evidence  of  the  wis- 
dom of  the  policy  that  suggested  the  creation  of  that  Board. 

No  circumstance  connected  with  my  official  life  affords  me  more  plea- 
sure than  to  bear  witness  to  the  earnest  devotion  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  to  their  interesting  and  sometimes  perplexing  duties.  They  re- 
ceive no  salaries  for  their  services,  though  nothing,  in  my  judgment, 
would  be  more  proper  than  that  they  should  be  allowed  hereafter  such 
compensation  as  will  at  least  partially  indemnify  them  for  the  loss  of 
their  time. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  and  officers  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
the  institutions  tor  the  Bhnd,  and  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  show  that  they 
are  well  managed,  and  no  doubt  appropriations  will  be  made  adequate 
to  their  want*. 

It  seems  to  be  my  special  duty  to  ask  the  favorable  consideration  of 
the  Legislature  to  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  institution  lor  the  care 
of  the  Feeble-minded.  Until  lately,  this  institution  was  regarded  as  an 
experiment;  it  is  now  an  established  success,  and  is  effecting  an  amount 
of  good  for  the  unfortunates  under  its  care  that  fully  justifies  its  increa- 
sed demands  upon  the  treasury.  It  appears  to  me  that  a  competent 
board  (and  I  know  of  none  more  competent  than  the  present  tnistees  of 
the  institution,  and  the  superintendent,)  should  be  appointed  to  select 
a  location  that  affords  all  the  requisite  facilities,  and  erect  thereon  a 
building  suitable  to  its  wants.  Such  buildings  as  should  be  provided 
need  not  be  expensive,  but  should  be  adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  class 
intended  to  be  aided. 

INTERNATIONAL  PRISON  REFORM  CONGRESS. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  General  Assembly  the  able  re- 
port of  Rev.  Nehemiah  Pierce,  one  of  the  delegates  ajjpoiuted  by  me, 
under  the  authority  of  a  joint  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  International  Prison 
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Beform  Congress  which  assembled  at  Middle  Temple  Hall,  in  the  city  of 
London,  in  Jnly  last. 

Mr.  Pierce  attended  the  deliberations  of  the  congress,  and  the  report 
made  by  him  embodies  much  highly  valuable  information  upon  the  in*- 
teresting  snbjects  that  claimed,  the  attention  of  the  congress. 

The  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Pierce  in  attending  the  congress  were 
entirely  gratuitous,  and  I  submit  that  it  would  be  worthy  of  the  liberal- 
ity of  the  General  Assembly  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to  repay 
him  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  preparing  his  most  valuable  report. 

The  reports  relating  to  the  Industrial  University  and  the  Normal  in- 
stitutions will  show  the  condition  of  those  institutions,  and  I  commend 
them  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly. 

NEW  STATE  HOUSE. 

The  commissioners  for  the  erection  of  the  new  State  House,  as  will 
appear  by  their  report,  have  made  considerable  progress  in  the  work, 
and  have  discharged  their  duties  with  fidelity  to  the  State.  I  cannot 
doubt  but  that  appropriations  will  be  made  and  the  building  pushed 
forward  to  completion. 

There  are  other  subjects  that  will  demand  the  attention  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  that  might  with  propriety  be  mentioned  j  but  as  the 
distinguished  citizen  who  will  succeed  me  has  large  experience  in  the 
affairs  of  the  State,  I  cannot  doubt  but  that  they  have  already  secured 
his  attention,  and  that  his  views  and  recommendations  will  be  submitted 
to  you  at  an  early  day. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  am  not  willing  to  close  this  communication  and  my  official  connec- 
tion with  the  government,  without  expressing  something  of  my  gratitude 
to  the  people  for  the  honor  they  conferred  upon  me  with  the  chief  magis- 
tracy of  the  State.  No  one  is  more  conscious  than  I  am,  that  in  the 
necessarily  active  share  I  have  taken  in  the  varied  affairs  of  this  great 
commonwealth  I  have,  in  the  judgment  of  some,  committed  mistakes ; 
but  I  have,  in  all  my  important  official  acts,  been  governed  by  my  own 
convictions  of  duty,  only  anxious  that  the  free  people  of  the  State,  to 
whose  candid  judgment  alone  I  am  responsible,  should  fuUy  understand 
my  conduct  and  its  reasons  and  motives,  and  then  decide  to  approve  or 
relieve  themselves  from  the  consequences  of  what  they  may  regard  as 
my  mistakes,  by  selecting  a  citizen  for  my  successor  who  will  avoid  any 
error  they  may  think  I  have  committed. 

During  my  administration  of  the  government  of  the  State,  I  have 
steadily  acted  upon  political  principles  that  I  have  always  cherished  as 
being  essential  to  the  well  being  of  my  countrymen.  I  have  never  fal- 
tered in  the  assertion  of  the  rights  of  all  men  to  liberty.  Pabitually 
distrustful  of  power,  I  have  insisted  upon  subjecting  all  claims  of  a 
right  to  govern  the  people  or  to  exercise  any  authority  over  them  to  the 
test  of  the  Constitution,  and  I  have  never  willingly  submitted  to  any 
pretension  of  any  person  claiming  power  to  act  under  the  authority  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  unless  the  power  claimed  was 
found  to  have  been  expressly  granted  or  was  necessarily  implied  in  some 
grant  of  power  contained  in  the  Federal  Constitution.  And  when  the 
authority  sought  to  be  exercised  has  been  claimed  under  a  State,  I  have 
as  earnestly  sought  to  know  that  it  was  not  comprehended  within  some 
power  the  people  of  the  State  have,  by  their  Constitution,  reserved  to 
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themselves  or  forbidden  to  be  exercised  by  others.  I  have,  at  all  times, 
regarded  it  as  amongst  my  solenm  duties  to  obey  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  aid  in  defending  the  government  created  by 
that  instrument,  in  the  exercise  of  all  its  just  i)owers,  nor  have  I  felt 
that  my  duty  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  origina- 
ted in  my  oiticial  oath*  to  do  so. 

My  duties  to  the  government  of  the  United  States  began  with  my 
birth,  and  have  never  been  forgotton  nor  neglected,  and  my  unalterable 
purpose  to  discharge  those  duties  has  the  support  of  my  judgment  and 
my  aftections,  and  I  have  felt  under  the  most  solemn  of  earthly  obliga- 
tions to  obey  and  defend  and  support  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  StJite  against  all  who 
might  offend  against  them.  I  need  not  say  that  the  duty  of  obeying  and 
defending  the  laws  of  the  State  has  the  support  of  my  most  earnest  con- 
victions— for  the  preservation  of  the  just  authority  of  the  States  is  es- 
sential to  the  perpetuity  and  usefulness  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  maintenance  of  both  is  essential  to  that  which  is  more 
precious  than  either — the  liberties  of  the  peoi)le. 

The  Constitution  of  tlie  United  States  and  that  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
alike  admit  of  amendment  and  alteration — that  of  the  United  States  in 
one  of  its  modes  by  the  action  of  three-fourths  of  the  States,  and  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois  by  the  consent  of  its  people ;  but 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other,  nor  the  powers  created  or  the  restrictions 
imposed  by  either,  can  be  enlarged,  expanded,  or  restricted  or  limited, 
by  mere  construction.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  civil  war  or  its  results 
altered  or  changed  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  that  the 
war  or  its  results  enlarged  or  expanded  the  powers  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, or  contracted  or  dimished  the  powers  of  the  States ;  nor  did 
the  war,  either  in  its  origin  or  history  or  its  results,  prove  that  ac- 
cording to  the  just  theory  of  the  government,  the  Federal  and  State  sys- 
tems are  rivals  for  power,  or  that  their  powers,  when  rightly  understood 
and  wisely  exercised,  can  be  brough':  into  collision.  On  the  contrary, 
they  are  mere  agencies  and  trustees  of  the  peoi)le,  who  have  assigned  to 
the  federal  system  certain  well-defined  duties,  reserving  to  themselves 
in  express  terms  all  other  powers  of  government  5  and  then,  that  the  es- 
sential rights  of  the  citizens  might  be  made  secure,  the  people  of  the 
States  have,  in  their  Constitutions,  declare<i  that  there  are  powers  that 
no  authority  shall  exercise,  and  that  they  possess  rights  that  no  govern- 
ment shall  invade.  I  have  at  all  times  felt  the  deepest  solicitude  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  rights  reserved  to  the  States  and  the  people  for  the 
reasons,  alone,  that  they  are  the  rights  that  are  in  the  greatest  danger 
of  invasion;  and  while  I  have  been  watchful  to  maintain  the  authority 
of  the  States  and  the  rights  of  the  people  when  threatened  from  any 
quarter,  my  apprehensions  have  been  most  alive  to  dangers  from  the 
abuse  of  the  powers  of  the  Federal  Government  and  from  the  influences 
of  powerful  and  con'upt  combinations  that  have  their  centre  at  the  seat 
of  the  Federal  Government,  and  from  that  centre  extend  their  baneful 
influences  over  the  whole  country. 

It  is  a  fact,  attested  by  history,  that  all  the  great  dangers  and  con- 
vulsions that  have  threatened  the  overthrow  of  the  Kepublic,  and  the 
subversion  of  public  liberty,  have  had  their  sources  there.  It  was  at 
Washington  that  disunion  was  conceived,  and  all  the  measures  that 
made  rebellion  possible  were  organized  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States.  It  was  from  their  seats  that  members  of  the  two  Houses  of 
Congress  from  the  Southern  States  aroused  the  fears  and  stimulated  the 
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hates  of  their  constituents,  until  they  became  forgetful  of  the  separate 
independent  existence  of  the  States,  and  the  whole  section  was  organized 
into  an  ^'United  South." 

Rebellion  was  not  possible  until  all  the  Southern  States  were  stripped 
of  all  independent  authority,  and  ceased  to  be  centres  of  patriotic 
resistance;  and  it  is  from  Washington  that  influences  now  i)roceed 
that  threaten  the  overthrow  of  the  liberties  of  the  people;  and  to 
these  influences  I  have  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  interpose  a  steady 
resistance.  I  do  not,  as  may  be  inferred,  attribute  unpatriotic  purposes 
to  any  department  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  but  I  do 
declare  my  belief  that  as  the  result  of  the  new  and  dangerous  views 
entertained  by  many  in  authority  under  that  Government,  from  vicious 
and  dangerous  alterations  which  our  political  system  has  undergone 
from  the  ambition  of  some,  the  con-ui)tions  of  others,  and  by  the 
combinations  of  all  these  causes,  the  harmony  of  our  systems  and  the 
autliority  of  the  laws  and  the  purity  of  the  Government,  and  the  liber- 
ties of  the  people,  are  in  danger. 

My  belief  that  these  causers  and  dangers  exist,  has  the  support  of 
many  facts.  The  Cougress  of  the  United  States  is  assuming  to  itself 
the  entire  domain  of  legislation,  and  to  draw  under  its  control  every 
interest  of  the  country,  and  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  courts  of  the  United  States,  and  to  increase  the  mere  discretionary 
powers  of  the  President.  There  are  few  subjects  that  are  not  now 
claimed  to  be  within  the  control  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  with  the  support  of  the  doctrine  that  the  authoritj'  of  the 
Federal  Government  over  subjects  within  the  scope  of  its  powers,  is 
exelnsive  of  that  of  the  States,  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  right 
of  the  States  to  interfere  in  the  control  of  the  subjects  of  education, 
elections,  the  management  of  railways  and  telegraphs,  and  others  of  like 
importance,  and  their  power  to  enforce  justice  in  their  courts,  will  be 
denied  or  greatly  abridged.  But  the  whole  force  of  this  influence  is  not 
confined  to  mere  direct  assertion  of  the  authority  of  Congress,  but  it 
extends  to  the  support  of  the  pretensions  of  persons  who  hold  their 
offices  at  the  w^ill  of  a  distant  authority,  to  interfere  with  the  people  in 
the  exercise  of  their  most  important  rights.  I  need  not  refer  to  all  the 
fects  that  exist  to  support  this  statement.  For  nearly  two  years  the 
rivalries  of  political  parties  have  disturbed  the  peace  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana.  A  faction,  largely  composed  of  and  headed  by  Federal 
oAceholders,  has  notoriously  employed  the  troops  of  the  United  States, 
and  vessels  connected  with  its  revenue  service,  and  the  patronage  oi 
the  custom  house,  the  post  office,  and  the  Federal  courts,  to  defeat  and 
counteract  the  efforts  of  their  adversaries;  and  more  recently  a  judge 
of  the  United  States,  by  an  act  of  daring  usurpation,  has  assumed  the 
championship  of  the  iutere^sts  of  one  of  the  rival  organizations  that  are 
contending  for  power  in  that  unhappy  State,  and  has,  by  ajudicial  order, 
Tiithout  parallel  in  our  history,  on  bills  filed  by  persons  claiming  offices 
under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State,  disposed  of  and  settled  the 
great  jwlitical  questions  that  grow  out  of  the  di8i)uted  results  of  a  State 
election,  and  he  has  in  fact  apjjointed  the  future  Governor,  and  the  per- 
sons who  are  to  compose  the  Legislature  of  the  State ;  and  after  having 
done  so,  then,  by  the  use  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  took  posses- 
sion of  the  public  buildings  and  other  property  of  the  State;  and  none 
of  these  lawless  usurpations  and  invasions  of  the  laws  and  liberties  of 
that  State  have  been  punished  or  rebuked.  Acts  like  these  may  be 
perpetrated  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  the  consciousness  of  that  fact 
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hapS  impressed  upon  me  the  necessity  of  resisting  their  influence,  and 
demanding  of  all  obedience  to  the  Constitution  and  laws.  It  cannot  be 
that  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  weary  of  the  right  to  regulate 
and  order  their  own  domestic  institutions  in  their  own  way,  or  that  they 
80  doubt  their  own  respect  for  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
that  they  must  enlarge  its  powers  and  subject  themsef^es  to  the  de8i)otie 
agencies  that  are  em j)loyed  in  many  of  the  States  of  the  Union.  Illinois 
has  always  discharged  all  its  duties  to  the  common  Union,  and  its  peo- 
ple have  ever^'where  shown  themselves  capable  of  comprehending  and 
vindicating  the  central  principle  of  American  liepublicanism,  "  State 
Sovereignty,  National  Union."

JUtolved,  That  the  Secretanr  of  State  be  roquented  to  have  ten  thoaaand  copies  of  the  Govemor'a 
message  printed  in  the  English  langmige,  and  five  thousand  in  the  German  lansuage,  and  distribute 
the  same  among  the  members  of  the  Senate— three  thousand  copies  to  be  printed  in  the  Swedish  Ian- 
gnage,  and  three  thousand  ooplee  in  tlie  Norwegian. 

Mr.  Short  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the  resolution : 
Strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  resolved,''  and  insert — 

That  the  message  of  the  Governor  be  referred  to  a  committ'ee  of  seven,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
for  such  recommendations  as  to  the  document  as  may  seem  proper,  and  that  the  oommitteie  report  the 
aame  back  at  as  early  a  time  as  possible,  with  their  recommendations. 

Indefinite  leave  of  absence  was  granted  Mr.  Lee, 
Pending  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  and  substitute,  the  Senate, 
at  12  M.,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Palmer,  adjourned. 
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Senate  met,  pursuant  to, adjournment.

A.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  cauvassintr  the  returns  of  tlio  election  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Crovemorf 
Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Treasurer,  and  Attorney-General. 

In  the  adoption  of  which  I  am  instructed  to  ask  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate.

rules  of  the  senate. 

1.  A  majority  of  the  Senate  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members. 

2.  The  Senate  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be 
published.  At  the  request  of  two  members  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
taken  on  any  quei^tion,  and  entered  upon  the  journal. 

3.  Any  two  members  of  the  Senate  shall  have  liberty  to  dissent  and 
protest  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  they  may  think  injurious  to 
the  public,  or  to  any  individual,  and  have  the  reason  of  their  dissent 
entered  on  the  journal. 

4.  The  Senate  may  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and 
vith  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  expel  a 
member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  causey  and  the  reason  for 
such  expulsion  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  with  the  names  of  the 
members  voting  on  the  question. 

5.  The  Senate,  during  its  session,  may  pilnish,  by  imprisonment,  any 
person,  not  a  member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  same,  by 
any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  their  presence :  Provided^ 
such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  twenty-four  hours, 
unless  the  person  shall  persist  in  such  disorderly  or  contemptuous  be- 
havior. 

6.  The  doors  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  shall 
be  kept  open,  except  in  such  cases  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  re- 
quire secrecy. 

7.  The  Senate  shall  not  adjourn,  without  the  consent  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  for  more  tban  two  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than 
that  hi  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

8.  On  the  final  passage  of  all  bills,  the  vote  shall  be  by  yeas  and 
nays  upon  each  bill  separately,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal; 
and  no  bill  shall  become  a  law  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  Senators  elect. 

9.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  large  on  three  different  days,  and  the 
bill  and  all  amendments  shall  be  printed,  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  its 
final  passage. 

DTTTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

10.  The  Lieutenant-Governor,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  President  pro 
impore,  or,  in  the  absence  of  both,  any  Senator  called  to  the  chafr  by 
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the  Senate,  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned;  shall  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a  quonim  shall  cause  the 
journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read  ;  and  in  all  cases,  in  the  absence 
of  a  quorum,  the  members  may  take  such  measures  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  i)rocure  the  attendance  of  absent  members ;  and  the  President, 
with  the  consent  of  the  members  x)resent,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Piesident  pro  tempore^  any  Senator  called  to  the  chair,  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 

11.  The  presiding  officer  shaU  preserve  deconim  and  order;  may 
speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his 
seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  two  members — on  which  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

12.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  maj'  state  it  sitting. 

13.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  viz :  "As  many  as 
are  of  the  opinion  that — (as  the  case  may  be)  say  'Aye,'  "  and,  after  the 
affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "As  many  as  are  of  a  contrary  opinion, 
say  '  Xo.'  ^  If  the  President  doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the 
Senate  shall  divide :  those  in  the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  from  their 
seat^,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative.  If  the  President  still  doubt, 
or  a  count  be  required,  the  President  shall  name  two  members— one 
from  each  side — to  tell  the  members  in  the  affirmative,  which  being  re- 
ported, he  shall  then  name  two  others — one  from  each  side — to  tell 
those  in  the  negative ;  which  being  also  reported,  he  shall  rise  and  state 
the  division  of  the  Senate. 

14.  The  President  shall  examine  and  correct  the  journal  before  it  is 
read ;  he  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  hall ;  he  shall  have  a 
right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment,  and  such  substi- 
tute shall  be  vested  during  such  time  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  question  while  so 
presiding. 

15.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  oth- 
erwise specially  ordered  by  the  Senate,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  ballot ;  and  if  upon  such  ballot  the  number  reciuired  shall 
not  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  the  Senate  shall  pro- 
ceed to  a  second  ballot,  in  which  a  plurality  of  the  votes  shall  prevail ; 
and  in  case  a  greater  number  than  is  required  to  comi)ose  or  complete  a 
committee  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  Senate  shall  pro- 
ceed to  further  ballot  or  ballots. 

16.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  a  lobby,  the 
President  (or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate)  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

17.  The  President  shall  assign  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  his 
assistants  their  respective  duties  and  stations. 

OF  DECORUM  AKD  DEBATE. 

18.  When  any  member  is  about  to  ^peak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  himself  to  "Mr. 
President,''  and  shall  coniine  himself  to  the  question  on  debate,  and 
avoid  personality. 
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19.  If  any  member  in  speaking  (or  otherwise)  transgress  the  roles  of 
the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  him  to  order ; 
and  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  nnless  permitted  to  explain ;  and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  on  the  case  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  otherwise, 
imd  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate. 

20.  If  a  member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  the 
person  calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words  excepted  to,  and  they 
shall  be  taken  down  at  the  Secretary's  table;  and  no  member  shall  be 
held  to  answer  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate  for  words 
spoken  in  debate,  if  any  member  has  spoken  in  debate  or  other  business 
has  intervened  after  the  words  spoken  and  before  exceptions  to  them 
shall  have  been  taken. 

21.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

22.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  to  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Senate ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken ;  nor  longer  than  fifteen  minntes  at 
any  one  time,  without  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

23.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
Senate,  no  member  shall  walk  out  or  across  the  room ;  nor  in  such  case, 
or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse ;  nor, 
when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

24.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Senate  when  a  question  is 
pat  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Senate  shall,  for  special  reasons,  ex- 
case  him. 

25.  No  member  shall  be  pennitted  to  vote  on  any  question^  unless 
within  the  bar  before  the  vote  is  announced. 

26.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  and  debated  until  the  same  shall 
be  seconded. 

27.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
President,  or  being  in  writing,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Secretary,  and 
read  aloud  before  debate. 

28.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
member  desire  it. 

29.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  no 
member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  after  the  decision  is  announced  from 
the  Chair,  nnless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

30.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  but  may  l>e 
witlKhawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

31.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  call  the  house,  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  previous  question, 
to  postpone  indefirdtely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to 
amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  they 
stand  arranged. 

32.  A  motion  for  adjournment  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  be  deci- 
ded, as  well  as  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  without  debate. 

33.  No  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  or  indefinitely,  or  to  com- 
mit, being  decided,  shall  again  be  allowed  on  the  same  day  and  at  the 
same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

31:  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of  a  bill  shall  have 
precedence  of  a  motion  to  ameild,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  deemed  equiv- 
alent to  its  rejection. 
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35.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or  times  are  pro- 
posed, the  question  shall  first  be  put  on  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest 
time. 

36.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  the  Senate  Chamber, 
or  to  give  any  signs  of  approbation  or  disapprobation,  either  on  the 
floor  or  in  the  lobby. 

37.  After  the  President  has  called  the  Senate  to  order  each  day, 
there  shall  be  no  reading  of  newspapers,  or  other  documents  that  do  not 
immediately  concern  the  business  for  which  the  Senate  is  convened. 

38.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to.  keep  a  book,  in  which  he 
can  seasonably  record  the  motions,  resolutions,  rules  and  decisions  of 
the  Senate ;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts,  appertaining  to 
his  office,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Senate  or  its  presiding 
officer. 

39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at'- Arms  to  attend  the  Senate 
during  its  sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  time  to 
time,  together  with  all  such  process,  issued  by  authority  thereof,  as  shall 
be  directed  to  him  by  the  PresidentJ 

40.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed,  with  leave 
to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise : 

No.    1.  Judiciary— Fifteen  members. 

No.    2.  Railroads  and  Warehouses — ^Fifteen  members. 

No.    3.  Finance-»Nine  members. 

No.    4.  Appropriations — ^Nine  members.

41.  Whenever  a  report  or  reports  shall  hereafter  be  made  by  a  joint 
committee  of  the  two  houses,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  such  re- 
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port  it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other  house,  and  being  there  read,  or 
its  reading  dispensed  with,  it  shall  be  taken  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
house  to  which  the  report  was  first  made. 

42.  All  resolations  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  lie  one  day  on  the 
table,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

43.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any  member 
may  have  the  same  divided ;  but  on  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  for  a  division  of  the  question ;  but  the  re- 
jection of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not  pre- 
Tent  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  different  proposition,  nor  prO' 
vent  a  subsequent  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

44.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  Senate  was  engaged  at  the 
last  preceding  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  special 
orders  of  the  day. 

45.  When  a  question  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  afi^ma* 
tive  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  a  member  of  the  majority  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsidera- 
tion of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  a  bill,  resolution,  message,  re- 
port, amendment,  or  motion  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken  shall  have 
gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate ;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  re- 
oonsideration  be  in  order,  unless  within  the  next  day  of  actual  session 
of  the  Senate  thereafter.  Such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all 
other  questions,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

46.  A  bill  may  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  reading. 

47.  No  amendment  shall  be  in  order  at  the  third  reading  of  a  bill, 
resolution  or  motion,  requirmg  three  readings,  unless  by  unanimous 
consent  of  the  members  present ;  but  it  shall  be  at  all  times  in  order, 
before  the  final  passage  of  such  bill,  resolution  or  motion,  to  move  its 
commitment. 

48.  No  bill  shall  be  printed,  except  it  be  ordered  by  a  two-thirds 
vote,  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  upon  by  a  committee :  except 
upon  application  of  the  committee  having  the  bill  under  consideration^ 

49.  When  motions  are  made  for  reference  of  the  same  subject  to  a 
select  committee,  and  to  a  standing  committee,  the  question  in  reference 
to  a  standing  committee  shall  be  £«t  put. 

50.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  Senators  shall  be 
called  over  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  absentees  noted,  after  which  the 
names  oi  such  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over ;  the  doors  shall  then 
he  closed,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are 
made,  may,  by  order  of  those  present,  be  taken  into  custody,  as  they 
appear,  or  may  be  sent  for,  and  taken  into  custody,  wherever  to  be 
fomid,  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate. 

51.  No  amendment,  by  way  of  rider,  shall  be  received  to  any  bill  on 
its  third  reading. 

52.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  house,  the  President  shall 
leave  the  chair,  and  a  Chairman  to  preside  in  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President. 

53.  Upon  bills  being  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  house, 
the  bill  shall  be  first  reM  throughout  by  the  Secretary,  and  then  again 
r^  and  debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  considered 
^t  After  report  of  said  committee,  the  bill  or  motion  shall  again  be 
subject  to  debate  or  amendment  before  a  question  to  engross  is  taken. 
Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  the  same  shall  be  considered  by 
sections. 
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54.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  in  the  preamble  or  body  of  an 
act,  as  a  reason  why  such  act  should  take  effect  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
July  next  after  its  passage,  and  when  such  act  contains  a  clause  or  pro- 
viso fixing  such  time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  Jaly,  the  question  put  shall 
be,  "  Shall  the  bill  pass  F  and  if  decided  affirmatively  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate,  then  the  bill  shall  be 
deemed  passed ;  but  if  upon  such  vote  a  majority  of  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  said  members  vote  affirmatively  on  said  question,  then  the  vote 
on  said  bill  shall  be  deemed  reconsidered,  and  the  bill  subject  to  amend- 
ment by  striking  out  such  part  thereof  as  expresses  an  emergency  and 
the  time  of  taking  efiect,  and  then  said  bill  shall  be  under  consideration, 
upon  its  third  resMding,  with  the  emergency  clause  and  time  of  taking 
effect  stricken  out. 

55.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Gushing's  Man- 
ual shall  gcrvem  the  Senate  in  all  cases  in  which  they  are  applicable,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate. 

56.  A  motion  to  commit,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclade  all  amend- 
ments and  debate  on  the  main  question;  and  a  motion  to  postpone 
indetoitely,  or  to  a  day  certain,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all 
amendments  on  the  main  question. 

57.  Upon  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  any 
bill,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  shall  be  required  to  reconsider 
the  same. 

58.  If  a  bill  shall  fail  to  pass  on  account  of  not  having  received  the 
constitutional  m^^jorify,  any  Senator  having  voted  in  the  negative  shall 
have  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration. 

59.  Ko  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under 
consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  i^mendment. 

60.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended  or  rescinded, 
without  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

61.  Ko  person,  except  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
their  officers,  heads  of  Executive  Departments  of  this  State,  Chaplains, 
Judges  of  the  United  States  Courts,  and  Supreme  and  Circuit  Judges  of 
this  State,  former  Governors  and  Lieutenant-Governors  of  this  State, 
Governors  for  the  time  being  of  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  Union, 
members  of  Congress,  reporters  of  the  press,  and  ex-members  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  by  leave, 
of  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

62.  Obdeb  of  Business. — 

1.  The  reading  of  the  journal. 

2.  The  presentation  of  petitions. 

3.  Beports  from  standing  committees. 

4.  Beports  firom  select  committees. 

5.  Introduction  of  bills. 

6.  Beading  bills  of  the  Senate  the  third  time.

And  when  the  Senate  shall  have  passed  from  one  order  to  another, 
no  action  shall  be  had  upon  the  orders  passed,  except  by  leave  of  the 
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Senate ;  and  to  give  this  leave  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  must 
ooDcar. 

OF  THE  PEEVIOUS  QUESTION. 

63.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  this  form :  '^Shall  the  main 
qnestion  be  now  put  F — and  until  it  is  decided  shall  preclude  aU  amend- 
ments or  debate. 

64.  When,  on  taking  the  previous  question,  the  Senate  shall  decide 
that  the  main  question  shall  not  now  be  put,  the  main  question  shall  be 
considered  as  still  remaining  under  debate. 

65.  The  effect  of  the  main  question  being  ordered  shall  be  to  put  an 
end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote — first  upon  all 
amendments  reported  or  pending,  being  first  applied  to  the  amendment 
last  moved,  and  then  on  the  main  question. 

66.  After  Uie  motion  for  the  previous  question  has  prevailed,  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  to  call  the  Senate  prior  to  a  decision  of  the  main 
qnestion. 

67.  The  Senate  may  at  any  time,  by  a  msyority  vote,  close  all  debate 
npon  a  x>euding  amendment,  or  an  amendment  thereto,  and  cause  the 
question  to  be  put  thereon^  and  this  shall  not  preclude  further  amend- 
ment or  debate  upon  the  mBin  subject. 

OP  EXBCUTIVB  COMMUNICATIONS  AND  NOMINATIONS. 

68.  Messages  from  the  Governor  and  communications  from  State 
officers  may  be  received  at  any  time,  except  when  the  President  is 
patting  a  question  or  the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called,  and  ui)on 
motion  may  be  considered  at  any  time.  The  consideration  of  executive 
business  ^all  take  place  with  open  doors,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
a  majority  of  the  Senators-  present. 

69.  If  the  Senate  receive  any  nominations,  the  President  shall  put 
the  following  question:  '^Does  the  Senate  advise  and  consent  to  the 
nomination  just  made?"  And  the  nomination  may  be  referred  to  a 
standing  or  a  select  committee ;  and  while  any  nomination  remains  with 
the  Senate,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  reconsider  any  vote  taken  thereon. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  rules, 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Short, 

The  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  House  message  of  this  day,  con- 
cerning the  canvassing  of  votes  for  State  officers,  was  taken  up  and  con- 
corred  in  by  the  Senate.

Governor  elect ;  and  to  George  H.  Harlow,  Secretary  of  State  elect ; 
Charles  E.  Lippincott,  Auditor  elect ;  Edward  Butz,  Treasurer  elect ; 
and  James  K.  Edsall,  Attorney-Greneral  elect — by  the  honorable  Charles 
B.  Lawrence,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois. 
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After  which,  Grovernor  Oglesby  deliyered  the  following  inaagaral  ad- 
dress to  the  General  ABsembly : 

FeUotc-citizens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  : 

One  of  the  most  imposing  features  of  our  form  of  government  is  the 
recurrence,  at  stated  perio<&,  of  elections,  by  which  the  servants  chosen 
by  the  people  to  aid  in  the  administration  of  public  affairs,  though  ever 
80  competent  and  faithM,  are  relieved  from  the  responsibility  of  official 
duties  and  permitted  to  return  to  the  pursuits  of  private  life,  and  others 
are  chosen  to  supply  the  vacancies  thus  created,  who,  in  turn,  are  ex- 
pected to  perform  the  same  or  similar  duties. 

To  the  recent  general  election  am  I  indebted  for  the  great  honor  of 
again  being  clothed  with  the  supreme  executive  i>ower  of  the  State  of 
Illinois.  Unable  suitably  to  express  my  appreciation  of  this  renewed 
manifestation  of  the  public  confidence,  I  trust  it  will  not  be  supposed  I 
am  unaffected  by  it,  or  that  I  am  insensible  to  the  just  obligations  it 
imposes. 

With  you,  gentlemen^  so  recently  chosen  by  your  immediate  constitu- 
ents to  represent  them  m  all  matters  of  State  legislation,  I  experience 
the  natural  anxiety  arising  from  the  imposition  of  duties  so  important 
which,  however  p^ormed,  demand  the  ceaseless  care  and  attention  of 
those  whose  fortune  it  must  be,  in  some  sense  and  to  some  extent,  to 
discharge  them. 

Although  your  attention  will  be  chiefly  directed  to  the  consideration 
of  matters  of  purely  State  concern,  it  is  not  to  be  forgotten  that  our 
State  Alls  her  appropriate  place  in  the  national  Union,  and  that  our 
people  take  a  deep  interest  in  national  affairs.  We  may,  therefore,  give 
them  a  passing  notice,  and  violate  no  propriety  in  doing  so.  If  I  may 
venture  for  a  moment  to  call  your  attention  to  the  results  of  the  recent 
national  election,  I  shall  say  no  more  than  that  it  again  vindicated  the 
jnst  and  intelligent  expectation  of  the  friends  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration, that  the  wise  and  humane  measures  of  the  party  in  power 
would  commend  themselves  to  the  approval  of  the  American  people. 
Thus  sanctioned  and  endorsed  by  an  imusually  lar^e  majority,  substan- 
tially freed  from  the  usual  bitterness  of  party  strife,  and  to  an  unusual 
extent  enjoying  the  confldence  of  the  whole  people^  the  party  in  power 
must  go  forward  calmly,  prudently,  but  firmly,  in  its  great  duty  to  ad- 
minister the  affairs  of  the  nation  on  the  basis  of  the  prosperity  of  the 
whole  country  and  the  substantial  and  enduring  happiness  of  all  its 
people.  It  is  pleasant  to  witness  the  urbanity  of  our  political  oppo- 
nents, and  the  good  cheer  with  which  they  accept  the  result ;  a  good  ex- 
ample, whose  wholesome  lesson  we  may  sincerely  hope  wiU  always  here- 
after be  imitated  by  minorities. 

We  hold  that  the  national  Union  is  paramount  in  the  exercise  of  its 
granted  powers,  that  it  is  absolutely  a  government  with  certain  clearly 
defined  powers  granted  in  the  charter  of  its  creation,  and  that  between 
it  and  the  State  governments  there  iSj  and  of  necessity  can  be,  no  con- 
flict of  authority  or  jurisdiction ;  or  if,  m  any  event,  such  a  conflict  may, 
from  any  cause,  seem  to  arise,  the  means  for  the  peaceful  and  proper  set- 
tlement of  it  will  be  found  in  the  judicial  authority,  or  finally  in  a  resort 
peaceably  to  the  tribunal  of  the  people.  That  our  character  of  citizen 
of  the  United  States  is  at  least  equal  to  our  character  as  citizen  of  a 
State,  and  that  in  all  fair  minds  there  can  rest  no  just  ground  of  sus- 
picion that  the  citizen  of  the  United  States  will  seek  at  any  time  to 
circumvent  or  centralize  any  right  or  power  of  the  citizen  of  tiie  State, 
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so  long  ftt  least  as  the  same  hmnan  nature  enjoys  the  two  citizenship 
in  one  person.  That  national  government,  State  government  and  ma- 
nicipal  government  are  bat  emanations  from  the  people ;  that  at  last  all 
power  will  be  found  there ;  from  them  it  comes,  to  them  it  must  retain ; 
and  he  who  is  tlioroughly  imbaed  with  respect  for,  and  confidence  in, 
their  patriotism,  inteUigence  and  good  sense,  need  take  no  special  on- 
easiness  to  himself  as  to  whether  this  or  that  grant  of  political  power 
will  trench  upon,  eat  up  or  devour  all  others  in  tiie  common  coun^. 

K  this  devouring  process  should  ever  make  any  alarming  or  x^ereepti- 
ble  headway,  this  American  people  will  promptly  take  the  aggressive 
spirit  in  hand  and  effectually  thwart  it.  Laying  aside  all  apprehension 
as  to  any  purpose  or  design  to  assume  or  invade  the  rights  of  the 
States  or  the  people,  wisely  reserved  to  them,  one  may  naturally  have 
solicitude  as  to  the  wise  and  expedient  exercise  of  those  known  and 
acknowledged  powers  which  the  national  Congress  is  constantly  called 
upon  to  put  into  practical  operation,  in  meeting  the  demands  of  ever 
growing  and  expanding  interests,  of  increasing  wealth,  population  and 
intelligence,  and  the  diversified  enterprises  of  an  active  people,  never  at 
rest  and  never  desiring  to  be.  I  do  not  so  much  dread  the  reaching  after 
forbidden  power,  as  possibly  the  reaching  after  enterprises,  or  the  inaa- 
guraling  of  measures,  probably  within  the  grant  of  power,  but  which  it 
may  be  unwise  for  the  nation  to  embark  in. 

In  our  land  and  by  our  people  it  is  held  to  be  the  wiser  course  to  rely 
upon  individual  enterprise  in  all  projects  where  capital  and  labor  are  to 
be  the  chief  instruments  of  operation,  not  necessary  for  the  national 
defense  or  the  national  welfare.  I  would,  therefore,  restrain  rather  than 
encourage  enterprises  by  the  govemodent  which  would  flourish  most 
ef&ciently  in  the  hands  of  the  people.  After  all,  who  can  foresee  that 
the  proper  exercise  of  powers  which  many  afiect  to  regard  with  distrust, 
may  not  hereafter,  at  no  remote  day,  prove  the  means  of  the  greatest 
blessings  to  our  people,  should  the  future  develop  the  unpleasant  fact 
that  through  the  indiscreet  exercise  of  State  legislation,  veiy  dear  and 
valuable  interests  have  been  sacrificed  under  the  excitements  of  x>a8t 
years,  or  the  too  eager  desire  for  local  advantages  in  the  development 
of  coveted  wealth.  For  my  own  part,  free  from  the  anxieties  of  those 
who  seem  to  live  in  dread  of  the  complex  nature  of  our  government  and 
the  possible  betrayal  of  its  proper  and  well-defined  purposes,  I  take  it 
to  be  a  great  advantage  we  have  it  as  it  is,  and  now  and  here  renew  my 
acknowledgments  before  this  honorable  body  and  the  people  of  the 
State,  to  the  great  wisdom,  the  exalted  patriotism,  and  the  sublime  cour- 
age of  the  Fathers  of  the  Eepublic,  for  the  priceless  heritage. 

Eetuming  to  the  consideration  of  those  matters  which  more  imme- 
diately concern  us  as  citizens  of  the  State,  I  commend  to  your  earnest 
attention  the  information  laid  before  you  in  the  recent  message  of  my 
distinguished  predecessor,  whose  large  experience  and  familiarity  with 
State  affairs  entitle  his  recommendations  to  the  candid  consideration  of 
the  Legislature.  II  is  a  pleasure  to  congratulate  you,  that  in  that  gen- 
eral sense  in  which  all  the  interests  of  a  people  are  considered,  it  may 
be  correctly  said,  our  affairs  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition ;  in  a  more 
limited,  and  yet  largely  in  a  general  sense,  it  is  hardly  so.  All 
those  products^  the  result  of  the  labor  of  the  farmer,  are  ranging  at 
prices  scarcely  remunerative;  the  productions  of  other  branches  of 
industry  are  nearer  the  prices  of  more  recent  years  j  corresponding 
changes  have  not  for  some  cause  afiected  other  industnes.    This  state 
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of  affairs  oaimot  last  long ;  the  eqailibrimn  will  oome  and  then  we  shall 
be  on  better  terms.  While  laws  may  be  passed  to  facilitate  commercial 
transactions,  I  do  not  believe  the  laws  of  trade  are  to  be  materially  af- 
fected by  the  laws  of  Legislatures.  But  it  is  true,  when  any  great  inter- 
est or  enterprise  is  based  upon  and  created  by  legislative  enactment, 
and  owes  its  origin  to  such  a  source,  that  it  can  never  justly  outgrow  and 
e8ci^)e  from  the  restraining  power  and  influence  of  that  law.  It  will, 
however,  in  all  cases,  be  letter  to  harmonize  conflicting  interests  ac- 
cording to  the  usages  of  trade,  fair  dealing  and  a  just  regard  for  the 
rights  of  others,  rather  than  seem  to  outrage  and  defy  one  interest  by 
another,  on  some  assumed  superiority  of  right  or  granted  privilege.  The 
law  never  meant  to  give  one  interest  the  right  to  oppress  another,  and 
no  created  or  trumped  up  necessity  will  ever  be  accepted  as  an  excuse 
for  the  imposition  of  odious  discriminations  by  one  industry  against  an- 
other. By  our  people  it  is  felt  to  be  a  hardship  to  pay  the  present  rates 
for  the  transportation  of  their  farm  products  to  market,  and  to  submit 
to  the  discriminations  levied  upon  them.  If  it  be  true  that  railroads 
are  charging  higher  rates  than  they  are  reasonably  entitled  to,  upon 
freights  and  passengers,  it  will  be  strange  if  they  shall  not  speedUy  make 
them  conform  to  the  sensible  demands  of  trade  in  this  respect.  If  the 
laws  of  trade  will  not  bring  about  this  result,  some  other  law  will. 

Fifty-fonr  years  have  passed  away  since  the  admission  of  Illinois  into 
the  Union.  We  have,  in  that  time,  twice  altered  and  remodeled  our 
Constitntion,  so  that  it  may  be  said  we  have  had  three  Constitutions. 
It  is  safe  to  say,  taken  all  together,  each  has  been  an  improvement  on 
the  one  it  has  supplanted.  We  now  have  a  compact  framework  of  gov- 
enmient  in  which  is  embodied  the  exx)erience  of  years,  and  the  general 
yiews  of  a  majority  of  our  people  upon  the  more  general  principles  of 
government  to  be  found  in  State  Constitutions.  The  last  General  As- 
sembly addressed  itself  to  the  laborious  duty  of  putting  it  into  complete 
operation  by  providing  the  necessary  legislation  for  that  purpose.  Ex- 
perience will  doubtless  show  that  modiflcations  of  those  laws  wiU,  from 
time  to  time,  become  necessary.  This,  indeed,  is  the  great  purpose  of 
legislation — ^to  follow  afrer  the  deliberations  of  preceding  bodies,  and 
mend  up  and  alter  what  has  been  inconsiderately  acted  upon ;  repeal 
what  subsequent  experience  shows  to  be  improper  or  useless }  modify 
and  amend  that  which  seems  injudicious,  as  weU  as  by  original  enact- 
ment to  create  new  laws  for  and  in  resiK>nse  to  new  demands,  or  to  meet 
increasing  necessities  of  the  people.  I  doubt  not  a  candid  and  impartial 
review  of  the  legislation  of  the  State  would  show  that  the  splendid  pro- 
gress made  in  the  last  fifty  years  by  our  people  in  the  substantial  ele- 
ments of  human  happiness  is  largely  attributable  to  this  agency.  I 
know  of  no  country  where  the  rights  of  property,  the  safety  of  private 
interests  and  the  enjoyment  of  personal  liberty  are  more  securely  guard- 
ed than  amongst  our  own  people  by  our  own  laws. 

There  are  certain  principles  of  government  which,  so  far  as  they  affect 
US  in  our  political  relation  as  a  State,  are  regarded  as  fixed  and  of  con- 
stant appfication.  AH  property  shall  be  taxed  according  to  valuation. 
Hie  means  to  carry  on  the  government  shall  be  raised  by  taxation. 
The  revenue  cannot  be  expended  save  by  appropriations  made  by  law. 
Laws  for  almost  aU  purposes  shall  be  general  and  uniform.  The 
cause  of  education,  too,  as  well  as  the  fostering  of  charitable  and 
benevolent  institutions,  are  now  recognized  as  necessary  subjects  of 
legidatiotL    In  regard  to  these  latter  subjects,  I  shall  have  occasion  to 
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no  more  than  call  your  attention  to  the  present  condition  of  our  school 
system,  including,  of  course,  our  Normal  and  Industrial  schools,  our 
established  charitable  and  beneyolent  institutions  as  well  as  the  p^ial 
and  reformatory  establishments,  and  to  urge  upon  your  notice  and 
commend  to  your  care,  the  importance  of  continuing  all  of  them  as  use- 
ful means  of  improving  the  public  intelligence,  alleviating  the  public 
misery  and  correcting  and  punishing  the  violations  of  public  law.  Espe- 
cially in  regard  to  our  benevolent  institutions,  I  would  go  further ;  in- 
deed, I  would  not  stop  until  suitable  accommodations  shall  be  provided 
for  all  those  who  suffer  from  mental  disease,  or  habits,  in  our  State,  who 
are  the  ceaseless  objects  of  pity  and  commiseration.  By  every  attain- 
able means,  I  would  provide  for  testing  the  best  methods  of  treatment 
and  cure,  so  that  no  misery  may  be  found  in  the  State  without  the  hope 
of  alleviation.  I  would  not  provide  costiy  and  showy  structures,  but 
would,  whenever  necessary,  erect  plain  and  inviting  homes  where  com- 
fort and  health  should  alone  be  considered.  I  know  when  we  look  at 
the  cost  of  new  buildings  for  institutions  and  the  sum  of  the  annual 
appropriations  to  carry  them  on,  we  are  naturally  enough  beset  with 
hesitation,  and  doubt  if  we  shall  be  sustained  by  our  constituents.  We 
must  not  forget,  however,  that  our  population  is  rapidly  increasing, 
our  wealth  augmenting  and  our  ent^rise  expanding,  bringing  with 
them  not  only  the  glories  of  an  advancing  civilization,  but  the  ever 
attendant  companions  of  misery,  misfortune  and  woe. 

The  range  of  subjects  to  come  before  you  for  legislative  deliberation 
are  almost  illimitable.  Changes  in  existing  laws  frequentiy  become 
necessary  where  a  general  principle,  accepted  and  settled  as  such,  must 
be  made  to  conform  to  the  public  convenience  by  the  simple  alteration  of 
some  section,  or  the  addition  of  some  new  provision.  The  circumstances 
of  a  State,  like  those  of  an  individual,  are  constantly  chauging  in  what 
may  be  called  the  common  affairs  of  life.  Experience  establishes  this 
great  truth,  however,  that  well  settled  laws,  like  well  settled  rules  of  life, 
ought  not  to  be  changed  for  light  causes,  nor  upon  slight  and  immature 
reflection.  Stability  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  elements  of  good  gov- 
ernment. Once  the  people  habituate  tiiemselves  to  the  established  order 
of  things  and  generally  conform  to  and  sustain  existing  statutes,  I  doubt 
that  expediency  which  suggests  any  change  not  based  upon  what  would 
seem  to  be  a  general  and  intelligent  demand.  Uniformity  is  not  more 
desirable  than  stability  in  the  municipal  regulations  of  a  great  people. 
So,  too,  in  dealing  with  the  revenues  of  a  people  who  have  always  shown 
a  commendable  willingness  to  furnish  the  means  of  government,  and  who 
grumble  as  little  as  any  community  to  be  found  any  where  in  paying 
necessary  taxation  for  the  obvious  purposes  of  self-government.  Too 
much  caution  cannot  be  exercised  in  selecting  the  objects  of  its  use,  too 
much  care  cannot  be  bestowed  in  consideriug  the  puri>oses  for  which  it 
may  be  sought,  nor  in  the  mode  of  its  expenditure  where  positively  de- 
manded for  the  public  good.  You  must,  in  all  cases,  be  the  judges  of 
what  appropriations  are  or  shall  be  necessary;  what  objects  of  concern 
or  projects  of  improvement  demand  support  fipom  the  treasury ;  what 
amount  of  revenue  shall  be  raised  and  expended.  You  will  fearlessly 
meet  every  obligation  of  good  government  and  pass  upon  the  merits  of 
every  scheme  to  come  .before  you  demanding  legislative  action,  and 
doubtiess  will  not  hesitate  to  meet,  in  a  liberal  spirit,  every  just  and 
proper  demand  to  be  made  upon  your  deliberations.  Ir  a  recommenda- 
tion were  necessary,  I  would  heajrtily  recommend  such  action;  but  this 
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Suggestion  occurs  to  me  and  I  sabmit  it  to  your  consideration.  Just  now, 
and  indeed  for  some  years  to  come,  many  of  our  counties,  towns  and 
cities  are  laboring  under  the  self-imposed  infliction  of  local  indebtedness, 
contracted  largely  in  encouraging  the  construction  of  railroads  leading 
to,  or  running  through  their  limits.  The  bonds  issued  to  meet  this  in- 
debtedness, and  the  constantly  accruing  interest  upon  them,  must'  be 
paid  In  order  to  discharge  these  obligations  and  preserve  good  faith, 
heavy  local  taxation  will  1^  necessary  for  some  time.  Prudence  may 
therefore  dictate,  that  while,  as  guardians  of  the  whole  State,  you  must 
look  first  at  the  public  welfiare,  you  ought  not  entirely,  in  imposing  taxes 
for  State  purposes,  to  lose  sight  of  the  local  burdens  which  are  to  be 
met  and  borne  by  the  same  people  who  also  furnish  the  means  to  meet 
appropriations  for  the  general  objects  of  State  care  and  control. 

Gentlemen,  I  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  consideration  of 
another  subject.  I  think  the  circumstances  of  the  times  will  permit  a 
brief  diBcassion  of  it,  as  I  believe  the  public  feeling  and  judgment  will 
sanction  the  changes  recommended  in  regard  to  it.  There  is,  or  there 
onght  to  be  no  excuse  for  mob  violence  in  a  free  government.  No  pains 
should  be  spared  in  providing  against  any  excuse  for  this  abhorrent 
method  of  settling  grievances.  It  is  a  dangerous  expedient,  one  to 
be  condemned  at  all  hazards,  and  in  no  event  and  under  no  circum- 
stances, though  ever  so  aggravating,  to  be  excused,  palliated  or  resorted 
to.  The  law  must  govern.  It  must  therefore  be  made  to  meet  every 
condition  of  society,  to  define,  regulate  and  punish  every  crime  and  out- 
rage; it  must  be  certain  in  its  definitions,  consistent  but  unrelenting  in 
its  punishments,  and  everywhere,  under  all  circuijistances,  in  every  com- 
mnnity,  panctually,  fearlessly  and  scrupulously  executed.  A  too  tender 
regard  for  human  life  must  not  allow  the  criminal  code  to  be  so  written 
or  executed  as  to  encourage  or  indulge  daring  violations  of  either  its 
letter  or  spirit,  or  to  afford  the  means  under  the  indulgence  of  mere 
technical  constructions  of  it  for  the  escape  of  criminals.  There  is  always 
a  feeling  of  insecurity  in  the  public  breast,  and  to  some  extent,  a  loss 
of  confidence  in  the  efBcacy  of  law,  when  the  community  learns  that 
one  of  its  violators  has  been  permitted  to  escape  punishment  through 
some  mere  form,  technicality  or  improvident  delay.  A  deliberate  vio- 
lator of  the  law  may  be  entitled  to  our  sympathy  and  eventually  to  our 
mercy,  but  not  until  after  justice  shall  have  been  substantially  served. 
So  long  as  willful  crime  continues  to  be  a  feature  of  human  society,  it 
mnst  be  punished ;  and  if  malignant  and  cruel  it  must  be  severely  pun- 
ished. Our  solicitude  for  the  innocent  will  not  excuse  us  for  a  system 
of  criminal  jurisprudence,  which  may,  however  faithfully  executed,  yet 
be  so  lenient  as  to  facilitate  the  escape  of  the  guilty.  Instead  of  enlarg- 
ing, we  must  Umit  and  restrain  the  opi)ortunities  of  escape.  That  hu- 
manity which  is  based  upon  justice,  will  outweigh,  in  the  long  race  of 
life,  in  advantages  and  blessings  to  mankind,  that  humanity  which  is 
based  upon  mercy  alone.  I  adore  that  principle  of  justice  which  holds 
every  man  innocent  until  his  guilt  shall  be  proved  by  competent  evi- 
dence, and  that  other  equally  important  provision  of  our  American  law 
which  guarantees  to  every  person  a  trial  by  a  juiy  of  his  countrymen, 
but  I  would,  in  practice,  decline  to  carry  the  indulgence  of  this  consti- 
tutional right  to  such  extremes  as  to  affDrd  a  pretext  for  baffling  that 
other  principle  of  human  justice,  as  well  as  divine,  which  demands  that 
the  guilty  shall  suffer.  In  this  enlightened  age  or  the  world,  and  in  our 
now  generally  largely  populated  counti^,  filled  with  the  active  indus- 
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tries  of  an  energetic  and  educated  people,  it  would  hardly  seem  i)ossible 
any  criminal  for  any  offense  or  crime  may  not  receive  a  fair  and  impar- 
tial trial,  in  the  county  where  the  offense  may  have  been  committed. 
The  policy  of  our  law  was,  for  years,  to  indulge  the  caprice  of  every 
criminal  who,  under  any  pretence,  would  seek  to  delay  justice  and  thwart 
the  sanctions  of  the  law,  by  filing  his  affidavit,  full  of  perjury,  to  secure 
a  change  of  venue.  It  was  the  necessary  part  of  every  desperate  case 
to  resort  to  this  practice.  Lately  this  policy  has  been  modified.  I  think 
the  time  has  now  arrived  when  we  may  safely,  in  the  interests  of  public 
justice,  entirely  abandon  it.  I  therefore  recommend  to  your  honorable 
body  the  passage  of  a  law  to  disallow  changes  of  venue  in  all  criminal 
cases.  I  do  not  see  but  that  we  may  also  wisely  disallow  changes  of 
venue  in  civil  cases.  It  is  not  true,  in  any  civil  case,  tuat  parties  may 
not  receive  ample  justice  in  the  county  where  the  cause  of  action  arises, 
or  where  the  suit  may  be  begun.  There  may  possibly  be  causes  in  which 
the  court  may  be  interested  or  of  ^in  to  the  x>d>rties ;  even  in  such  cases, 
I  think,  it  would  be  far  better  for  all  parties  to  abide  by  a  law  which 
shall  provide  for  a  competent  person  skilled  in  the  law  to  sit  in  the  case, 
and  thus  save  to  parties  enormous  bills  of  costs,  to  witnesses  great  in- 
convenience and  annoyance,  and  to  the  administration  of  justice  much 
loss  of  time  and  embarrassment. 

If  any  apprehension  may  exist  that  in  any  possible  event  competent 
jurors  may  not  be  found  in  criminal  cases,  this  may  be  removed  by  en- 
larging the  list  of  competent  jurymen.  A  man  in  ajl  other  respects 
deemed  qualified  to  sit  as  a  juror  in  a  criminal  case,  ought  not  to  be 
deemed  disqualified  because  as  a  reader  of  the  news  of  the  day — a 
habit,  I  believe,  rather  creditable  in  the  public  estimation — ^he  may  have 
read  newspaper  accounts  of  the  case  he  may  be  called  as  a  juror  to  de- 
cide upon.  The  law  should  go  further,  and  declare  every  person  com- 
petent as  a  juror  who  may  state,  in  open  court,  that  he  has  an  opinion 
based  upon  rumor,  or  even  representations  of  tiie  fa-cts  made  to  him  by 
those  who  may  be  supposed  to  know  something  of  them,  provided  that 
any  bias  or  opinion  he  may  have  will  not  prevent  him  from  rendering  a 
verdict  according  to  the  evidence  given  in  the  case.  It  is  my  opinion, 
under  these  changes  of  the  law  there  will  be  much  less  delay,  far  less 
expense,  and,  therefore,  more  certainty  and  surety  in  the  adnunistration 
of  criminal  law  in  our  State. 

I  trust  I  shall  not  be  going  beyond  the  proper  bounds  of  executive 
propriety  to  remark,  that  the  judicial  department  of  our  government,  by 
the  general  intelligence,  the  education  and  standing,  the  sterling  integ- 
rity and  general  fitness  of  those  honorable  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to 
administer  this  department  of  the  State  government,  merit,  and  I  believe 
I  may  say,  receive  the  confidence  of  our  people.  I  cannot  contemplate 
without  shuddering  the  possibility  of  a  coming  time  when  the  respect 
due  to  the  tribunals  of  justice  might  be  forfeited,  and  this  firm  sta.y  of 
our  country  jostled  and  weakened.  When  we  contemplate  the  vast  in- 
terests at  stake,  the  deep  concern  of  our  people,  and  the  deservedly 
high  rank  our  courts  have  taken  in  the  country,  we  may  congratulate 
ourselves  and  accept  it  as  a  harbinger  of  permanent  good  to  those  to 
come  after  us,  that  no  stain  rests  upon  the  judicial  arm  of  our  service; 
no  suspicion  of  improper  influence  has  thus  far  invaded,  its  high  pre- 
cincts, and  no  cause  for  suspicion  rests  upon  it  in  its  broad  field  of  use- 
fulness throughout  our  State.  If  I  may  take  so  much  liberty — seeing  it 
plods  along  in  the  rear,  overlooking  tbe  actions  of  men,  the  changing 
"Msts  of  things,  and  the  deliberations  of  legislative  assemblies,  a  sort 
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of  last  resort,  to  which  we  all  look  for  justice  and  right  when  they  are 
believed  to  have  failed  everyyirhere  else,  slow  to  wrath  but  firm  as  a 
rock — ^may  not  the  judicial  arm  of  the  service  be  called  the  reserve 
corps,  and  being  so,  must  it  not  keep  in  hailing  distance  of  and  respond 
to  the  advancing  columns  f 

I  take  it,  gentlemen,  your  observations  lead  you  to  the  conclusion  to 
which  all  reflecting  minds  at  last  come:  that  all  changes  of  constitu- 
tions, modifications  of  laws,  as  well  as  all  reforms  sought  by  legal  enact- 
ments amount  to  but  little,  and  effect  substantially  no  real  improvement 
in  the  administration  of  public  affairs,  nor  the  regulation  of  public  con- 
duct, uuless  bmlt  upon  and  sustained  by  a  healthy  and  corresponding 
public  sentiment.  Good  laws  materially  assist  in  promoting  the  general 
prosperity,  when  based  upon,  upheld  and  sustained  by  a  proper  public 
morality.  I  believe  experience  will  show  that  legislation  in  aidvance  of 
public  necessity,  thrust  forward  before  its  day,  upon  mere  expectation, 
or  to  meet  empirical  notions  of  morality  and  reform,  will  not,  in  the  end, 
prove  wise  or  useful.  Marching  side  by  side  with  the  experience  of  the 
age,  as  we  shall  comprehend  it,  and  the  necessities  of  the  times  as  we 
shall  understand  them,  we  shall  come  nearer  the  standard  of  prudent 
legislation,  and  most  likely  fulfill  the  reasonable  expectations  of  our  con- 
stituents, promote  the  general  prosperity  of  the  State,  and  deserve  the 
favor  of  the  ruler  of  the  universe.

On  motion,  further  proceedings  under  the  call  were  dispensed  with. 

Owing  to  the  absence,  by  reason  of  sickness,  of  the  President,  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Dougherty,  the  following  valedictory  wa-s  read  for  him 
by  Senator  Sanford : 

Senators — ^The  term  of  office  for  which  I  was  elected  is  about  to 
expire.  My  task  is  done.  The  labors  by  me  to  be  performed  as  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor are  accomplished  and  it  only  remains  now,  on  my  part, 
to  hand  over  to  my  honorable  successor,  the  chair  and  gavel  of  the 
Senate,  and  bid  you  lasting,  perhaps  a  final  farewell.  In  delivering  to 
my  successor  this  chair  and  gavel,  I  know  it  is  to  one  every  way  worthy 
to  receive  them,  and  competent  to  fill  this  chair  with  honor  to  himself 
and  the  Senate  over  which  he  will  ably  and  impartially  preside. 

General  Beveridge,  my  successor,  is  in  all  respects  the  peer  of  the 
brightest  minds  in  the  republic,  and  one  of  our  most  popular  men  in  the 
State  of  Illinois.  He  is  a  successor  of  my  own  choice,  and  it  is,  there- 
fore, with  pleasure  that  I  resign  into  his  hands  the  'discharge  of  the 
duties  of  this  chair.  And  I  know,  gentlemen,  that  the  same  fraternal 
regard,  kind  and  cheerful  assistance  which  I  have  always  received  at 
your  hands,  will  be  promptly  accorded  to  him. 

Four  years  ago,  when  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
this  office,  twenty-five  Senators  composed  the  Senate  of  Illinois,  and  of 
that  Senate,  Nicholson,  of  Logan,  only  is  here  as  a  Senator,  to  welcome 
^J  successor  and  listen  to  this,  my  parting  address. 
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Four  of  those  Senators  are  in  their  graves.  The  generous  and  noble 
S.  K.  Casey,  of  Jefferson;  the  ripe  scholar-  and  soldier,  McManus;  the 
generous  Dr.  Turney,  and  the  devout  Christian  and  statesman,  Tincher 
(nobler  men  never  lived  or  died),  have  passed  from  earth  to  a  happier 
and  better  world.  We  have  sent  to  their  bereaved  families  and  fiiends 
our  sincere  condolence;  but  of  what  avail!  We  cannot  recall  our 
brethren,  but  must  soon  follow  them. 

Of  the  Senators  who  entered  this  Senate  in  1871,  the  genial  and  en- 
lightened Dr.  Little,  of  JoDaviess,  and  the  rix)e  jurist  and  statesman, 
Gibson,  of  Gallatin,  are  no  more ;  their  loss  was  most  keenly  felt  and 
mourned  by  the  Senate.  Senators,  we  must  cheerfully  remember  their 
several  virtues,  and  chronicle  in  our  hearts  their  noble  efforts  in  legis- 
lation. 

On  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  it  wa«  believed  by  me, 
at  least,  that  during  the  administration  of  Governor  Palmer,  the  last 
dollar"  of  the  State  debt  would  be  paid^  and  it  would  have  been  so  paid 
if  the  conflagration  of  Chicago  had  not  been.  No  one  could,  at  that 
time,  have  foreseen  that  unparalleled  calamity,  a  calamity  that  astounded 
the  ci\ilized  world  and  called  forth  its  sympathy  in  a  most  pleasing  form 
by  mat',  rial  aid ;  a  material  aid  never  before  bestowed  upon  a  ruined 
people;  and  for  that  sympathy  that  generous  world  has  our  heartfelt 
and  sincere  gratitude.  Ajid  as  the  State  contributed  three  millions  to 
that  city,  a  sum,  in  fact,  we  pledged  tie  c&nal  for,  there  yet  remains  the 
sum  of  $1,732,000  only  of  debt,  which  at  one  time  exceeded  $16,000,000, 
while  a  n^illion  of  dollars  yet  remains  in  the  treasury. 

This  result,  so  auspicious  to  the  interests  of  the  i)eople  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  is  mainly  owing  to  the  indomitable  energy  and  financial 
ability  of  Governor  Palmer,  who  has,  I  am  well-  satisfied,  incessantly 
labored  for  the  good  of  his  constituents  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties. 

Senators,  in  taking  leave  of  you,  allow  me  to  congratulate  you  and 
our  constituents  upon  the  happy  condition  of  our  common  country — the 
United  States  of  America.  We  have  just  passed  through  the  rebellion 
against  the  Government,  which,  on  historic  pages,  must  be  regarded  as 
corresponding  with  that  against  the  Boman  !]^public  under  the  elder 
Brutus.  Nearly  five  hunched  years  elapsed  after  that  rebellion  before 
Gataline  made  his  appearance  to  shame  the  world  and  damn  his  coun- 
try. I  must  indulge  the  hope  that  his  parallel  will  never  exhibit  his 
hideous  form  to  ruin  our  country.  In  our  forms  of  Government  the 
strength  and  security  of  the  several  States  is  materially  dependent 
upon  the  strength  of  the  General  Government.  It  is  anarchy  that  seeks 
a  weaker  General  Government,  or  a  less  rigid  administration  of  that 
Government.  The  danger,  if  any  exists  in  our  institutions,  is  to  be 
feared  in  the  weakness,  ana  not  tiie  strength  of  the  Government ;  dis- 
integration and  not  centralization.  It  will  not  be  contended  that  the 
rather  weak  and  halting  administration  of  President  Buchanan  had  in 
any  way  invadi^  the  rights  of  States  in  1861.  It  was  not  to  the  Gen- 
eral Government  that  traitors  ran,  but  it  was  firom  it.  They  went  back 
to  their  several  disinfected  districts  to  perpetrate  the  crime  of  seceding 
fix)m  the  General  Government.  One  of  the  enumerated  causes  forming 
the  Central  Government  was  to  secure  domestic  tranquility.  Prior  to 
its  adoption  Shay's  rebellion  in  Massachusetts  had  taught  the  vital  ue- 
cessit}^  of  a  Central  Government,  and  at  the  very  time  of  its  adoption, 
Connecticut  and  Bhode  Island  were  on  the  eve  of  war  about  their  paper 
'irrency.  • 
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Virginia  and  Maryland,  as  well  as  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  had 
serions  difficulties  about  their  boundaries.  To  avoid  these  difficulties 
and  others  then  apparent,  the  i>ower  to  suppress  insurrections  was  be- 
stowed upon  Congress  without  a  single  limitation, 

Pennsylvania  first  called  forth  this  power,  then  Bhode  Island,  and 
now  Louisiana  corner  in  for  the  exercise  of  it.  Following  in  the  main 
the  course  pursued  in  the  case  of  Bhode  Island,  as  he  is  now  doing, 
President  Grant  will  constitutionally  restore  domestic  tranquility  to  the 
people  of  Louisiana. 

Thei'e  may  be  a  little  danger  in  the  repeated  and  unjust  attacks  upon 
the  administration  of  the  Government  by  local  politicians,  whereby  the 
confidence  of  the  people  may  be  shaken  in  the  Government  itself.  This 
would  be  a  serious  injury  to  the  people  and  the  Government ;  but  the 
danger,  if  any,  is  so  remote  as  not  to  challenge  our  serious  attention. 

Happily  for  us,  under  the  wise  and  patriotic  administration  of  Presi- 
dent Grant,  this  nation,  at  the  expiration  of  the  hundredth  year  of  it« 
existence,  will  present  as  it  now  does  the  most  sublime  spectacle  the 
world  ever  saw — the  acomplishment  of  the  fondest  hopes  and  anticipa- 
tions of  its  founders — a  cheap  Government,  iree  institutions,  a  Nation 
peaceful,  just,  united,  happy  and  free. 

The  local  discords  in  and  between  the  several  States  were  known  and 
provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  and  the  occasional  occurrence  of  them 
and  their  suppression  by  the  General  Government  is  no  cause  for  alarm, 
for  in  no  degree  do  they  militate  against  the  perpetuation  of  our  local 
State  Government,  or  the  stability  of  the  General  Crovemment.  That 
which  must  ever  prevent  improper  interference  with  the  States  by  Gen- 
eral Government  is,  that  the  law-making  power  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment is  drawn  from  the  States  themselves.  The  citizens  of  the  several 
States  are  the  law-givers  of  the  United  States. 

Senators,  I  thank  you  irom  my  inmost  soul  for  that  fraternal  kind- 
ness bv  you  and  your  predecessors  so  lavishly  and  unceasingly  bestowed 
apon  me  in  the  dUaige  of  my  duties  a«  ti.e  pi^iding  oflSoer  of  the 
Senate,  for  the  fixed  attention  you  have  given  me  while  delivering  this 
my  valedictory  address.  And  now  that  my  labors  are  done  I  bid  you, 
Senators,  and  officers  of  the  Senate,  a  kind  and  lasting  farewell,  and  if 
it  be  forever,  still  fare- vou- well. 

After  which  Lieutenant-Govenior  Beveridge  spoke  as  follows : 
Senators :  Elected  and  qualified,  it  becomes  my  duty  as  Lieutenant- 
Governor  under  the  Constitution,  to  preside  over  your  deliberations. 
With  limited  experience  in  parliamentary  usages,  I  ask  your  kind  for- 
bearance and  your  generous  co-operation  in  the  preservation  of  order, 
and  in  the  maintenance  of  the  dignity  of  the  Senate.  It  shall  be  my 
aim  to  dispatch  the  public  business,  to  guard  sacredly  the  public  inter- 
ests, to  observe  faithfully  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State,  and  to 
enforce  rigidly  the  rules  and  orders  of  this  house.  I  shall  endeavor  to 
be  fair  and  impartial  in  my  decisions,  and  courteous  to  the  honorable 
members  and  officers,  feeling  assured  that  such  spirit  and  conduct  will 
command  the  respect  of  all,  and  invoke  among  Senators  a  commendable 
courtesy,  not  only  in  the  ordinary  routine  of  legislation,  but  even  in 
heated  "debate.  May  I  not  indulge  the  hope  of  presiding  over  your  de- 
liberations with  the  ease  and  dignity  that  have  marked  the  administra- 
tion of  my  distinguished  predecessor.  I  pause  upon  the  threshold  to 
pay  tribute  to  that  worthy  and  excellent  man.  He  has  honored  his 
office  5  he  lays  down  the  gavel  and  retires  to  the  eiyoyment  of  private 
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and  home  life,  with  a  heart  given  in  pleasant  memories,  with  years  ripe 
in  happy  experiences,  and  listening  to  the  plaudits  of  a  great  and  grate- 
ful people,  "  well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant"  May  his  days  be 
lengthened  on  earth,  and  all  the  ways  which  his  feet  henceforth  shall 
tread,  be  smoothed  and  softened  by  the  loving  kindnesses  of  Mends, 
and  by  the  tender  mercies  of  his  and  our  God. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  anticipate  coming  events.  By  the  action 
of  the  liepublican  side  of  the  Legislature,  the  indications  are  that  the 
State  and  the  citizens  wiU  be  honored  by  the  Governor  elect  and  quali- 
lied,  vacating  his  office  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  Senate  chamber  of  the 
United  States. 

in  that  event,  the  powers,  duties  and  emoluments  of  the  office  for  the 
resi<lue  of  the  term,  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution,  would  devolve  upon 
me.  I  should  not  hesitate  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  du- 
ties of  that  office.  I  should  accept  the  trust,  conscious  of  the  responsi- 
bility it  imposes  and  of  the  power  it  confers. 

As  the  chief  executive  of  the  State,  I  would  strive  faithfully,  honestly 
and  conscientiously,  to  enforce  every  provision  of  the  Constitution,  to 
execute  tlie  laws,  to  preserve  public  order,  to  protect  the  rights  of  all, 
in  their  persons,  property  and  reputation;  to  promote  the  material,  so- 
cial, mental,  moral  and  religious  interests  of  the  people,  and  to  maintain 
the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  State. 

I  would  be  as  quick  as  any  one  to  resist  any  invasion  of  the  rights  of 
the  State  of  Illinois ;  yet  I  would  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  Na- 
tional Constitution  and  laws,  while  I  would  uphold  and  maintain  the 
rights  of  the  State.  I  would,  by  every  word  and  act,  teach  all  men  and 
posterity,  the  supremacy  and  sovereignty  of  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica, and  I  declare  here  my  uncompromising  hostility  to  the  doctrine  of 
State  sovereignty  as  superior  to  the  national  authority,  and  my  firm  be- 
lief in  the  doctrine  that  the  National  government  is  a  government  of 
and  by  the  people,  and  not  of  and  by  the  State — that  the  union  of  the 
States  is  dependent  upon  the  existence  and  supremacy  of  the  Nations^ 
government — and  that  the  only  guaranty  of  republican  institutions,  to 
the  people  of  the  several  States,  in  State  organizations,  is  found  in  the 
charter  of  that  government. 

This  doctrine  of  national  sovereignty  and  national  union  by  virtue  of 
that  sovereignty,  hallowed  by  the  faith  and  sacrifices  of  the  fathers  of 
the  republic,  and  sealed  by  the  blood  and  lives  of  300,000  patriots,  is 
the  lamp  to  my  feet,  and  the  light  of  my  political  way. 

I  want  no  dissevered  States — I  want  no  thirty-seven  nationalities — 1 
want  one  country,  under  one  form  of  government,  throwing  its  strong 
arm  of  protection  and  love  over  and  around  all  its  citizens.  I  want  one 
flag — the  flag  unfurled  by  theheroes  of  '76 — the  flag  flaunted  defiantly 
in  Briton's  face  in  1812  j  the  flag  borne  by  the  army  across  the  sands 
and  mountains  of  Mexico,  and  planted  in  the  halls  of  the  Mont^zumas; 
the  flag  carried  by  the  navy  upon  all  seas ;  the  flag  waved  with  shout- 
ing and  in  triumph,  by  our  sons  and  brothers,  amid  the  carnage  and 
smoke,  and  dust  and  death  of  manj^  a  battle  field.  I  want  that  flag  to 
float — forever  float,  from  every  spire  and  hill  top,  and  to  stream  out 
across  every  valley,  and  out  upon  every  sea,  signaling  to  the  nations 
and  jieoples  of  the  world,  one  mighty  nation  in  the  west — ^a  nation  of 
wonderful  development,  of  remarkable  energy,  of  unparalleled  pros- 
perity— a  nation  of  the  brave  and  free.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hampton, 
The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  rules  was  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration : 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

1.  A  majority  of  the  Senate  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members. 

2.  The  Senate  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be 
published.  At  the  request  of  two  members  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
taken  on  any  question,  and  entered  upon  the  journal. 

3.  Any  two  members  of  the  Senate  shall  have  liberty  to  dissent  and 
protest,  in  respectful  language,  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  they 
may  think  injurious  to  the  public,  or  to  any  individual,  and  have  the 
reason  of  their  dissent  entered  on  the  journal. 

4.  The  Senate  may  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  expel  a 
member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause ;  and  the  reason  for 
such  expulsion  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  with  the  names  of  the 
members  voting  on  the  question. 

5.  The  Senate,  during  its  session,  may  punish,  by  imprisonment,  any 
person,  not  a  member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  same,  by 
any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  their  presence :  Provided^ 
such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  twenty-four  hours, 
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imlesa  the  person  shall  persigt  in  sach  disorderly  or  contemptaous  be- 
havior. 

6.  The  doors  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  shall 
be  kept  open,  except  in  snch  cases  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  re- 
quire secrecy. 

7.  The  Senate  shall  not  acyourn,  without  the  consent  of  the  House 
of  BepresentatiTes,  for  more  than  two  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than 
that  ill  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

8.  On  the  Unal  passage  of  all  bills,  the  vote  shall  be  by  yeas  and 
nays  upon  each  bill  separately,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal; 
and  no  bill  shall  become  a  law  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  Senators  elect 

9.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  large  on  three  difterent  days,  and  the 
bill  and  all  amendments  shall  be  printed,  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  its 
final  passage. 

DUTIES  OF   THE  PBESIDENT. 

10.  The  Lieutenant-Ck>venior,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  President  ^o 
tempore,  or,  in  the  absence  of  both,  any  Senator  called  to  the  chair  by 
the  Senate,  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned;  shall  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum  shall  cause  the 
jonmal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read ;  and  in  all  cases,  in  the  absence 
of  a  quorum,  the  meml^rs  may  take  such  measures  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  procure  the  attendance  of  absent  members ;  and  the  President, 
with  the  consent  of  the  members  present,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Piesident  pro  tempore^  any  Senator  called  to  the  chair,  may 
adjoam  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 

11.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may 
speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his 
seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  two  members — on  which  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

12.  He  shaU  nse  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

13.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  viz :  ^^As  many  as 
are  of  the  opinion  that — (as  the  case  may  be)  say  *Aye,'  "  and,  after  the 
affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  ^'As  many  as  are  of  a  contrary  opinion, 
say  '  No.' "  If  the  President  doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the 
Senate  shaU  divide :  tliose  in  the  affirmative  shall  ffi:*st  rise  from  their 
seats,  and  afterwards  thqse  in  the  negative.  If  the  President  still  doubt, 
or  a  count  be  required,  the  President  shall  name  two  members—one 
ftom  each  side — ^to  t^  the  members  in  the  affirmative,  which  being  re- 
ported, he  shall  then  name  two  others — one  from  each  side — ^to  tell 
those  in  the  negative ;  which  being  also  reported,  he  shall  rise  and  state 
the  division  of  the  Senate. 

14.  The  President  shall  examine  and  correct  the  journal  before  it  is 
fead ;  he  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  hall ;  he  shall  have  a 
nght  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  and  such 
substitute  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President  during 
the  time  he  shall  act  as  such,  and  shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on 
any  question  while  so  presiding. 

15.  All  comnuttees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  oth- 
erwise specially  ordered  by  the  Senate,  in  which  case  tJiey  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  ballot ;  and  if  upon  such  ballot  the  number  required  shidl 
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not  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  g^ven,  the  Senate  shall  pro- 
ceed to  a  second  ballot,  in  which  a  plurality  of  the  votes  shall  prevail ; 
and  in  case  a  greater  number  than  is  required  to  compose  or  complete  a 
committee  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  Senate  shall  pro- 
ceed to  further  ballot  or  ballots. 

16.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  a  lobby  or 
gallery,  the  President  (or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate) 
shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

17.  The  President  shall  assign  to  the  S^geant-at-Arms  and  his 
assistants  their  respective  duties  and  stations. 

OF  DECORUM  AlO)  DEBATE. 

18.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  himself  to  ^^Mr. 
President,"  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  on  debat'C,  and 
avoid  personality. 

19.  If  any  member  in  speaking  (or  otherwise)  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  him  to  order ; 
and  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain ;  and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  on  the  case  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  otherwise, 
and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate. 

20.  If  a  member  be  called  to  order  ibr  words  spoken  in  debate,  the 
person  calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words  excepted  to,  and  they 
shall  be  taken  down  at  the  Secretary's  table;  and  no  member  shall  be 
held  to  answer  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate  for  words 
8X>oken  in  debate,  if  any  member  has  spoken  in  debate  or  other  business 
has  intervened  after  the  words  spoken  and  before  exceptions  to  them 
shall  have  been  taken. 

21.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

22.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  to  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Senate ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken ;  nor  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at 
any  one  time,  without  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

23.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
Senate,  no  member  shall  walk  out  or  across  die  room ;  nor  in  such  case, 
or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse ;  nor, 
when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

24.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Senate  when  a  question  is 
put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Senate  shall,  for  special  reasons,  ex- 
cuse him. 

25.  Ko  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question,  unless 
within  the  bar  before  the  vote  is  announced. 

26.  Ko  motion  shall  be  entertained  and  debated  until  the  same  shall 
be  seconded. 

27.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
President,  or  being  in  writing,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Secretary,  and 
read  aloud  before  debate. 

28.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
member  desire  it. 
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29.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  no 
member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  after  the  decision  is  announced  from 
the  Chair,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

30.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary',  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  but  may  be 
withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

31.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  call  the  house,  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  previous  question, 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to 
amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  they 
stand  arranged. 

32.  A  motion  for  adjournment  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  be  deci- 
ded, as  well  as  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  without  debate. 

33.  No  motion  to  posti)one  to  a  day  certain,  or  indefinitely,  or  to  com- 
mit, being  decided,  shall  again  be  allowed  on  the  same  day  and  at  the 
same  stage  of  the  Dili  or  proposition. 

34.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of  a  bill  shall  have 
precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  deemed  equiv- 
alent to  its  rejection. 

35.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or  times  are  pro- 
posed, the  question  shaU  first  be  put  on  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest 
time. 

36.  Xo  person  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  the  Senate  Chamber, 
or  to  give  any  signs  of  approbation  or  disapprobation,  while  the  Senate 
is  in  session. 

37.  After  the  President  has  called  the  Senate  to  order  each  day, 
there  shall  be  no  reading  of  newspapers,  or  other  documents  that  do  not 
immediately  concern  tlie  business  for  which  the  Senate  is  convened. 

38.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  journal,  in  which  he 
shall  seasonably  record  the  motions,  resolutions,  rides  and  decisions  of 
the  Senate ;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts,  appertaining  to 
his  office,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Senate  or  its  presicfing 
officer. 

39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  attend  the  Senate 
during  it^  sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  time  to 
time,  together  with  all  such  process,  issued  by  authority  thereof,  as  shall 
be  directed  to  him  by  the  President. 

iO.    The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed,  with  leave 
to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise :

41.  Whenever  a  report  or  reports  shall  hereafter  be  made  by  a  joint 
committee  of  the  two  houses,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  such  re- 
port it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other  house,  and  being  there  read,  or 
its  reading  dispensed  with,  it  shall  be  taken  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
house  to  which  the  report  was  first  made. 

42.  All  resolutions  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  lie  one  day  on  the 
table,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

43.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any  member 
may  have  the  same  divided ;  but  on  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  for  a  division  of  the  question ;  but  the  re- 
jection of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not  pre- 
vent a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  different  proposition,  nor  pre- 
vent a  subsequent  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

44.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  Senate  was  engaged  at  the 
last  preceding  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  speci&l 
orders  of  the  day. 

45.  When  a  question  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  a  member  of  the  majority  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsidera- 
tion of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  a  bill,  resolution,  message,  re- 
port, amendment,  or  motion  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken  shall  have 
gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate ;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  re- 
consideration l^e  in  order,  unless  within  the  next  day  of  actual  session 
of  the  Senate  thereafter.  Such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all 
other  questions,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

40.  A  bill  may  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  reading,  but  shall 
be  read  before  amended,  and  may  be  amended  in  every  particular  on 
second  reading.  A  bill  read  once  and  referred,  shall  be  reaU  a  second 
time  before  amended. 

47.  No  amendment  shall  be  in  order  at  the  thiixl  reading  of  a  bill, 
resolution  or  motion,  requirmg  three  readings,  unless  by  unaniraons 
consent  of  the  members  pre^sent;  but  it  shall  be  at  all  times  in  order, 
before  the  final  passage  of  sncli  bill,  resolution  or  motion,  to  move  its 
commitment. 
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48.  No  bill  shall  be  printed,  except  it  be  ordered  by  a  two-thirds 
vote,  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  npon  by  a  committee ;  except 
upon  application  of  the  committee  having  the  bill  under  consideration. 

49.  \Vhen  motions  are  made  for  reference  of  the  same  subject  to  a 
select  committee,  and  to  a  standing  committee,  the  question  in  reference 
to  a  standing  committee  shalf  be  first  put. 

50.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  Senators  shall  be 
called  over  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  absentees  noted,  after  which  the 
oaiQies  ol  such  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over ;  the  doors  shall  then 
be  closed,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are 
made,  may,  by  order  of  those  present,  be  taken  into  custody,  as  they 
appear,  or  may  be  sent  for,  and  taken  into  custody,  wherever  to  be 
foond,  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  tl^  Senate. 

51.  No  amendment,  by  way  of  rider,  shall  be  received  to  any  bill  on 
its  third  reading. 

52.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  house,  the  President  shall 
leave  the  chair,  and  a  Chairman  to  preside  in  comioittee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President. 

53.  Upon  bills  being  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  house, 
the  bill  shall  be  first  r^td  throughout  by  the  Secretary,  and  then  again 
read  and  debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  considered 
last  After  report  of  said  committee,  the  bill  or  motion  shall  again  be 
subject  to  debate  or  amendment  before  a  question  to  engross  is  taken. 
Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  the  same  shall  be  considered  by 
sections. 

54.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  in  the  preamble  or  body  of  an 
act,  as  a  reason  why  such  act  should  take  efifect  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
July  next  after  its  passage,  and  when  such  act  contaiss  a  clause  or  pro- 
mo  fixing  such  time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  the  question  put  shall 
be,  ^<  Shall  the  bill  pass  ?"  and  if  decided  affirmatively  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate,  then  the  bill  shall  be 
deemed  passed ;  but  if  upon  such  vote  a  majority  of  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  said  members  vote  afiSrmatively  on  said  question,  then  the  vote 
on  said  bill  shall  be  deemed  reconsidered,  and  the  bill  subject  to  amend- 
ment by  striking  out  such  part  thereof  as  expresses  an  emergency  and 
the  time  of  taking  efiect,  and  then  said  bill  shall  be  under  consideration, 
upon  its  third  reading,  with  the  emergency  clause  and  time  of  taking 
effect  stricken  out. 

55.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice,  comprised  in  Cushing's  Man- 
ual shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases  in  which  they  are  applicable,  and 
not  meonsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate.

No  person,  except  members  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  and 
their  officers,  heads  of  Executive  Departments  of  this  State,  Chaplains, 
Judges  of  the  United  States  Courts,  and  Supreme  and  Circuit  Judj^es  of 
this  State,  former  Governors  and  Lieutenant-Governors  of  this  State, 
Governors  for  the  time  being  of  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  Union, 
members  of  Congress,  reporters  of  the  press,  and  ex-members  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  by  leave, 
of  the  President  of  the  Senate.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate,  passed  January  14, 1873,  asking  information  as  to  what  steps 
had  been  taken  by  the  State  government  to  compel  the  Trustees  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Bailroad  Company  to  show  cause  why  they  should  not 
offer  the  lands  of  said  company  remaining  unsold,  at  public  sale,  etc., 
and  if  any  suit  had  been  instituted  for  that  purpose,  where  the  same  is 
pending,  and  what  its  present  condition,  and  which  was  by  you  referred 
to  the  Attorney-General,  with  the  request  that  he  should  report  thereon 
to  your  Excellency.

In  compliance  therewith,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  there'^was 
institated  in  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  Northern  Grand  Division,  by 
my  predecessor,  the  late  Attorney-General,  a  proceeding  by  mandamuSy 
against  the  Illinois  Central  Eaikoad  Company,  to  compel  said  company 
to  expose  its  unsold  lan^s  for  sale  at  pubUc  auction,  etc. 

The  opinion  of  the  court  in  the  case  was  filed  in  the  Central  Grand 
Division.  From  this  opinion,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Supreme  Court 
decided  that  it  could  not  compel  the  railroad  company  to  expose  its 
unsold  lands  for  sale  by  mandamtLSy  ^'without  further  legislation." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  opinion,  the  court  say :  ^^K  the  Legislature 
should  prescribe  the  terms  of  sale,  the  mode  in  which  it  should  be 
conducted,  not  inconsistent  with  the  chartered  right  of  the  company, 
and  make  the  directions  plain  and  definite,  we  can  then  act  upon  its  re- 
quirements and  enforce  them." 

From  this,  it  appears  that  in  order  to  effect  the  purpose  contemplated 
by  the  resolution,  farther  legislation  is  required.  Inasmuch  as  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  case,  is  as  yet  unreported,  I  have 
appended  hereto  a  certified  copy  thereof.

The  Attorney-General  filed  a  petition,  in  behalf  of  the  people,  asking 
for  a  writ  of  mandamtia  against  the  Illinois  Central  Eailroad  Company. 
The  case  had  been  submitted,  as  upon  a  demurrer  to  the  return,  to  the 
alternative  writ. 

The  allegations,  to  which  our  attention  is  first  invited,  are :  That  the 
company  has  sold  divers  tracts  of  its  lands,  granted  to  it  by  the  State, 
to  divers  persons,  and  has  agreed  to  convey  the  same,  at  the  expiration 
of  four  years ;  that  the  purchasers  have  entered  into  possession,  and 
made  valuable  improvements  thereon ;  that  the  lands,  so  sold,  are  now 
worth,  upon  an  average,  thirty  dollars  per  acre ;  that  the  company,  by 
its  servants  and  agents,  fraudulently  and  unlawfully  agreed  with  the 
purchasers,  that  it  would  execute  a  written  agreement  to  convey,  upon 
the  express  contract  and  understanding  that  the  purchasers  should  pay 
the  purchase  money,  less  a  few  dollars,  so  as  to  exempt  the  lands  from 
the  payment  of  State,  county  and  municipal  taxes,  by  virtue  of  the  fol- 
lowing clause,  in  the  charter  of  the  company : 

"The  lands,  selected  under  said  act  of  Confess,  and  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  conveyed,  shall  be  exempted  from  aU  taxation,  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  until  sold  and  conveyed  by  said  corporation  or  trustees  f 
and  that  the  company  has  sold  certain  lands,  in  the  county  of  LaSalle, 
▼hich  are  described,  to  divers  persons,  but  has  not  conveyed  the  same ; 
that  the  purchase  money  has  been  nearly  all  paid,  and  in  some  instances 
tuUy  paid ;  and  that  aU  this  has  been  done  with  the  purpose  and  intent 
of  defeating  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  the  lands  so  sold. 

The  respondent,  in  its  return,  positively  denies  all  of  the  foregoing 
allegations,  and  states  that  they  are  wholly  untrue,  as  charged ;  that 
it  has  endeavored  to  dispose  of  the  lands,  and  collect  the  purchase 
^ney  for  those  sold ;  that  if  payments  have  been  withheld,  it  has  not 
D^  done  with  the  consent  of  the  company;  that  it  has,  in  its  employ, 
^ght  persons,  whose  sole  duty  it  is  to  make  sales  and  collect  moneys 

— U 
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dne,  beside  about  seventy  station  agents,  who  are  authorized  to  sell 
lands  and  collect  purchase  money;  that  deeds  have  been  executed,  in 
all  case,  where  the  lands  have  been  paid  for,  and  such  lands  reported 
to  the  Auditor,  except  in  three  instances,  in  which  the  purchasers  nave 
failed  to  surrender  their  contracts  of  purchase  and  receive  their  deeds; 
and  that  no  stipulation  or  contract  has  been  made  with  any  person  that 
payments  and  deeds  might  be  withheld,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
taxation. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  return  traverses  the  allegations  of  the  writ, 
which  charge  a  collusive  retention,  by  the  company,  of  the  title  to  lands 
sold,  and  wholly  or  partly  paid  for,  for  the  purpose  of  their  exemption 
from  taxation!  ^  To  this  portion  of  the  return  the  demurrer  will  there- 
fore be  over-ruled,  and  the  relator  will  have  leave  to  withdraw  the  de- 
murrer, and  make  an  issue  of  fact. 

The  original  charter  of  the  company  directed  the  sale  of  lands  for  cash 
in  hand,  at  the  hands  of  the  company,  at  par.  This  clause  in  the  char 
ter  was  repealed,  by  an  amendatory  act,  in  1854,  (Sess.  laws  1854, 192.) 
This  amendment  authorized  the  company  to  dispose  of  its  lands  upon 
such  credit  as  might  be  deemed  expedient,  by  contracts  for  sale  and 
conveyance,  and  provided  that  no  conveyance  of  the  title  should  be 
made  until  the  purchase  money  should  be  paid.  Thus  a  reasonable  dis- 
cretion was  granted  to  the  company  to  sell  upon  credit,  and  authority 
might  properly  be  inferred  to  fix  a  reasonable  minimum  price. 

Courts  can  control  any  attempted  abuse  of  the  authority  conferred- 
The  credit  should  not  be  so  extended  as  to  postpone,  to  an  indefinite  or 
unusual  time,  the  day  of  payment.  The  price  should  not  be  so  regula- 
ted as  to  prevent,  or  unreasonably  retard,  sales ;  neither  should  purcha- 
sers be  permitted  to  retain  the  purchase  money,  after  maturity,  with 
any  purpose  of  an  evasion  of  the  law,  or  with  the  view  of  relief  from 
taxation.  The  right  to  sell  upon  credit,  necessarily  implies  some  delay 
in  the  collection  of  the  purchase  money.  The  company  should  use  all 
usual  and  reasonable  efforts  to  enforce  collections,  without  unnecessary 
harrassment  or  rigorous  oppression  of  the  debtor ;  but  ordinary  delay, 
not  intended  to  further  any  bad  or  unlawful  purpose,  should  not  invoke 
the  writ  of  mandamttSj  which  is  never  granted  of  course,  but  only  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  when  some  just  and  useful  end  is  to  be 
attained. 

The  alternative  writ  next  alleges,  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  company* 
at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  afrer  the  cx)mpletion  of  its  road,  to  offer  at 
public  sale,  annually,  all  lands  remaining  unsold,  until  the  whole  is  dis 
posed  of ;  that  the  road  has  been  completed  for  the  space  of  fifteen  years, 
last  past ;  and  that  after  the  completion  of  the  road,  and  the  expiration 
of  ten  years,  there  remained  a  large  amount  of  unsold  lands.  Aa  to  the 
duty  of  the  company,  in  this  regard,  the  following  is  the  provision  of 
the  charter :  ^^And  all  lands  remaining  unsold  at  ^e  expiration  of  tea 
years  after  the  completion  of  said  road  and  branches,  shall  be  offered  at 
public  sale,  annually,  until  the  whole  is  disposed  of.'' 

The  prayer  of  the  petition  is,  that  an  order  be  entered,  commanding 
the  respondent  to  offer  and  expose  at  public  sale,  in  manner  and  form 
as  required  by  law,  all  lands  now  remaining  unsold.  The  return  shows 
that  there  was  granted  to  the  company  about  two  and  a  half  millions  of 
acres  of  land  5  that  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  fit)m  the  completion 
of  the  road,  there  only  remained  unsold  a  fra.ction  over  eight  hundred 
thousand  acres ;  that  over  half  of  this  quantity  was  sold  in  the  years 
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1868  to  1871,  indnsive ;  that  in  endeavors  to  effect  sales,  in  advertise- 
ments, agencies,  etc,  the  company  has  expended  more  than  one  million 
and  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  that  in  1871  it  attempted  sales 
at  public  auction,  but  without  success.  The  facts  in  the  return  admit- 
ted to  be  true  by  the  demurrer,  show,  on  the  part  of  respondent,  some 
efforts  to  dispose  of  the  unsold  lailds ;  but,  without  any  regard  to  the 
facts,  we  cannot  discern  the  propriety  of  an  enforcement  of  the  duty  im- 
posed upon  the  com^iany  in  such  vague  and  general  terms  by  mandamtis. 

The  requirement  is,  that  all  lands  unsold  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years 
after  the  completion  of  the  road,  shall  be  offered  at  public  sale,  annually, 
until  the  whole  is  disposed  of.  Shall  we  order  the  sale  of  the  whole  t 
This  would  be  an  assumption  of  power,  for  the  law  contemplated  sales 
during  a  series  of  years,  unless  the  whole  was  disposed  of  sooner.  Shall 
we  fix  the  terms  of  sale  I  The  law  m  silent  as  to  the  terms,  unless  the 
clause  of  the  charter  under  consideration  is  aided  by  the  amendatory 
act  of  1854,  which  seems  to  have  reference,  solely,  to  contracts  for  sale. 
Shall  we  direct  the  time  of  year  and  the  places  1  It  would  be  arbitrary 
60  to  do,  in  the  absence  of  any  specific  directions  in  the  law,  and  we 
might  thus  seriously  endanger  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  respond- 
ent, and  cause  a  sacrifice  of  the  lands  without  facilitating  the  object  of 
the  law. 

Besides,  the  principal  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the 
charter  was  not  payable  until  the  year  1875,  and  their  payment  was  se- 
cured by  a  deed  of  trust  ux>on  the  lands.  Did  the  Legislature  intend 
that  the  courts  might  force  a  sale  of  the  lands  for  any,  a  mere  nominal 
price,  without  any  regard  to  the  deed  of  trust  and  the  many  thereby  to 
be  protected  f  Then  tiie  security  intended  to  be  afforded,  and  which  is 
expressly  provided  for  in  the  charter,  and  upon  the  faith  of  which  the 
money  for  the  construction  of  the  road  must  have  been  furnished,  be- 
comes a  mere  empty  bubble  by  the  flat  of  a  court.  There  is  too  much 
uncertainty  in  the  language  imposing  the  duty  upon  the  respondent — 
the  consequences  to  be  feared  are  too  serious,  to  justify  the  court  to  en- 
force the  duty  by  mandamusj  without  further  legislation. 

If  the  Legislature  should  prescribe  the  terms  of  sale,  the  mode  in 
which  it  should  be  conducted,  not  inconsistent  with  the  chartered  rights 
of  the  company,  and  make  the  directions  plain  and  definite,  we  can  then 
act  upon  its  requirements,  and  enforce  them. 

In  the  view  whi^jh  we  are  compelled  to  take  of  the  law,  the  peremptory 
writ  is  refused. 

Mandamus  refused.

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Murphy  offered  the  following  resolution ; 
which  was  laid  over  under  the  rule : 

RMolved  by  the  Senata.  th§  House  of  R^eMHtatives  eoneurring  hsreiti,  That  the  Secretary  of  State 
be  rMoired  to  famish  tne  members  of  this  General  Assembly  with  skeleton  maps  of  the  conntiea  of 
this  State,  and  nving  the  population  of  each  as  shown  by  the  latest  census  returns,  for  the  use  of  this 
General  Assembly  in  establishing  jndioial  circuits  in  porsoance  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Burke  was  allowed  to  record  his  vote  in 
the  ajQfirmative  on  the  passage  of  House  bill  No.  72. 

Mr.  Youngblood  presented  the  following  protest,  which  was  read  and 
ordered  spr^d  at  large  on  the  journals : 

Senate  Chahbeb, 

January  21, 1873. 

The  undersigned,  Senators  from  the  districts  indicated  by  the  figures 
opposite  their  respective  names,  do  respectfully  dissent  from,  and  hereby 
protest  against  the  act  and  resolution  of  this  body,  whereby  it  appears 
that  the  votes  of  thirty-three  of  the  members  thereof  were  cast  for 
Eichard  J.  Oglesby  for  the  office  of  Senator  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  from  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  he  declared  to  be  the 
choice  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  this  body  for  the  office  afore- 
said. 

The  undersigned  assume,  upon  the  ground  of  the  notoriety  of  the 
fact,  that  Eichard  J.  Oglesby,  for  whom  the  votes  aforesaid  were  cast, 
and  who  has  been  declared  to  be  the  choice  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  for  the  office  of  Senator  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  as  aforesaid,  is  the  same  person  who  is  now  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  who  was  duly  chosen  by  the  people  at  the  election 
at  the  different  voting  places  in  the  State,  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  in  November,  A.  D.  1872,  to  fill  the  office  of  Governor  for  the 
period  of  four  years  from  the  second  Monday  in  January,  1873,  and  who, 
on  the  said  second  Monday  of  January,  1873,  took  the  oath  prescribed 
by  section  twenty-five  of  the  fifth  article*  of  the  constitution  of  the 
State,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  office. 

The  undersigned  are  constrained  to  regard  the  act  and  resolution  of 
this  body  aforesaid,  which,  to  the  extent  of  its  authority  in  that  behalf, 
has  elected  the  Governor  of  the  State  during  the  period  for  which  he 
was  elected  to  that  office,  to  another  office,  to  be  contrary  to  the  plain 
language  and  subversive  of  the  spirit  of  the  constitution  of  this  State, 
and  not  justified  by  any  of  the  well-defined  principles  of  our  form  of 
constitutional  government. 

To  support  the  opinion  which  they  have  expressed,  that  the  election 
of  the  Governor  of  the  State  by  the  General  Assembly  to  another  office 
within  the  period  for  which  he  was  elected,  is  contrary  to  the  plain  lan- 
guage of  the  constitution,  the  undersigned  do  not  consider  it  to  be 
necessary  to  do  more  than  to  quote  the  exact  and  comprehensive  lan- 
guage of  that  instrument.  By  the  last  clause  of  section  five  of  article 
five  of  the  constitution,  it  is  declared  that — 

"Neither  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  Secretary  of  State,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  nor 
Attorney-General,  shaU  be  eligible  to  any  other  office  during  the  period 
for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected.'' 

That  the  position  of  Senator  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is 
an  office,  none  will  deny ;  and  it  would  be  superfluous  to  say  that  it  is

another  and  different  office  from  that  of  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

The  undersigned  are  not  permitted  to  forget  that  those  who  deny  their 
obligation  to  support  and  obey  the  constitution  as  it  is  written,  assert 
that  the  office  of  Senator  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  was  not 
created  by  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  but  by 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  that,  therefore,  the  framers 
of  the  constitution  of  the  State  could  not  have  intended  by  the  language 
of  the  5th  section  of  the  6th  article  of  the  constitution  to  render  the 
Governor  of  the  State  ineligible  thereto. 

The  undersigned  consider  it  to  be  a  matter  of  profound  regret  that  it 
should  be  found  necessary  at  any  time,  or  for  any  reason,  to  depart  from 
the  language  employed  in  the  constitution  to  find  its  meaning,  or  that 
limitations  to  the  scope  of  its  provisions  should  be  supplied  by  con- 
jecture. 

But  even  those  who  insist  upon  disregarding  the  letter  of  the  consti- 
tution, in  obedience  to  an  interpretation  they  give  to  it,  upon  the  ground 
that  its  framers  failed  to  employ  the  language  proper  to  express  their 
real  meaning,  are  bound  to  concede  to  those  who  prefer  to  be  governed 
by  the  constitution  as  it  is  written,  that  the  office  of  Senator  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  from  the  State  of  Illinois,  actually  ex- 
isted when  the  clause  under  consider^^tion  was  adopted,  and  that  its 
existence  was  known  to  the  framers  of  the  constitution,  and  that  the 
language  employed  is  broad  enough  to  include  that  office;  and  the 
members  of  the  constitutional  convention,  the  most  eminent,  as  well  as 
the  most  experienced  citizens  of  the  State,  may  well  be  presumed  to 
have  known  that  a  seat  in  the  Senate  might  hereafter  be  considered  by 
ambitious  men  to  be  a  prize  of  such  magnitude  that  the  Governor,  in 
its  pursuit,  would  forget  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  State,  disre- 
gard the  duties  of  his  office,  or  shrink  from  their  fearless  performance, 
or  use  the  appointing  power  bestowed  upon  his  office  for  the  public 
good,  as  a  means  of  securing  supporters,  or  in  rewarding  their  services ; 
or  that  in  pursuit  of  place,  he  might  fail  to  remember  that  he  was  the 
chief  executive  magistrate  of  a  fi'ee  State,  and  become  the  blind  and 
8er\ile  follower,  who  would  regard  fidelity  to  a  mere  party  as  the  high- 
est duty  of  the  place  to  which  he  might  aspire. 

These  considerations,  in  the  judgment  of  the  undersigned,  afibrd  the 
most  convincing  reasons  for  believing  that  the  framers  of  the  constitu- 
tion used  the  broad  language  found  in  that  clause  quoted,  with  a  frill 
knowledge  of  its  actual  comprehension  and  meaning,  and  to  effect  an 
object  which  they  considered  to  be  in  the  highest  sense  important  to  the 
well-being  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

Nor  are  the  undersigned  unaware  that  it  is  urged  that  the  people  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  have  no  power  by  the  constitution  to  declare  any 
citizen  ineligible  to  the  office  of  Senator  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States ;  or,  as  the  proposition  is  sometimes  stated,  the  States  have  no 
power  to  prescribe  the  qualifications  of  a  Senator,  and  the  undersigned 

^^  ready  to  admit  the  proposition,  when  stated  in  either  mode,  to  be 
true. 

The  oflSce  of  Senator  is  created  by  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  qualifications  of  a  Senator  are  prescribed  by  that  instru- 
ment, and  no  State  can  by  its  constitution,  or  otherwise,  dispense  with 
the  quaUfications  required  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  or 
lAfiiBt  upon  qualifications  in  addition  to  those  prescribed  by  that  instru- 
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ment ;  but  the  x)eople  of  the  State  may,  beyond  all  question,  provide  by 
their  constitution  tiiat  any  citizen  elected  to  the  office  of  Governor  shall, 
by  ^is  acceptance  of  that  office,  incapacitate  himself  from  the  accept- 
ance of  any  other  office  during  the  period  for  which  he  was  elected;  and 
they  may,  by  declaring  him  ineligible  to  any  other  office  during  his 
term^  make  it  their  own  duty,  and  that  of  their  representatives  in  the 
General  Assembly,  to  withhold  their  votes  for  another  office  from  a  per- 
son thus  declared  ineligible  or  incapable.  We  have  already  adverted 
to  some  of  the  considerations  that  might  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  that  sound  political  policy  demanded  that  certain  offi- 
cers should  not  be  permitted  to  hold  any  other  office  during  the  period 
for  which  they  were  elected,  and  they  might,  as  they  have  done  in  the 
fifth  section  of  the  fifth  article  of  the  constitution,  declare  that  to  be 
their  will,  and  such  a  provision  does  not,  in  any  manner  that  we  can 
perceive,  conflict  with  tiie  rule  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
already  adverted  to. 

The  undersigned  will  not  discuss  the  force  of  the  argument  urged  by 
those  who  insist  that,  on  some  former  occasion  in  the  history  of  the 
State,  the  General  A^ssembly  of  the  State  disregarded  its  constitution 
and  elected  a  citizen  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  in 
opposition  to  one  of  its  provisions,  nor  will  they  undertake  to  determine 
the  value  of  the  reasoning  by  which  it  is  sought  to  distinguish  the  case 
referred  to  from  that  of  the  election  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  to 
another  office  within  the  first  month  after  he  and  the  members  of  the 
GenemI  Assembly  here  had  taken  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution. 

The  undersigned,  for  themselves,  deny  the  authority  of  all  pretended 
precedents  that  are  without  the  support  of  sound  principles.  They 
deny  that  the  people  of  the  State  are  to  be  forever  bound  by  the  erro- 
neous acts  of  past  legislatures,  but  insist  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
present  General  Assembly  to  perceive  and  obey  the  prevailing  impulse 
of  the  public  mind  to  correct  abuses,  denounce  bad  precedents,  and 
again  to  recur  to  the  principles  of  pglicy  and  constitutional  construction 
so  obviously  demanded  by  the  intelligent  and  earnest  freemen  of  the 
State.

Xaolted  by  the  Senate,  the  Souge  of  Representatives  concurring  herein,  (two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  votin;?  herefor,)  That  the  following  amendments  to  article  four  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  State,  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  this  State,  for  adoption  or  rejftction,  at 
the  next  election  of  members  of  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  In  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law, 
to- wit: 

"Section  7.  The  population  of  the  State,  as  ascertained  by  the  federal  census,  shall  be  divided  by 
the  number  one  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  the  quotient  shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the 
Hooae  of  Kopresentativea.  Every  county  or  division  shall  be  entitleil  t-o  one  representative,  when  its 
population  is  thre«-fitths  of  the  ratio,  if  any  coimty  has  less  than  three-fifths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be 
attached  to  the  at^ulning  county  having  the  least  population,  to  which  no  other  county  has,  for  the 
sane  reason,  been  attached,  and  the  two  shall  constitute  a  8eparat«  division.  Every  county  or  division 
having  a  population  not  less  than  the  ratio  and  three-fifths,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatives, 
and  for  each  additional  number  of  inhabitants  equal  to  tne  ratio,  one  representative.  Counties  or  di- 
Tinions  entitled  to  two  or  more  representatives,  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  districts  as  the  county 
or  (livLsion  may  be  entitled  to  representatives,  each  entitled  to  one  representative.  Such  district  shall 
h^  formed  of  contii^uous  and  compact  territory,  and  contain,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  an  etjual  number 
of  infaabitantB  to  tne  other  district  or  districts  in  the  same  county  or  division,  but  no  district  shall  con- 
tain less  than  three- fifths  of  tbe  representative  ratio.  After  the  year  one  thousand  ei^rht  hundred  and 
ei*;hty,  tbe  whole  population  shall  be  divided  by  the  number  one*^hnndred  and  fifty-nine,  and  the  quo- 
tient Vholl  be  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  ensuing  ten  years,  and 
six  ailditional  representatives  shall  be  adde<l  for  every  five  hundred  thousand  increase  of  population  at 
each  decennial  census  thereafter,  and  be  apportioned  in  the  same  manner  as  above  provided." 

"Section  8.  When  a  county  or  division  shall  have  a  fraction  of  population  above  what  shall  entitle 
it  to  one  representative  or  more,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  ibregoine  section,  amounting  to 
one-fifth  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  one  additional  representative  in  tne  fifth  term  of  each  de- 
cennial period.  When  such  fraction  is  two-fi.fths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  lep- 
rwentative  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  terms  of  said  periods.  When  the  fraction  is  three-fifths  of  the  ratio, 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  representative  in  the  first,  second  and  third  terms,  respectively. 
When  the  fraction  is  four-fifths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  representative  in  the 
first  aecond,  third  and  fonrth*terms,  respectively.  Such  additional  representative  shall  be  elected  st 
larg^  for  such  county  or  division,  by  general  ticket"

A  quorum  of  both  houses  having  appeared,  the  Secretary  of  the  Sen- 
ate then  proceeded  to  read  the  journal  of  the  Senate  of  yesterday. 

The  Clerk  of  the  House  then  proceeded  to  read  the  journal  of  yester- 
day of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

And  it  appearing,  from  the  reading  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Bepresentatives,  that  Richard  J.  Oglesby  had  received  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  each  house,  he  was  declared  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  elected  Senator  to  represent  the  State  of  Illinois 
in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  years  from 
the  fourth  of  March  next. 

Mr.  Donahue  (a  Senator)  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

RoitAted,  That  there  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Housej  a  committee  of  five  (5)  to  notify  the 
Hon.  BJchard  J.  Oglesby  of  nis  election  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  for  the  term  of  six  years, 
ftvm  the  fourth  day  of  March  next. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  appointed  as  such  committee  the  following : 
Messrs.  Donahue  and  Upton  of  the  Senate ;  Messrs.  Rountree,  Hildrup 
and  Mann  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Oglesby  appeared  pursuant  to  the  invitation,  and  addressed  the 
General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  :  The  committee  selected  by  this  body  has  informed  me 
of  the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the  journals  of  the  two  houses,  and  that 
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the  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House  has  formally  announced  my  elec- 
tion to  the  United  States  Senate  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  4tli 
of  March  next.  After  the  action  in  the  past  few  days,  it  would  not  be 
in  good  taste  to  affect  astonishment  at  the  result. 

That  I  am  profoundly  touched  by  this  expression  of  confidence  and 
trust,  you  may  believe ;  but  you  cannot  be  conscious,  as  I  am,  of  the 
deep  impression  it  leaves  upon  me.  I  \^ill  not  seem  to  reflect  upon 
your  prudence  in  making  the  choice  by  unnece*ssarily  alluding  to  or 
pleading  the  lack  of  tliose  qualities  so  indispensable  in  one  called  to  the 
discharge  of  responsibilities  so  grave.  I  cannot  avoid  the  feeling,  how- 
ever, that  I  stand  upon  perilous  ground.  1  do  not  forget  that  Illinois 
has  been  represented  in  the  United  Stiites  Senate  by  able  and  distin- 
guished men,  who  have  reflected  great  credit  upon  the  State  and  nation. 
I  shall  not  be  so  vain  as  to  hox>e  for  much. 

Gentlemen,  you  are  generally  somewhat  acquainted  with  me,  and  I 
will  do  myself  the  favor  to  believe  that  in  bestowing  this  great  honor 
upon  me,  you  do  not  expect  that  I  am  going  there  for  the  purpose  of 
adorning  the  position  of  United  States  Senator  with  unusual  qualities. 
You  know  tlmt  I  am  but  a  plain,  common  man.  You  know  how  little 
of  education  I  have ;  that  my  life  has  been  spent  in  the  West ;  that  I 
have  lived  and  grown  up  unto  manhood  upon  the  wild  and  beautiful 
prairies  of  Illinois.  I  feel  that  I  am  as  devotedly  attached  to  the  Stat^ 
as  I  can  afford  to  be.  We  are  sufficiently  governed  by  those  selfish  con- 
siderations that  pertain  to  us  on  account  of  the  localities  where  our 
lives  are  spent.  By  nature  we  are  State's-rightii  men,  quite  sufficiently. 
I  do  not  forget  the  injunction  of  the  father  of  our  country,  to  cultivate 
a  habitual  attachment  to  the  Union.  He  wisely  reflected  how  natund 
it  was  or  would  be,  for  all  of  us  to  give  our  first  attention  and  our  first 
affection  to  the  city,  county  or  State,  in  which  we  might  reside.  There 
was  no  necessity  to  cultivate  an  habitual  attaiihment  to  our  States ;  but 
there  was  great  necessity  for  implanting  in  the  hearts  of  the  i>eople  the 
idea  of  constant  devotion  to  and  love  for  the  Union.  The  Union,  in 
some  sense,  is  away,  far  aw^ay,  from  us ;  but  the  State  is  perpetually 
and  ever  present  with  us. 

Once  in  the  United  States  Senate,  I  will  make  it  one  of  my  first  du- 
ties to  acquaint  myself,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  with  the  ordinary  duties 
of  the  office.  I  confess  I  am  a  stranger  to  those  duties.  When  called 
upon  to  act  as  a  Senator,  I  shall  believe  that  it  is  the  wish  of  the  people 
of  the  Stat<^  of  Illinois,  of  both  and  all  parties,  that  legislation  shall  not 
be  shaped  there  in  reference  to  special  favors  to  this  State ;  that  Illinois 
only  looks  to  the  general  good  of  the  whole  Republic,  and  does  not  sel- 
fishly desire  any  preference  to  herself.  She  is  a  part  of  a  great  republic, 
and  understands  how  important  it  is  to  maintain  and  perpetuate  that 
republic.  I  would  look,  then,  first  to  the  general  good  in  all  laws. 
However,  wherever  or  whenever,  I  may  be  able  to  bestow,  properly  and 
constitutionally,  any  advantage  upon  our  own  State,  I  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  willing  to  do  so.  Further  than  that,  I  would  not  feel  justified,  by 
my  convictions  and  feelings,  in  going.  Generally,  I  shall  be  directed 
by  the  policy  and  opinions  of  the  Republican  party.  I  may  be  excused 
for  saying  this;  but  I  have  great  faith  in  its  principles  and  puri)oses. 
By  the  character  of  the  general  laws  it  has  passed  through  Congress,  by 
its  past  history,  by  its  principles  declared  in  its  platforms,  and  by  that 
general  and  elevated  i)olicy  which  I  know  it  ever  has  in  view,  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  that  would  be  my  general  course. 
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I  do  not  forget  that  even  members  of  the  Eepnblican  party  differ,  ma- 
terially difter,  upon  many  financial  measures.  How  diihcult,  then,  it 
will  be  to  represent  the  views  of  all.  80  far  as  party  is  concerned,  I 
must  consider  it  as  a  light  for  my  action  in  the  broadest  sense,  but  in  a 
still  more  general  sense  will  try  to  ascertain  the  views  and  ideas  of  the 
whole  people,  for,  after  all,  that  is  the  most  truthful  mode  of  proceeding, 
and  to  that  line  of  policy  I  trust  I  shall  steadily  adhere. 

But,  gentlemen,  in  the  thousand  measures  that  are  to  come  before 
Congress,  which  do  not  reach  the  people  until  after  they  are  acted  upon, 
bills  of  an  immaterial  character,  and  appropriations  for  all  imaginary 
pui-poses,  you  cannot  possibly  know  the  course  of  your  representatives 
any  more  than  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  can  know,  to-day,  what 
will  be  your  course  in  the  various  measures  submitted  to  you. 

Very  much,  then,  depends  upon  the  charaeter  and*  fitness  of  the  per- 
son, as  to  how  he  will  vot«  upon  the  immaterial  and  subordinate  mat- 
ters that  may  come  before  Congress. 

In  that  respect  I  can  only  promise  you  to  try  to  be  a  prudent  man. 
I  shall  never  vote,  as  I  now  feel  and  believe,  for  any  measure  calculated 
to  dissipate  and  waste  the  revenues  of  the  nation.  I  shall  feel  that  they 
are  constantly  to  be  guarded,  especially  when  the  nation  is  tilled  with 
the  great  enterprises  of  a  busy  and  active  i)eople,  who  may  desire  aid 
from  the  national  treasury. 

Then,  with  these  considerations,  which  I  think  it  is  prudent  for  me  to 
submit  to-day  in  connection  with  what  I  have  said  before,  I  will  dismiss 
that  subject.  • 

I  am  extremely  obliged  to  the  opposition  of  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  kind  and  resi)ectful  manner  in  which  they  have  treated  me,  person- 
ally, in  this  contest.  I  come  out  of  it  without  a  single  unkind  feeling 
towanls  a  solitary  member  of  the  Legislature  who  thought  it  his  duty 
to  vote  for  my  distinguished  opponent.  • 

I  am  informed,  however,  that  a  protest  has  been  or  will  be^presented 
against  my  election  to  the  United  States  Senate.  I  wish  to  say  to  the 
gentlemen  who  have  signed  that  protest,  that  I  wholly,  positively  and 
most  distinctly  differ  and  dissent  from  the  views  of  that  protest,  which 
I  saw  this  morning,  for  the  first  time,  in  the  *' Illinois  State  Eegister.'' 
I  do  not  doubt  their  sincerity,  nor  do  I  doubt  their  purpose  to  be  held 
hereafter  to  that  protest. 

I  claim  your  attention  for  a  moment  or  two,  because  I  have  been  re- 
quested to  do  so,  upon  that  point.  I  could  not  feel  that  1  was  doing  right 
in  leaving  this  presence  and  accepting  a  position  from  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  to  sit  in  the  United  States  Senate,  with  the  conscious- 
ness that  any  man  in  the  State  felt  that  I  had  unworthily  or  improperly 
accepted  it.  It  would  mar  the  great  pleasure  of  the  great  honor  which 
you  have  conferred  upon  me.  I  am  entirely  conscientious  upon  this 
question*  For  a  moment,  therefore,  I  will  present  to  you  one  or  two 
considerations  relating  to  this  subject,  from  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

Article  6,  says,  "The  constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of 
the  land.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  and  the  members  of  the 
several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial  officers,  both 
of  the  United  States  and  the  several  States,  shall  be  bound  by  oath  to 
support  this  constitution." 
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Gentlemen,  this  constitution  was  framed  by  our  forefathers — ^by  the 
people  who  founded  this  republic — and  was  in  active  operation  thirty 
years  before  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Illinois  into  the  Union. 
Wlien  we  came  into  the  Union,  we  bound  ourselves  by  a  solemn  oath 
and  covenant  to  abide  by,  respect  and  defend  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States.  I  take  it  that  these  i^rovisions  are  full,  and  leave  no 
doubt  in  any  gentleman's  mind,  whether  citizen,  Eepresentative  or  Sen- 
ator, as  to  his  duty. 

What  did  that  constitution  then  say!  "All  legivslative  power  herein 
granted,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Congi^ess  of  the  United  States,  which 
shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives." 

Section  3,  article  1 — "No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not 
have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant 
of  the  State  from  which  he  is  chosen.'' 

Each  State  is  entitled  to  its  equal  representation  in  the  National  Con- 
gress ;  and  each  Senator  is  entitled  to  one  vote.  Upon  this  subject  you 
have  substantially  all  there  iS  in  the  constitution. 

I  have  taken  a  solemn  oath,  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to 
maintain  and  defend  that  constitution  as  the  supreme  law  of  the  nation. 
I  took  it  but  the  other  day,  in  your  presence  here.  I  took  it  as  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  called  to  the  high  dignity  and  honor  of  the  office 
of  Governor  of  Ulinois.  High  as  was  the  position,  it  was  not  (as  no 
position  in  this  land  is)  above  the  position  of  American  citizenship. 

Where  did  this  position  of  United  Sjtates  Senator  come  from  f  Did 
the  State  of  Illinois  create  it  f  Did  any  State  in  the  Union  create  it  f 
It  did  not  exist  in  the  colonial  times,  nor  under  the  federation.  It  was 
created  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  national  con- 
stitution fixes  his  qualifications  for  the  ofiice. 

How  wise  our  forefathers  were!  It  was  a  delicate  question  in  those 
days.  It,was  a  question  of  State  sovereignty  and  State's  rights ;  when 
they  came  to  cx)nsider  the  qualities  a  United  States  Senator  should  pos- 
sess, the  broadest  and  most  liberal  ideas  prevailed,  so  that  it  might  be 
open  to  almost  efery  person  in  the  land ;  there  was  to  be  no  titled  no- 
bility here,  no  privileged  families  in  America,  no  high  political  preroga- 
tives among  our  people,  but  every  citizen  of  the  United  States  was  to 
be  eligible  to  the  ofQce  if  thirty-five  years  of  age,  nine  years  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  for  which  he  is  chosen. 
The  wisdom  of  the  men  who  framed  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  settled  the  qualifications  of  United  States  Senators.  I  feel  that 
I  am  concerned  in  supporting  that  constitution.  There  is  not  a  gentle- 
man before  me  that  ha«  not  taken  a  solemn  oath  to  support  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  and  are  made  the  agents,  by  the  constitu- 
tion, to  elect  a  United  States  Senator.  You  are  not  clothed  with  that 
authority  by  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

You  have  discharged  the  duty  imposed  upon  you,  to-day,  and  I  stand 
here  as  the  recipient  of  your  gre^t  favor. 

Have  I  been  violating  any  law  in  resigning  the  office  of  Governor, 
and  in  accepting  that  of  Senator  !  I  think  I  have  not.  The  State  of 
Illinois  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  creation  of  the  office  of  United 
States  Senator.  Would  it  be  wise  to  seem  to  put  the  State  of  Illinois 
in  opposition  or  antagonism  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 
Is  it  wise  to  put  upon  our  constitution  a  different  meaning  from  that  the 
gentlemen  who  framed  it  intended  ?    Is  it  a  wise  thing  to  force  upon  its 
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provisions  a  construction  and  an  interpretation  which  they  never  meant 
it  should  have?  Did  the  Iramers  of  the  last  constitution  of  Illinois, 
when  they  put  the  provision  of  ineligibility  as  to  oflBce  within  the  State, 
mean  to  go  beyond  the  boundaries  of  Illinois  to  touch  the  qualifications 
of  a  United  States  Senator  f  Does  the  constitution  of  Illinois  mean  to 
come  in  contact  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  f  Is  it  a  fair 
iDteri)retatioii  to  put  upon  our  own  acts?  Illinois  is  characterized  for 
her  devotion  to  the  Union,  and  for  lier  uniform  good  faith  in  observing 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

I  am  slow  to  believe  that  this  body  would  do  this,  or  assume  a  posi- 
tion of  antagonism  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  If  the 
State  of  Illinois  may  say  that  the  Governor  is  ineligible  to  the  United 
States  Senatorship,  then  she  may  say  that  every  one  of  this  body  is 
ineligible  to  the  same  ofiice,  and  there  is  no  limit  that  can  be  put  upon 
her  discretion  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

There  have  been  repeated  decisions  in  the  United  States  Senate  upon 
this  question,  to  which  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  refer  fully. 

I  would  not  have  taken  up  so  much  time  on  this  question,  but  some 
gentlemen  came  to  me  and  desired  that  I  should  give  my  views  upon  it, 
and  I  have  done  so. 

Another  question  I  wish  to  refer  to.  The  very  law  was  prescribexl  by 
the  National  Congress,  Hxing  the  time  and  manner  of  this  election. 
Sorely  then,  Illinois,  and  the  people  of  Illinois,  will  not  believe  that  our 
constitutiou  contains  anything  completely  contradictory  to  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

I  beg  leave  to  have  your  attention  for  a  few  moments,  until  I  reply  to 
one  clause  in  the  protest  which  has  been  or  will  be  hied.  I  wish,  in  the 
name  of  the  liepublican  party  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  my  own  name, 
personally,  and  in  defense  of  the  honorable  gentleman  whom  the  oppo- 
sition voted  for  as  United  States  Senator  to-day,  to  put  the  true  inter- 
pretation upon  that  sentence.    I  will  read  it. 

"  The  undersigned  will  not  discuss  the  force  of  the  argument  urged 
hy  those  who  insist  that,  on  some  former  occasion  in  the  history  of  the 
State,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  disregarded  its  constitution 
ftnd  elected  a  citizen  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  in  op- 
position to  one  of  its  provisions.'' 

To  you,  gentlemen,  who  have  tiled  or  will  file  this  protest,  allow  me 
to  say  that  the  Eepublican  party  never  did  take  the  ground  that  the 
election  of  Judge  Trumbull  was  unconstitutional.  On  the  contrary,  we 
have  always  held  that  he  was  constitutionally  elected,  and  was  eligible 
to  a  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate,  and  I  should  be  slow  to  believe 
that  a  gentleman  of  Judge  Trumbull's  ability  and  eminent  qualities, 
would  have  taken  a  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate  if  he  had  thought 
he  was  violating  the  constitution  in  so  doing. 

I  reply  to  these  gentlemen  by  saying  that  I  have  never  held  that  the 
constitution  was  violated  then.  The  United  States  Senate  itself  went 
into  a  long  and  laborious  examination  of  the  question.  There  were  but 
eight  or  ten  aiiti-slavery  men  in  the  Senate  at  that  time,  but  when  the 
vote  was  taken  on  the  admission  of  Judge  Trumbull,  thirty-six  or  thirty- 
eight  votes  were  given  in  the  affirmative,  and  only  six  or  eight  votes  in 
the  negative.  The  question  was  settled  in  that  case  by  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  by  the  American  people  was  deemed  so  settled  finally 
and  forever. 
The  question  is  settled  by  Senatorial  action,  settled  by  the  verdict  of 
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the  people,  and  I  am  a  little  astonished  that  it  is  revived  and  brought 
up  against  me  to-day ;  and  I  promise  you  gentlemen  who  have  filed  this 
protest,  that,  so  far  as  1  am  concerned,  1  will  again  settle  the  question 
by  aecepting  the  office. 

I  feel  it  is  proper  for  me  to  state,  before  retiring  from  the  stand,  that 
to-morrow  morning  I  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  uiy 
resignation  of  the  office  of  Governor,  to  take  effect  at  twelve  o'clock  of 
that  day,  when  the  honorable  gentleman,  who  sit«  on  my  left,  will  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 
I  feel  the  gravity  of  the  step  as  much  as  any  of  you,  and  I  should  l)e 
loth  to  take  it,  did  I  not  feel  that  beyond  this  honorable  body  1  can 
reach  out  to  the  people  and  find  indorsement  Ibr  r^iy  course.  There  is 
where  my  political  faith  leads  me.  It  was  an  injunction  that  the  im- 
mortal Lincoln  i)ut  upon  me,  when,  as  a  young  man,  he  kindly  adviised 
me  as  to  my  political  life,  "if  you  wish  to  become  useful  and  successful 
as  a  public  man,  never  get  very  far  away  from  the  people.''  It  is  the 
fountain  to  go  to  for  justice,  for  truth,  for  patriotism ;  it  is  the  fountain 
to  go  to  for  political  rectitude,  and  I  believe  that  the  people  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  will  sustain  me  in  the  step  I  am  about  to  take. 

I  return  to  you  my  hearty  thanks  for  the  great  honor  you  have  con- 
ferred u|K)n  me. 

After  which,  the  Senate  returned  in  a  body  to  the  Senate  Chamber. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Sheldon  was  allowed  to  record  his  vote  in 
the  affirmative  on  the  passage  of  House  bill  No.  72. 

The  President  presented  the  following  report  of  the  special  committee 
of  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly  appointed  to  visit  Perry 
Springs  and  to  ascertain  on  what  terms  it  could  be  purchased: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  Hoiuieof  Representatives  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Gentlemen  :  At  the  adjourned  session  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted,  to- 
wit: 

Whrrbas  from  official  report*  made  to  this  Leirislatare  that  there  is  a  ^at  scarcity  of  water  at 
some  of  the  State  Iii8titutioiiH,  located  at  JaokHonvine,  and  that  it  will  n'qnire  large  sinus  of  money  to 
be  drawn  from  thn  State  trtiasury  to  make  such  additious  to  the  buildiugs  as  will  iuake  them  coiuf<irt- 
able  for  the  inmates  thereof,  and  to  procure  a  suihcieut  supply  of  water  for  their  health :  therc'fore, 
belt 

liesolved  by  the  House  of  Hepresentativet,  the  Senate  concurring  herein^  That  a  committee  of  thn*  on 


the  part  of  the  IIousci,  aud  two  ou  the  part  of  the  Senate,  be  appointed  to  C4jnfer  with  the  ]iroj)rietor9 
of  Perry  Sprinss,  located  in  Pike  county,  State  of  Illinois,  and  ascertain  upon  what  t«nn8  said  plftct) 
can  be  obtained  by  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  one  of  the  asylums  at  Jackson xille,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  t*ne  Legiidature  as  soon  as  such  information  can  be  obtained. 

In  pursuance  of  the  above  resolution,  there  were  ai)pointed  on  the 
part  of  the  House,  by  the  Speaker  thereof,  Messrs.  Laudrum,  Phelp*^ 
and  McMasters,  and  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  by  tlie  President  thereof, 
Messrs.  lieddick  and  Strevell,  to  constitute  the  committee. 

The  resolution  was  passed  late  in  the  session,  aud  in  consequence  the 
committee  did  not  have  an  opi)ortunity  of  visiting  the  Springs  and  ac- 
quiring the  desired  information  prior  to  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
last  General  Assembly,  and  therefore  the  result  of  their  observations  is 
submitted  to  your  honorable  body. 

By  agreement,  and  in  accordance  with  an  invitation  from  B.  A.  Wa^ 
son,  Esq.,  the  owner  and  proprietor  of  the  PeiTy  Springs  property,  on 
the  tenth  day  of  July,  1872,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  committee 
assembled  at  Perry  Springs,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  resolu- 
tion. Although  the  resolution,  by  its  terms,  did  not  require  the  com- 
mittee to  do  more  than  to  ascertain  upon  w^hat  terms  the  property  could 
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be  acquired  for  the  uses  specified,  and  to  report  the  result  of  their  in- 
vestigations upon  that  subject,  the  committee,  after  deliberation,  deemed 
it  advisable  to  include  in  their  report  a  description  of  the  property  and 
a  statement  of  such  other  facts  as  might  be  required  by  your  honorable 
body  in  the  event  of  being  called  upon  to  take  action  in  the  matter. 

The  Perry  Mineral  Springs  are  located  in  a  valley  near  a  small  stream 
in  the  heavily  wooded  hills  lying  west  of  the  Illinois  river,  and  about 
seven  miles  from  that  stream.  The  hills  about  the  Springs  rise  to  the 
dignity  of  lofty  bluffs,  and  are  covered  with  a  dense  growth  of  timber, 
and  are  cut  and  divided  by  numerous  rapines,  valleys  and  creeks. 
They  are  situate  eight  miles  from  Naples,  on  the  Illinois  river ;  eight 
miles  from  Griggsville,  on  the  Hannibal  and  Naples  railroad }  six  miles 
from  Perry  Springs  station,  on  the  Toledo,  Wabash  and  Western  Rail- 
way, which  is  midway  between  Springfield  and  Quincy,  Illinois ;  and 
three  miles  from  Perry,  a  town  of  one  thousand  inhabitants.  Stages 
are  run  to  connect  with  trains  at  Griggsville  and  at  Perry  Springs  sta- 
tion, and  with  steamboats  at  Napleis.  The  scenery  for  many  miles  in 
every  direction  around  the  Springs  is  diversified  and  beautiful,  and  they 
are  said  to  be  beyond  the  limit  of  fogs  and  miasmatic  influences  from 
the  Illinois  river. 

The  principal  structure  or  hotel  at  the  Springs  is  a  frame  building 
hanng  a  frontage  of  ninety  (90)  feet,  a  depth  of  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  (115)  feet,  a  hight  of  four  (4)  stories,  and  a  wing  or  addition  at- 
tached three  stones  high,  twenty-two  (22)  feet  wide  and  seventy  (70) 
feet  long.  Verandas  extend  around  on  two  sides  on  a  level  with  the 
first  and  second  stories.  This  building  contains  seventy-two  (72)  sleep- 
iug  apartments,  with  transom  lights  over  the  doors,  an  office  85  x  60 
feet,  a  parlor  40  x  40  fe«t,  a  dining  room  40  x  80  feet,  fifteen  large  bath 
rooms  supplied  with  water  from  the  iron  spring,  both  hot  and  cold ;  a 
kitchen  of  ample  dimensions,  and  with  all  the  apparatus  sufficient  to 
accommodate  all  the  wants  of  the  hotel ,  the  ceilings  are  high  and  the 
halls  wide,  and  stairways  at  the  front  and  rear  of  the  building  extend 
to  the  top  story ;  and  besides  these,  an  escapement  runs  from  the  fourth 
floor  to  the  side  of  the  hill  adjoining.  Attached  to  the  kitchen  is  a 
laundry  and  a  saw  mill,  operated  by  a  six-horse  power  steam  engine ;  an 
ice  house  having  a  capacity  of  120  tons,  and  large  cellars,  water  tanks 
and  cisterns,  the  latter  having  a  capacity  of  500  barrels  each. 

East  of  (and  158  feet  from)  the  main  building  above  described,  is  the 
'*old  house,"  22  x  126  feet,  two  stories  high,  containing  twenty-four  (24) 
sleeping  rooms,  a  dining  room,  a  cellar  and  a  kitchen.  This  structure 
is  composed  partly  of  wood  and  partly  of  concrete ;  50  feet  in  length  is 
constructed  of  the  former  material,  and  76  feet  of  the  latter.  It  is 
connected  with  the  principal  building  by  a  covered  bridge  or  pavilion, 
which  spans  a  small  creek  running  between  the  two  buildings. 

At  short  distances  from  the  main  building  are  Your  well  finished  cot- 
tages, having  four  rooms  each,  ten  temporary  cottages,  and  two  houses 
for  tenants.  Three  hundred  feet  from  the  main  building  is  ^  structure 
20  X  80  feet,  two  stories  high,  at  present  used  for  a  ball  room,  gymna- 
sium and  store  room.  Besides  the  buildings  above  enumerated  is  a 
bam,  and  a  bowling  alley,  22  x  90  feet.  The  buildings  are  in  a  good 
state  of  preservation,  excepting  the  barn  and  a  few  of  the  cottages.  The 
inain  building  is  comparatively  new,  and  is  conveniently  arranged,  hay- 
ing many  advantages  peculiarly  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  public 
institutions.

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The  mineral  springs  are  three  in  number,  denominated  the  iron,  the 
magnesia,  and  the  sulphur,  respectively.  The  magnesia  spring  is  situate 
25  feet  from  the  main  building,  and  between  that  and  the  "old  house.'' 
The  sJJring  is  covered  with  a  tasteful  and  substantial  pavilion,  the  sides 
walled  and  the  bottom  paved^  as  is  usual  with  springs  at  fashionable 
watering  places.  The  iron  spring  is  covered,  walled  and  paved  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  magnesia  spring,  and  is  situate  21G  feet  south  of 
the  main  building,  with  which  it  is  connected  by  an  inch  iron  pipe, 
through  which  water  is  forced  by  a  steam  pump  as  high  as  the  third 
floor  of  the  main  building,  in  quantities  sufficient  for  300  baths  per  day. 
The  sulphur  spring  is  situate  400  feet  north  of  the  main  building,  and 
has  a  flow  of  water  much  greater  than  that  of  the  iron  or  magnesia 
springs.  Two  fresh  water  springs,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  tbe 
main  building,  have  a  connection  with  a  reservoir  covering  nearly  an 
acre,  which  is  below  the  springs  and  on  a  level  with  the  upper  story  of 
the  main  building.  A  pipe,  through  which  a  plentiful  supply  of  water 
is  furnished,  runs  from  this  reservoir  to  the  fountain  in  front  of  the 
hotel  and  to  the  laundry.  These  fresh  water  springs  had  a  strong  flow 
of  water,  but  the  committee  had  no  means  by  which  to  estimate  its 
quantity.  It  is  estimated  that  the  flow  from  the  other  springs  will  fur- 
nish 500  barrels  or  20,000  gallons  of  water  per  day.  The  temperature 
of  the  wat^  from  the  mineral  spring  is  equable,  being  about  48  degrees 
in  winter,  and  in  summer  about  50  degrees  Fahrenheit.  According  to 
the  statement  of  the  proprietor,  the  flow  of  water  from  the  springs  is 
scarcely  variable,  being  slightly  reduced  during  extremely  dry  seasons. 
The  committee  were  furnished  with  the  following  analysis  of  the  waters 
of  the  three  mineral  springs,  said  to  have  been  made  by  Dr.  Englemann, 
a  scientific  chemist.  The  figures  represent  the  number  of  grains  of 
mineral  matter  in  each  gallon  of  water :

At  the  time  the  committee  visited  the  springs,  a  number  of  people 
were  there  for  the  purpose  of  pleasure  and  of  availing  themselves  of  the 
beneficial  effects  of  the  waters,  and  the  testimony  of  those  was  quite 
unanimous  in  favor  of  their  healthful  properties.  Especially  in  cases  of 
dispepsia  and  diseases  of  the  liver  and  kidneys,  were  the  waters  said  to 
be  eftJcacious.  The  water  from  the  iron  spring,  the  committee  learned, 
was  greatly  beneficial  in  cases  of  debility,  and  more  particularly  in  Ciises 
of  nervous  prostration,  caused  by  the  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  liquors. 
It  was  affirmed  by  many  who  were  qualified  to  speak  from  experience, 
that  the  iron  water,  used  as  a  beverage  for  a  short  time,  would  destroy 
the  desire  for  intoxicating  drinks,  and  restore  the  system  to  its  normal 
vigorous  condition.    The  magnesia  and  sulphur  springs  are  said,  in  like 
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manner,  to  be  valuable  for  their  medicinal  qualities  in  curing  certaii^ 
other  diseases. 

In  addition  to  the  buildings  and  springs,  and  a  part  of  the  property, 
is  a  farm,  containing  104  acres  of  land,  a  large  portion  of  which  is  im- 
proved. The  vegetable  garden  contains  six  acres,  in  a  good  state  of 
cultivation;  the  vineyard,  three  acres,  with  3,000  vines;  the  apple 
orehard,  250  trees ;  the  peach  orchard,  250  trees ;  the  cherry  orchard, 
120  trees ;  and  gardens  with  an  abundance  of  small  fruits.  In  the  val- 
ley in  which  the  buildings  stand,  and  lying  around  them,  is  a  park  of 
24  acres,  which  is  neatly  and  tastefully  laid  out,  and  ornamented  with 
trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  in  front  of  the  main  building.  Fifty  acres  of 
the  farm  are  set  apart  for  pasturage,  atid  15  acres  are  covered  with 
heavy  timber.  The  fences  are  comparatively  well  kept  up,  and  are  of 
the  usual  rail  material,  excepting  the  park,  which  is  fenced  with 
pickets. 

The  price  fixed  by  Mr.  Watson  for  the  whole  property,  exclusive  of  the 
furniture,  and  the  sum  which  he  stated  that  he  was  willing  to  receive, 
was  $75,000.  He  further  stated  that  the  title  to  the  whole  prox>erty  was 
in  him,  and  that  if  the  State  of  Illinois  desired  to  purchase  it,  the  terms 
need  not  provide  for  payment  of  any  portion  of  the  purchase  price  until 
January  1, 1874. 

The  committee  do  not  feel  authorized  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the 
many  questions  which  are  naturally  involved  in  the  proposition  to  pur- 
chase; nor  can  they  presume  to  judge  of  the  advisability  of  any  action 
which  the  General  Assembly  or  the  State  may  adopt. 

The  committee  deem  it  proper  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  courte- 
sies bestowed  upon  and  extended  to  them  during  their  stay,  by  Mr. 
Watson.

You  have  chosen  me  to  fill  a  very  important  office,  and  it  is  with 
somewhat  of  hesitancy  and  distrust  of  my  ability,  that  I  enter  upon  its 
grave  responsibilities.

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To  preside  over  the  Senate,  composed  as  it  is  of  some  of  the  ablest 
men  of  the  State,  requires  a  higher  order  of  qualifications,  and  a  larger 
experience,  than  I  am  conscious  of  possessing.  Whether,  in  attempting 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office,  I  shall  succeed  cr  not,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  meet  your  expectations,  and  prove  myself,  in  any  degree, 
worthy  of  the  confidence  you  have  bestowed  upon  me,  remains  to  l^  de- 
cided by  the  test  of  practicable  experience,  by  which  every  man  who 
enters  upon  any  serious  undeil^king  must  be  tried,  and  by  which  the 
measure  of  his  success  is  determined.  But  no  person  could  be  more 
anxious  to  succeed  than  myself,  and  it  shall  be  my  earnest  endeavor  at 
all  times  to  fill  the  position  acceptably. 

I  shall  doubtless  make  many  mistakes,  and  they  will  perhaps  be  more 
noticeable  by  way  of  contrast,  on  account  of  the  eminent  success  of  my 
late  predecessors,  whose  familiarity  with  parliamentary  usage,  long  ex- 
perience in  presiding  over  legislative  assemblies,  have  enabled  them  to 
achieve  an  exalted  and  honorable  reputation ;  and  should  mistakes  occur 
on  my  part,  I  feel  assured  that  I  shall  have  your  indulgence  and  forbear- 
ance, as  well  as  your  cordial  support  and  co-operation  in  conducting  the 
business  of  the  Senate,  if  you  become  convinced  that  my  intention  is  to 
do  right. 

And  now  let  me  say  that  I  shall,  at  all  times,  aim  to  be  impartial  in 
all  my  actions  and  decisions,  and,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  avow  the 
honest  purposes  of  heart,  the  motive  of  all  my  actions  as  presiding  offi- 
cer shall  be  to  do  right  and  deal  fairly  with  all  men.  It  is  well  known 
that  many  important  subjects  are  to  be  considered,  and  a  large  amount 
of  business  transacted,  by  this  General  Assembly;  and  it  is  certainly 
gratifying  t-o  observe  the  disposition  of  the  Senate  to  engage  earnestly 
in  the  important  work  of  legislation,  and  have  a  harmonious  and  profit- 
able session,  with  so  little  inclination  to  discover  useless  subjects  upon 
which  to  waste  valuable  time.

If  any  county  has  less  than  three-flfths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be 
attached  to  the  a^oining  coimtv  having  the  least  population,  to  which  no  other  oountv  has,  for  the 
same  reason,  been  attached,  and  the  two  shall  constitute  a  separate  division.  Every  county  or  divisioD 
having  a  population  not  lees  than  the  ratio  and  three-flfths,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representativfs. 
and  for  each  additional  number  of  inhabitants  equid  to  tne  ratio,  one  representative.  Counties  or  di- 
visions entiUed  to  two  or  more  representatives,  sl^all  be  divided  into  as  many  districts  as  the  conntv 
or  division  may  be  entitled  to  representatives,  each  entitled  to  one  representative.  Sudi  district  shall 
be  formed  of  contiguous  and  compact  territory,  and  contain,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  an  equal  number 
of  inhabltante  to  the  other  district  or  districts  in  the  same  county  or  division,  but  no  district  shall  con- 
tain less  than  three-fiftha  of  the  representative  raUo.  ^fter  the  year  one  thonaand  ei^ht  handred  and 
eighty,  the  whole  population  shall  be  divided  Ivy  the  number  one  hundred  and  fifty -nine,  and  the  quo- 
tient shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  ensuing  ten  years,  and 
six  additional  representatives  shall  be  added  for  everjr  five  nundred* thousand  increase  of  popolation  at

When  a  county  or  division  shall  have  a  fVaction  of  population  above  what  shall  entitle 
it  to  one  representative  or  more,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  amounting  to 
one-fifth  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  one  additional  representative  in  the  fifth  tesrm  of  each  de- 
cennial ^riod.  When  such  fraction  is  two'flfths  of  the  ratio,  it  Hhall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  rep- 
resentative in  the  fourth  and  fifth  terms  of  Sidd  periods.  When  the  fhustion  is  three-fifths  of  the  ratio, 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  representative  in  the  first,  second  and  third  tenns,  respectiveir.

U  any  county  has  less  than  three-fifths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be 
attached  to  the  a<yoining  county  having  the  least  population,  to  which  no  other  <^nnty  has,  for  the 
same  reason,  been  attached,  and  the  two  shall  constitute  a  aeparate  district.  Every  county  or  district 
having  a  population  not  leas  than  the  ratio  and  three-fifths,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  representatires, 
and  for  each  additional  number  of  inhabitants  equal  to  the  ratio,  one  representative.  Counties  having 
over  two  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  may  be  divided  into  diatriots.  each  entitled  to  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  representatives.  After  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  the 
whole  population  shall  be  divided  by  the  number  one  hundred  and  fifty -nine,  and  the  quotient  shail  be 
the  rauo  of  representation  In  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  the  ensuing  ten  years,  and  six  addi- 
tional representativea  shall  be  added  for  every  five  hundred  thousand  increaae  or  population  at  each 
decennial  census  thereafter,  and  be  apportioned  in  the  aame  manner  as  above  provided. 

**Section  8.  When  a  county  or  district  shall  have  a  fraction  of  population  above  what  shall  entitle 
it  to  one  representative  or  more,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  amounting  to  one- 
fifth  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  one  additional  representative  in  the  fifth  term  of  each  decennial 
Seriod.  When  such  fraction  is  two>flfths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  repreaenta- 
ive  in  the  fourt)i  and  fifth  terms  of  said  periods.  When  the  fraction  is  three-fifths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall 
be  entitled  to  an  additional  representati  ve  in  the  first,  second  and  t^rd  terms  respectively-  Wlien  the 
fraction  is  four-fifths  of  the  ratio,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  representative  in  the  first,  second, 
third  and  fourth  terms  respectively." 

Section  34,  the  section  in  regard  to  minority  representation  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  which, 
by  the  terms  of  the  schedule  to  the  constitntion,  has  been  substituted  for  the  original  seotiona  num- 
bered seven  and  eight,  is  hereby  amended  by  being  wholly  stricken  out,  and  the  foregoing  sectioiu, 
numbered  seven  and  eight,  are  substituted  therefor.

They  have  heretofore  been  paid  quar- 
terly, from  the  State  treasury,  on  the  wairant  of  the  Auditor,  at  the 
Tate  of  five  dollars  per  day  eacii,  for  their  services. 

The  new  State  House  Commissioners  are  Jacob  Bunn,  John  T.  Stuart 
and  James  H.  Beveridge,  who  are  each  paid  $1,000  per  annum  from  the 
State  treasury  for  their  services.

The  amount 
paid  by  this  institution  for  per  diem  and  expenses  of  trustees  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  November  30, 1872,  was  $1,309  35.

Counties  or  divi- 
sions entitled  to  two  or  more  representatives,  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  districts  as  the  cooatror 
di vision  may  be  entitled  to  represents tives,  each  entitled  to  one  representative.  Such  district  SBtll 
be  fomiiMi  o*f  contieuous  and  compact  territory,  and  contain,  as  nearly  as  practaoable,  an  equal  nnmber 
of  iubabitantM  to  the  other  district  or  districts  in  the  same  county  or  di^sion,  but  no  district  aball 
contain  less  than  three-fifths  of  the  representative  ratio.  After  tlie  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ei;;bty,  the  whole  population  shsli  be  divided  by  the  nnmber  one  hundred  and  flfty^^mue,  and  tbe 
quotient  shall  be  the  ratio  of  i-epresentatiun  in  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  *«i«iHng  ten  yean.

Beg  leave  to  report :  That  on  Tuesday,  the  25th  ult.,  they  proceeded 
to  said  city,  and  upon  the  day  following  made*a  personal  examination 
of  the  excavation  or  ditch  upon  which  the  claim  for  damages  is  based^ 
and  also  held  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  taking  testimony  as  to  the 
i'4)nstruction  of  said  ditch  and  the  damages  to  the  city  of  Shawneetown, 
resulting  therefrom.  The  testimony  at  length,  to  which  reference  is 
made  for  greater  certainty,  as  well  as  charts  exhibiting  fully  the  nature 
of  said  ditch,  are  herewith  submitted  and  marked  exhibit  "A"  and  "C,'' 
respectively,  together  with  certain  affidavits  marked  "D,"  "E,''  "F,'^ 

Your  committee  find,  upon  investigation,  that  said  ditch  which  forms 
the  basis  of  a  claim  for  damages,  was  excavated  under  and  by  authority 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  the  year  1838,  during  the  prosecution,  by  the 
State,  of  a  system  of  internal  improvements ;  that  it  was  excavated  in 
ortler  to  drain  certain  lands  to  be  used  in  part  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  railway  thereon  from  Shawneetown  to  Alton.    The  said 
projected  road  was  located  on  and  across  overflowed  lands,  which  it 
was  sought  to  drain  by  digging  a  ditch,  but  through  faulty  manage- 
raeut  the  State  engineers  (firected  the  course  of  the  waters  from  their 
naliu^l  channel,  and  in  order  to  carry  off  the  immense  accxmiulations  of 
water,  a  certain  culvert  was  made  and  sewer  built,  under  a' contract 
made  with  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Shawneetown,  in  effect 
that  the  State  would  properly  construct  and  forever  keep  in  repair  said 
sewer  or  ditch.    It  would  appear  to  your  committee,  from  the  evidence 
submitted  to  them,  that  the  State  did  construct  a  sewer,  by  digging  a 
ditch  along  the-  line  described,  and  which,   by  reference  to  the  accom- 
panying maps,  will*  be  seen  to  have  been  near  the  center  of  the  town; 
and  that  the  main  portion  of  said  sewer  wa«  unpaved  and  otherwise  in- 
(*omplete.    That  the  State,  a  short  time  subsequently,  abandoned  work 
ni)on  the  projected  railroad,  and  that  the  soil  through  which  the  sewer 
bad  been  built  being  of  a  peculiarly  soft  nature,  the  water  soon  caused 
the  incomplete  work  to  give  way,  and  the  continued  action  of  the  water 
has  made  a  ditch,  shown,   by  actual  measurement,  to  be  upwards  of 
thirty  feet  deep  and  three  hundred  feet  wide,  thereby  causing  the  des- 
tniction  of  a  superior  steamboat  landing,  much  valuable  property,  and 
incurring  the  expense  of  bridging  the  ditch.    From  evidence  of  experts, 
adduced  by  your  committee,  and  which  is  reported  at  length  and  marked 
exhibit  "A,"  it  appears  that  the  cost  of  repairing  such  damage  will  ex- 
i-eed  $100,000.    It  was  also  testified  before  your  committee,  that  the 
city  of  Shawneetown  is  subject  to  a  periodical  inundation  from  the 
Oiiio  river,  and  that  the  only  effectual  remedy  foi  such  inundation  is 
the  construction  of  a  levee,  the  want  of  which  has  retarded  the  growth 
of  the  town. 

Your  committee  further  find,  that  in  1861,  the  State  of  Illinois  passed 
an  act  exempting  the  State  taxes  upon  the  property  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  city  of  Shawneetown  for  twenty  years,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  in  constructing  said  levy,  and  authorizing  the  laying  of 
<k  special  city  tax  for  the  same  purpose.  (See  exhibit  ^'B.")  Keference 
is  also  hereby  made  to  section  1,  article  9,  of  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
fity  of  Shawneetown,  and  to  change  the  name.''  #Page  272,  private 

laws  of  Illinois  of  1861. 
it  appears  further,  that  the  corporation  of  Shawneetown,  relying 

iipon  the  good  faith  of  the  Sta-t©  in  Bnoh  exemption,  commenced  the 
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construction  of  a  portion  of  such  levee,  and  issued  bonds  therefor,  and 
had  realized  but  a  fraction  of  the  aid,  in  the  form  of  taxes  exempted, 
when  the  supreme  court  declared  the  act  of  1861  unconstitutional.  Tke 
corporation  of  the  city  of  Shawneetown,  to  your  committee  avening 
themselves  overburdened  with  taxation,  contracted  in  good  faith  ontiie 
aid  given  by  the  State,  and  with  an  immense  ditch  constantly  widening 
and  encroaching  upon  their  streets,  present  their  claim  for  aid  in  tiie 
nature  of  indemnity  for  damages.  And  your  committee,  after  thorough 
investigation  and  mature  deliberation,  beg  leave  to  report,  herewith,  a 
bill,  appropriating  to  the  city  of  Shawneetown  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand 
dollars,  payable  in  two  equal  installments,  to- wit :  In  August  1, 1873, 
and  August  1, 1874,  respectively.

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Yoor  committee,  in  tlieir  joiikt  action,  found  it  neccAsary  to  select 
8ome  particular  date,  haring  reference  to  the  time  when  the  books  of 
the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  have  been  posted  and  balanced.  This  your 
(-•onimittee  find,  in  pursuance  of  law,  is  done  monthly,  with  the  last  day 
of  each  month  ^  therefore  they  selected  the  first  day  of  February  as  the 
date  and  basis  for  making  their  examination  and  report. 

In  obedience  to  the  first  requirement  in  the  resolution,  we  find  that 
there  was  $1,135,8*2  94  in  money  in  the  State  treasury  on  the  first  day 
of  February,  1873,  belonging  to  the  several  funds,  as  follows :

The  second  requirement  of  the  resolution  is  difficult  to  obtain  cor- 
rectly, owing  to  the  indefiniteness  in  the  amounts  which  will  probably 
be  required  to  be  paid  under  former  appropriations,  owing  principally 
to  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  date  of  termination  thereof. 

From  the  best  means  at  our  command  we  ascertain  that  there  was 
appropriated  by  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly,  and  by  general 
appropriations  in  force,  for  the  two  years  commencing  July  1, 1871,  and 
endmg  June  30, 1873,  the  sum  of  $3,912,851  89.  Some  of  the  appro- 
I>riations  embraced  in  this  amount  have  been  exhausted,  and  others  will 
1)6  wholly  expended  by  the  3pth  of  June  next.  Such  appropriations  as 
continue* until  the  end  of  the  first  fiscal  quarter  after  the  adjournment 
of  this  General  Assembly  fsuch  as  salaries  of  State  officers,  Judges 
and  Attorneys,  and  the  pay  of  the  present  General  Assembly,  although 
certain  to  continue  in  force  after  the  30th  of  next  Jime),  have  been 
considered  in  making  up  the  foregoing  sum  of  $3,912,851  89,  for  the 
amount  that  will  be  paid  on  them  up  to  that  date.  By  this  process  of 
estimating  we  find  the  amount  of  unexpended  appropriations  payable 
out  of  the  General  Kevenue  Fund,  which  can  be  used  between  the  first 
of  February,  1878,  and  July  1, 1873,  under  appropriations  now  in  force, 
to  be  $551,449  80,  being  the  sum  remaining  unexpended  on  the  first  of 
February,  of  the  aggregate  sum  (|$3,91^851  89)  above  stated.  The 
first  and  second  columjis  of  Exhibit  ^^  B,''  which  exhibit  is  attached  to 
and  submitted  as  a  part  of  this  rex)ort,  will  give  the  amount  ascertained 
for  each  appropriation  or  purpose  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 
1872,  the  amount  unexpended,  or  to  be  paid,  between  February  1, 1873, 
and  June  30, 1873. 

In  this  connection  we  have  ascertained  the  probable  amount  to  be 
paid  on  appropriations  up  to  July  1, 1873,  to  be,  in  the  aggregate, 
Io40,614  37.  Of  this  sum  there  is  $216,157  54  to  be  paid  on  appro- 
priations, where  the  actual  amount  of  each  is  known.  The  remainder 
of  said  $540,614  37,  viz :  $324,456  83,  is  for  estimated  amounts  that 
will  be  paid  on  indefinite  appropriations ;  but  your  committee  believe 
that  their  estimate  on  each  appropriation  is  approximately  correct. 
Tlie  actual  and  estimated  amounts  for  each  appropriation  and  purpose 
are  given  in  detail  in  the  tMrd  and  fourth  columns  of  Exhibit  '<  B."

The  State  Funds,  other  thau  General  Eevenne  Funds,  cannot  well  be 
treated  under  the  head  of  unexpended  appropriations.  We  have  there^ 
fore  given  a  fidl  statement  of  each  of  said  funds  in  Exhibit  "A,"  at 
tached  to  and  presented  as  a  part  of  the  report. 

For  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  satisfactory  answer  to  the  thinl 
requirement  of  the  resolution^  the  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th  and  9th  columns  o: 
E3dubit  "  B"  have  been  compded. 

The  fifth  column  shows  the  amount  of  each  appropriation  asked  for. 
which,  if  given  as  asked,  would  require  from  the  treasury,  diuing  ibt 
year  ending  June  3Q,  1874,  the  sum  of  $3,131,350  35. 

The  sixth  column  shows  the  amount  of  appropriations  asked  for  for 
the  second  year,  viz :  from  June  30,  1874,  to  June  30,  1875. 

The  seventh  column  shows  the  total  amount  of  the  appropriation!^ 
asked  for  for  two  years  ending  Jun«i  30,  1875,  which  in  the  agijregatt 
is  $4,737,281. 

The  eighth  column  shows  in  detail  the  amounts  asked  for  for  the  piir 
poses  mentioned  in  said  column,  the  propriety  of  ai)propriations  foi 
which  is  a  proper  subject  for  the  consideration  of  this  General  Asst'ui 
bly,  the  aggregate  of  said  cohimn  being  $904,313  23. 

The  ninth  column  gives  in  detail  the  amount  of  appropriations  for 
the  payment  of  which  it  is  required  that  revenue  be  raised  for  the  i^o 
years  ending  June  30,  1875,  the  aggregate  amount  required  beini;  ?  5. 
832,967  77.  The  only  source  from  which  to  raise  this  sum  is  taxation. 
Your  committee  believe  this  sum  cau  be  raised  without  materially  in 
creasing  the  amount  of  taxation  on  assessment  of  1873  over  the  araoiuit 
of  State  tax  collected  on  assessment  of  1872.  This  can  be  doue  by 
adding  to  tlie  amount  of  revenue  for  1873  the  amount  of  the  "Chieaun> 
Lien  tax,"  raised  on  assessment  for  the  years  1871  and  1872.  On  asses> 
ment  of  1872,  the  rate  for  revenue  purjwses  was  35  2  10  cents,  and  tli»^ 
"Chicago  Lien"  rate  15  cents  on  $100  valuation,  making  an  agjrn* 
gate  rate  of  50  2-16  cents  on  the  $100  valuation.  If  the  valuatiou  for 
1873  should  be  the  same  as  for  1872,  said  kite  would  produce  not  le-v^ 
than  $2,188,500. 

Having  made  these  explanations,  we  present  the  following  as  our  an 
swer  to  the  third  requirement  of  the  resolution :

It  thus  appears  that  the  "State  revenue  required''  can  be  raised  on 
assessment  1875,  with  the  amount  which  will  be  in  the  trejisury  fn»i" 
assessment  of  1872  and  i)rior  years,  without  increasing  the  amount  ot 
State  taxes  on  the  present  assessed  value  of  property. 

The  amount  which  we  find  necessary  to  be  expended,  \^z :  .*3,S.')-. 
907  77,  should  be  so  appropriated  as  to  make  not  more  than  one  luilf  <»i 
said  sum  payable  from  the  Revenue  Fund  in  the  Treasury  on  the  {irs( 
day  of  July,  1873,  and  to  be  received  from  the  assessment  of  187- :  and 
the  remainder  from  the  tax  obtained  on  the  assessment  of  1873. 

The  fourth  item  of  information  asked  for,  is  given  in  detail  in  Exhibit 
"A,"  the  aggregates  being  as  follows,  viz :

The  principal  of  the  canal  redemption  debt  will  be  paid  in  full  by  the 
1st  (lay  of  July,  1873,  without  any  additional  taxation,  and  from  the 
sources  shown  in  Exhibit  "A." 

The  Illinois  Central  Eailroad  Fund  will  create  a  sufficient  Sinking 
Fund  to  pay  off  the  principal  of  the  bonded  debt  before  the  same 
lH»com^  due. 

The  debt  due  the  School,  College  and  Seminary  Fund,  is  a  perpetual 
<lebt,  on  which  the  State  pays  and  distributes  the  annual  interest  for 
M'hool  pHri)Oses  to  the  several  counties,  the  Normal  University  at  Bloom- 
ington,  and  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum. 

In  compliance  with  the  sixth  requirement,  we  have  examined  the 
vaults  and  safes  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer,  and  are  satisfied 
tiiat  the  same  are  fire  proof.  As  a  means  of  additional  safety,  however, 
we  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  provided  with  day  and  night 
watchmen. 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  present  and  these  additional  pro\isions  for 
the  safety  of  the  funds  will  be  as  ample  and  complete  as  they  well  can 
Ih^  in  the  building  now  in  use  by  the  State. 

The  following  funds  in  the  treasury  on  the  1st  of  February,  1873, 
iiave  since  been  disbursed,  viz :

The  $61,287  50,  State  School  Fund,  was  included  in  the  amount  of 
said  fund  distributed  to  the  several  counties  on  the  Ist  of  January  last, 
apainst  which  there  are  outstanding  orders. 

The  $331  06,  Delinquent  Land  Tax,  your  committee  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  $331  06  of  delinquent  land  tax  be  transferred  to 
the  llevenue  Fund,  the  same  having  been  paid  into  the  State  treasury 
ill  the  year  1854,  under  the  revenue  law  of  1853.  If  any  claims  should 
l>e  presented  by  the  counties  or  localities  to  whom  it  belongs,  it  can  be 
paid  out  of  the  Revenue  Fund.  Nineteen  years  would  seem  to  be  suffi- 
(Meiit  length  of  time  for  it  to  be  kept,  as  a  separate  fund  on  the  books  of 
the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  awaiting  the  proper  claimants. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  law  in  regard  to  raising  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  State  debt 
l)e  80  amended  as  to  read  '^that  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
liirs  or  such  less  sum  as  may  be  needed,  be  raised  each  year."  As  the 
law  now  stands,  the  Governor  and  Auditor  are  required  to  estimate  a 
rate  that  will  produce  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  interest  tax,  each 
year,  even  if  such  sum  is  not  needed. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  the  sum  of  "one  million  dollars 
p<ir  annum"  be  raised  in  lieu  of  the  State  two-miU  school  tax  now  levied 
l»y  law,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assembly  it  is  desirable  to  con- 
tinue to  levy  and  distribute  such  tax. 

The  amount  paid  or  to  be  paid  for  the  salary^  clerk  hire  and  incidental 
office  expenses  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  the'^two 
years  ending  June  30,  1873,  being  payable  out  of  the  State  School  Fund, 
as  provided  by  law,  has  not  been  included  in  Exhibit  "  B."  Also,  the 
amount  for  the  salary  of  said  Superintendent  for  two  years,  commencing 
'Tuly  1, 1873,  $3,500  per  annum,  and  the  amount  which  he  asks  for  clerk 
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hire,  $2,500  per  aununi,  and  for  incidental  office  expenses,  $2,500.  Total 
for  two  year,  $17,000,  being  asked  for  firom  the  State  School  Fund,  the 
same  as  heretofore.  The  amount  so  asked  by  said  Superintendent^  is 
therefore  omitted  from  our  estimate  of  amounts  necessary  to  be  ex- 
pended from  the  General  Revenue  Fund. 

Your  committee  take  this  occasion  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  valuable  services  of  Hon-  C.  E.  Lippincott,  Auditor  of  State,  Hon. 
Edward  Kutz,  State  Treasurer,  and  Hon.  Wm.  Stadden,  Chief  Clerk  in 
the  Auditor's  office,  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  first  reading,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  insurance. 

Mr.  Dow  introduced  Senate  bill.  No.  366,  for  "An  act  to  prevent  ad 
vertising  or  giving  publicity  to  lotteries  or  games  of  chance." 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Dow, 

The  bUl  was  ordered  to  a  first  reading,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  revision. 

At  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  the  President  annonnced  the  time  for  the  special 
order,  being  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill,  No.  357,  for  '^An  act  to 
prevent  extortion  and  unjast  discriminations  in  the  rates  charged  for 
the  transportation  of  freight  on  railroads," 

Which  was  read  at  large  a  second  time,  and  taken  up  for  considera- 
tion by  sections.

Mr.  Hampton  (by  unanimous  consent)  made  the  following  report  of 
special  committee  to  investigate  the  charges  against  the  late  Secretary 
of  Stato : 
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BEPOBT  OF  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  President :  The  special  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  Hoiue 
of  Eepresentatives,  appointed  to  investigate,  pursoant  to  a  joint  re- 
solntion  (a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached),  the  charges  made  against 
Edward  Eummel,  late  Secretary  of  State,  in  regard  to  alleged  ovei 
charges  against  the  State  for  the  copying  of  the  laws  and  joamab  of 
the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly,  and  the  entering  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  same  upon  the  House  and  Senate  joumsJs,  direct  me  to 
report  the  result  of  our  investigation,  as  follows : 

The  amount  claimed  by  Mr.  Eummel  for  such  services  and  diaigcs 
against  the  State,  is :

The  statement  of  Mr.  Bummel  and  some  of  the  copyists  who  did  the 
work,  is  that  the  manner  of  computing  the  work  of  copying  was  to  reckon 
(800)  eight  hundred  words  per  page  of  the  written  journals,  and  250 
words  per  page  of  legal  cap,  in  copying  the  laws  for  the  printer. 

We  find  that  the  number  of  words  per  page  as  charged  by  Mr.  Rnm- 
mel  in  his  bill  (ascertained  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  words  by  the 
number  of  pages  actually  written  upon)  are  (821)  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  instead  of  800,  as  stated  by  witnesses. 

The  testimony  of  copyists  before  the  committee  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  usual  manner  of  computing  their  work,  was  to  count  all  pages  u 
full  upon  which  there  was  any  writing,  and  to  ascertain  tJie  number  of 
words  on  a  page  by  multiplying  the  number  of  lines  by  the  average 
number  of  words  in  a  line,  counting  fiill  lines. 

Estimating  by  this  rule,  we  find  the  average  number  of  words  per 
page  upon  the  written  journals  to  be  (444)  four  hundred  and  forty-four 

The  number  of  volumes  of  the  written  journals  are  24,  the  total  num- 
ber of  pages  17,984,  and  the  number  of  words,  estimated  upon  this  basL« 
of  copyists'  rule,  in  the  whole  number  of  volumes,  are  7,984,896,  which. 
at  8  cents  per  100  words  would  amount  to  $6,387  92,  instead  of  $11;8U 
24  as  charged,  being  an  excess  charge  of  $5,426  32. 

By  an  actual  count  of  40  pages  of  the  written  journals,  we  find  ao 
average  of  241^  words  to  the  page.  Computing  upon  this  basis,  we 
have  4,882,656  words,  which  at  8  cents  per  100  words  amounts  to  |3< 
906  12,  being  $7,908  12  less  than  the  amount  charged  for  the  work. 

The  number  or  pages  in  the  printed  journals  we  find  to  be  4,106;  the 
number  of  words  per  page,  by  counting  12  pages,  (which  we  believe 
to  be  a  fair  average  of  pages)  we  find  the  average  number  of  words  per 
page  to  be  431 1-6,  and  the  number  of  words  copied  for  the  printer  upon 
this  basis  to  be  1,770,370,  which  at  8  cents  per  100  words  would  amount 
to  $1,416  30.  instead  of  $11,814  24  as  charged,  being  an  excess  of  amoont 
charged  of  $10,397  94. 

The  discrepancy  between  the  number  of  words  actually  contained  in 
the  printed  journals  and  the  written  copies  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
a  large  amount  of  writing  in  the  written  journals  has  been  entered  from 
the  printed  reports  from  the  State  offices,  State  institutions  and  boards 
of  commissioners,  such  as  the  State  Auditor's  Report,  Treasurer's  Ke- 
port,  Insurance  Report,  Report  of  Canal  Commissioners,  etc  All  of 
which,  after  having  been  printed  for  public  distribution,  were  copied 
into  the  written  journals,  both  of  the  House  and  the  Senate,  and  these 
reports  do  not  appear  in  the  printed  journals. 
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The  number  of  words  in  the  laws  of  the  27th  General  Assembly,  ap- 
pear to  be  as  follows :  By  actual  count  of  10  pages,  average  per  page 
500,  number  of  pages  800,  total  number  of  words,  400,000,  which  at  8 
cents  per  100  words  would  amount  to  $320  00,  instead  of  $2,023  04,  as 
charged,  making  an  overcharge  of  $1,723  04. 

This  discrepancy  Mr.  Bummel  explains,  by  saying  that  the  charge  is 
intended  to  cover  the  copying  of  biUs  which  never  became  laws — copy- 
mg  for  the  printer. 

We  find  no  law  allowing  the  Secretary  of  State  pay  for  copying  bills 
which  never  become  laws.  The  Statute  establishes  the  Secretary's  fees 
€or  copying  the  laws  and  journals,  in  the  followings  words : 

''  The  compensation  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  such  services  shall 
not  exceed  8  cents  for  every  100  words  copied." 

SUMMAEY  STATEMENT. 

Taking  the  estimates  based  upon  the  copyists'  rule,  we  find  the  biU 
for  copying,  taking  the  journals  as  they  are  written,  would  be  as  follows :

Amount  of  bill  charged  by  Mr.  Bummel  against  the  State  for  the 
same  work,  $25,651  52;  excess  of  charge  over  our  estimate,  $17,527  30. 

Amount  drawn  by  Mr.  Bummel  from  the  State  treasury  is  $17,280  64 ; 
from  which  amount,  taking  our  estimate  above,  leaves  the  sum  of 
$9,156  42  already  overdrawn. 

PEINTINa  PAPER. 

As  to  the  remaining  part  of  the  resolution  relating  to  the  amount  and 
quality  of  the  printing  paper  bought  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  your 
committee  find  that  he  has,  up  to  this  date,  received  under  existing  eon- 
tract,*  1,474  reams ;  that  the  contract  made  calls  for  paper  of  the  weight 
of  45  pounds  to  the  ream,  and  that  the  paper  delivered  has,  in  some  in- 
stances, fallen  short  in  weight  from  one  to  two  pounds  per  ream.  The 
paper  appears  to  be  of  a  quality  equal  to  the  sample  on  file  with  the 
contra<5t. 

Your  committee  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  whether  it  is  possible 
in  the  manufacture  of  paper  to  have  each  and  every  ream  weight  pre- 
cisely the  same  or  not,  so  they  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  Secre- 
tary should  reject  every  ream  which  does  not  come  exactly  up  to  the 
standard  weight.    Cost  per  ream  $6  47.

Mr.  Casey  (on  behalf  of  Mr.  Gundlach),  from  same  committee,  made 
the  Ibllowmg  minority  report : 
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MmOEITY  BEPOBT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  : 

Mb.  Pbesidbnt  :  The  undersigned,  members  of  the  special  joint  com- 
mittee of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  appointed  under  a 
resolution  of  both  houses,  with  instructions  to  investigate  the  chai^ 
made  against  Edward  Bummel,  late  Secretary  of  State,  for  alleged 
overcharges  for  copying  the  laws  and  journals  of  the  Twenty-seventh 
General  Assembly,  not  concurring  entirely  in  the  report  of  the  other 
members  of  the  committee,  now  respectfully  submit  the  following,  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  before  this  assembly  more  fully  and  completely 
the  facte  elicited  during  this  investigation. 

Under  the  law  of  18(59,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  copy  the  laws  and  journals  of  both  houses,  which  previously  had  been 
done  under  contract.  The  sum  allowed  the  Secretary  for  this  work  of 
copying  is  eight  cents  for  each  one  hundred  words. 

The  constitution  of  1870  requires  that  all  bills,  before  they  are  finallj 
acted  upon  by  either  of  the  two  houses,  shall  be  printed.  Under  this 
provision  of  the  constitution,  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly 
ordered  many  bills  printed,  after  they  were  engrossed,  which  were 
handed  by  the  officers  of  both  houses  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
were  then  copied  by  him  for  the  printer. 

For  this  work  Mr.  Bummel  charged,  also,  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents 
for  each  one  hundred  words,  to  wMch  he  was  unquestionably  entitled 
under  the  law.  This  latter  work  was  imperatively  required,  as  the  bills, 
when  once  engrossed,  could  not  with  safety  be  allowed  to  go  beyond  the 
control  of  the  State  authorities. 

In  the  account,  as  presented  in  the  report  of  the  other  members  of 
the  committee,  there  is  no  pay  allowed  to  the  ex-Secretary  for  bills 
copied,  which  were  not  passed,  they  having  erroneously  put  down  the 
amount  for  law8  only  at  $2,023  04  (2,528,800  words),  while  the  whole 
change  of  Mr.  Eummel  for  laws  and  engrossed  bills  is  but  $1,870  32, 
(2,337,900  words,)  as  will  appear  in  the  bill  below. 

It  was  proven  by  all  witnesses  examined  on  this  point,  even  by  the 
newspaper  correspondent  who  originally  preferred  these  charges  against 
the  ex-Secretary,  and  who  claimed  much  experience  in  such  matters, 
that  in  all  cases  where  work  of  copying  is  done  and  estimated,  it  is  the 
universal  practice  and  custom  to  estimate  all  pages  in  documents  or 
books  written  upon  as  full  pages,  the  same  as  the  printer  does,  in  esti- 
mating his  work. 

The  necessity  of  averaging,  instead  of  actually  counting  the  words, 
(which  of  itself  would  be  a  work  of  immense  magnitude),  must  be  ap- 
parent ;  it  is  a  custom  adopted  throughout  the  country. 

It  was  sworn  to  by  all  the  witnesses  that  the  estimates  adopted  and 
customary  in  the  department  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  many  terms 
previous  to  that  of  Mr.  Eummel,  in  making  up  the  accounts  for  the 
copying  of  the  journals  and  laws,  were  : 

Mrst — ^To  estimate  each  page  of  the  large  records  of  the  journals  as 
containing  eight  hundred  (800)  words,  then  take  the  whole  number  of 
written  pages  contained  in  each  book,  multiply  the  one  with  the  other 
and  take  the  result  of  this  calculation  as  the  total  number  of  words  con- 
tained in  each  book  respectively. 

Second — To  estimate  each  page  of  legal  cap  upon  which  the  engrossed 
laws  are  copied  as  containing  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  words ;  then 
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connt  the  number  of  written  pages  of  such  laws,  multiply  the  one  with 
the  other,  and  thus  arrive  at  th«  total  number  of  words  in  each  of  such 
bills  or  laws  respectively. 

Upon  this  basis  and  custom,  established  by  long  previous  usage  and 
custom  in  the  Secretary's  department,  Mr.  EummeFs  accounts  are  made 
up,  and  are  correct,  with  the  exception  of  449  pages,  (to  be  counted 
double,  for  printer  and  record),  which  were  erroueously  counted,  but  not 
written  ui)on,  making  a  deduction  of  $633  48  from  his  bill  necessary  and 
proper,  which  deduction,  we  understand,  was  previously  made  by  Mr. 
Knmmel  himself,  on  examining  the  accounts  prepared  by  his  assistants. 
With  the  above  deduction,  his  bill  is  as  follows : 

For  copying  lawB  and  engroflsed  bills  for  printer,  01, 337, 900  words,  at  8o  per  100  wordt) $1, 870  39 

For  copying  loomal  for  record,  (14, 387,  {MO  words) 11,509  76 

For  copying  Jonmal  for  printer,  (14, 387, 900  words) 11,509  76 

Total  amount  of  bill 184,889  84 

The  undersigned,  after  ascertaining  the  facts  and  the  custom,  as  set 
forth  above,  did  not  think  it  their  duty  to  undertake  the  herculean  task 
of  making  an  actual  count  of  all  the  words  written  under  this  work ; 
yet,  by  adopting  the  method  of  counting  single  pages  written  full  we 
are  satisfied  that  the  average  actaal  number  of  words  contained  on  each 
page  of  the  large  journal  records,  estimated  at  eight  hundred  words 
in  the  account  of  Mr.  Eummel,  falls  somewhat  short  of  that  number, 
while  the  average  estimate  of  a  legal  cap  page  of  two  hundred  ana 
fifty  words  is  very  nearly  correct. 

It  was  further  proven  by  the  sworn  testimony  of  Mr.  Eummel's  copy- 
ists, that  he  paid  them  upon  the  same  basis  of  calculation  (eight  hun- 
dred words  to  the  record  page,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  words  to  the 
legal  cap  page,)  as  he,  Mr.  Bammel,  charged  to  the  State.  It  appears 
from  Mr.  EummePs  account  book  of  moneys  paid  his  copyists  for  copy- 
ing this  work,  and  as  appe^^rs  from  an  affidavit  hereto  attached,  Mir. 
Kummel  has  paid  thus  far  $10,627  70. 

One  witness,  the  present  Secretary  of  State,  also  swore  that  from  his 
experience,  during  several  years  connection  with  that  of&ce  as  chief 
clerk  under  Mr.  Eummel,  he  was  satisfied  that  Mr.  Eummel  had  not 
only  sought  to  conduct  that  department  with  the  greatest  regard  for  the 
interests  of  the  State,  but  that  he  (Mr.  E.)  had  earnestly  endeavored  to 
save  money  to  the  State,  whenever  he  could,  even  though  it  were  to  his 
own  pecuniary  disadvantage. 

In  proof  of  this,  the  present  Secretary  of  State  called  the  attention 
of  your  committee  to  a  letter  written  by  Mr.  Eummel  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  date  of  April,  1871,  suggesting  the  discontinuance  of  certain 
copying — ^a  copy  of  which  letter  is  hereto  attached. 

In  jsonclusion,  the  undersigned  would  most  respectfully  state,  that,  in 
their  estimation,  the  £Eict  that  Mr.  Eummel  followed  a  custom  established 
by  his  predecessors,  upon  entering  what  to  him  was  a  new  department, 
and  where,  in  many  respects,  he  was  compelled  to  advise  with  persons 
who  were  formerly  connected  with  the  oflSce,  as  to  it«  management,  does 
not  appear  to  the  undersigned  to  deserve  censure — he  having  been 
gnided,  in  all  his  actions,  by  a  spirit  of  honesty  and  care  for  the  proper 
oondact  of  the  business  of  his  office,  and  for  the  interests  of  the  people 
of  the  State. 

With  these  statements,  we  hope  the  General  Assembly  will  be  enabled 
to  take  definite  action  on  this  subject  understandingly.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  A.  J.  Pinkham,  Secretary. 

Mr.  President :  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  inform  the  Senate 
that  he  has  approved  and  signed  a  bill  of  the  following  title,  viz : 

Senate  bill.  No.  66,  for  "An  act  concerning  the  clerks  of  the  superior 
court  of  Cook  county." 

Mr.  Voris  presented  the  following  report,  and,  on  his  motion,  1,000 
copies  of  the  same  was  ordered  printed : 

Hon.  John  Eaely, 

President  of  the  Senate : 
Sir  :  The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  certain  alleged 
abuses  charged  to  exist  in  the  management  of  the  Union  Stock  Yards 
of  Chicago,  beg  leave  to  report  to  the  Honorable  the  Senate,  the  conclu- 
sions arrived  at  by  the  committee  upon  an  investigation  of  all  the  facts. 
The  charter  under  which  the  Union  Stock  Yards  were  incorporated,  was 
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passed  by  the  Twenty -fourtk  General  Assembly,  and  was  approved  bv 
the  Governor  in  February,  1865.  During  that  year  the  compaDj  ei 
pended,  as  is  shown  by  their  books,  and  exhibit  "A,"  hereto  attached, 
$1,700,000  in  the  construction  ot  a  hotel  building — a  railroad  tra<k 
connecting  the  yards  with  the  various  lines  of  raikoad  centeriug  in 
Chicago,  and  in  the  preparation  of  yards  sufficient  in  capacity  to  ac 
commodate  the  demand  for  yarding  stock;  and  up  to  this  date,  m 
making  additions  to  the  yards,  there  has  been  expended  a  little  over 
♦2jC)00,000. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  is  $1,100,000  and  is  divided  into 
shares  of  $100  each.  Of  tlie  stock,  6,207  shares,  or  more  than  one-half 
are  o^ned  by  persons  living  in  Massachusetts ;  785  shares  by  persons 
living  in  the  State  of  Now  York;  1,088  shares  are  held  by  the  Chic^^'o, 
Burlington  and  Quincy  Bailroad  Company,  and  1,000  shares  by  the  Like 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railroad  Company.  The  remainder,  in 
small  quantities,  are  owned  by  persons  li\^ng  in  various  other  Staters 
The  books  of  the  company  show  and  as  will  also  appear  by  reference  io 
exhibit  "A,^'  that  the  net  revenue  of  the  company,  for  the  eight  years 
of  the  existence  of  the  stock  yards,  upon  the  actual  investment,  bave 
not  reached  seven  per  cent.;  but,  for  the  last  five  years,  annnaUy,  a 
dividend  of  ten  per  cent,  has  been  declaimed.  To  complete  the  fiuaneial 
history  of  the  yards,  the  land,  342  acres,  purchaseil  by  the  company  for 
stock  yard  purposes,  and  now  owned,  has  increased  largely  in  value, 
and  must  continue  to  increase  in  value,  as  the  city  of  Chicago  extends 
its  limits,  and  it  will  ultimately  add  immensely  to  the  wealth  of  the  cor 
poration,  but  from  this  source  the  company  receive  no  additional  reve^ 
nue,  and  therefore  ought  not  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  deternilu 
ing  the  profits  of  the  business  of  the  stock  yards. 

At  the  time  ^f  the  organization  of  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  and  for 
years  before,  there  had  been  conducted  by  individual  enterprise  four 
separate  stock  yards  in  Chicago,  known  and  designated  as  the  Cottage 
Grove,  Michigan  Southern,  Lake  Shore  and  the  Pittsburg  and  Fort 
Wayne  Stock  Yards.  It  was  believed  and  urged  as  a  ^eason  for  the 
consolidation  of  these  yards  into  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  that  tlie  latter 
would  aftbrd  advantages  to  the  producers  and  shippers  of  st/ock,  which 
could  not  be  realized  under  the  old  system,  by  bringing  the  seller  aud 
the  buyer  into  immediate  contact ;  that  it  would  serve*  to  make  the 
market  better  and  steadier ;  that  the  facilities  which  would  be  afforded 
would  be  ampler  and  better.  It  had  been  questioned  by  some,  whether 
it  were  best  to  eflfect  the  consolidation,  and  there  are  still  those  wbo 
prefer  the  old  system,  who  urged  upon  your  committee  the  propriety  ot 
first  determhung  the  issue  thus  jn-esented.  Your  committee  thkefore 
prosecuted  an  inquiry,  which  was  intended  to  prove  the  affirmative  ot 
the  propositions  advanced  by  those  who  favored  consolidation,  or  failing 
in  this,  to  establish  the  contrary  to  be  true,  for  it  might  be  possible  thai 
all  the  abuses  complained  of  had  their  origin  in  the  new  system,  aud 
the  settlement  of  that  question  would  determine  all  the  others.  They 
availed  themselves  of  the  experience  and  observation  of  men  who  wen» 
familiar  with  the  old  system  and  who  were  equally  familiar  with  the 
new,  and  men  too  whose  interest  would  lead  them  to  select  the  best,  and 
their  testimony  herewith  submitted  aud  marked  *'  B,"  goes  to  establLsh 
by  a  preponderance,  the  first  two  of  the  i)ropositions  submitted.  And 
if  the  duty  of  your  committee  ended  with  a  determination  of  the  que^ 
tion,  as  to  whether  the  Union  Stock  Yards  of  Chicago  were  a  benefit  to 
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the  producers  at  large,  as  compared  with  the  old  system,  they  would 
unhesitatingly  commend  them,  for  now  the  seller  meets  face  to  face  with 
the  buyer,  and  there  are  no  fluctuations  in  the  market,  of  which  the 
most  inexperienced  cannot  be  at  once  advised — two  essential  elements 
in  the  prosperity  of  the  producers  of  stock,  and  the  absence  of  which, 
under  the  old  system,  rendered  them  a  prey  to  sharpers  and  tricksters. 
But  the  settlement  of  this  question  to  the  satisfaction  of  your  com- 
mittee left  unsettled  other  charges,    which  had  been  preferred,  and 
wliich  they  now  believe  had  their  origin  in  abuses  which  were  inde- 
pendent of,  and  might  possibly  exist  under  any  system,    the  visit  of 
your  committee  to  the  stock  yards,  was  made  on  the  8th  of  March, 
instant,  and  it  was  with  a  view  of  satisfy iug  themselves  of  the  truth  or 
falsity  of  any  and  all  of  the  charges  made  against  their  management. 
It  became  their  duty  fii'st  then  to  determine  as  to  whether  the  weights 
and  measures  of  feed  issued  to  shippers  doing  business  with  the  stock 
yards  were  short,  as  had  been  alleged.    They  therefore  had  several  of 
the  baskets  used  by  the  company  in  measuring,  tilled  with  corn,  and 
caused  them  to  be  weighed,  and  they  were  found  when  tilled  full  to 
weigh  a  good  bushel.    But  your  committee  observed  in  this  connection, 
that  the  scales  with  which  the  corn  was  weighed  were  not  standard,  and 
that  none  such  were  kept  in  any  of  the  feed  barns,  and  while  they  believe 
the  baskets,  when  properly  filled,  would  hold  a  bushel,  yet  they  fur- 
ther believe  that  there  is  cause  of  complaint,  as  the  testimony  marked 
''B"  will  show,  against  those  employees  of  the  company  who  are  im- 
mediately charged  with  the  issuing  of  the  feed,  and  that  it  does  happen 
•  that  short  weight  and  measure,  either  from  carelessness,  indifference  or 
overwork  on  the  part  of  these  men,  is  met-ed  out  to  consumers. 

It  is  due  to  the  truth,  however,  as  appears  from  the  testimony  made 
a  part  of  this  report,  that  the  committee  should  state  that  Mr.  Sher- 
man, the  superintendent  of  the  yards,  is  not  directly  responsible  for  this, 
as  it  will  be  seen  that  those  who  complain  most  assert  that  he  always 
corrects  abuses  of  any  kind  when  brought  to  his  knowledge.  But  this 
does  not  lessen  the  evil  which  certainly  exists,  and  which  needs  prompt 
and  salutary  correction. 

Your  committee  next  made  a  personal  examination  into  the  condition 
of  the  yards — the  bad  condition  of  which,  at  times,  it  was  charged, 
gave  greatest  cause  of  complaint — and  found  them  in  a  very  dirty  and 
disagreeable  shai>e.  The  hogs,  which  were  seen  in  some  of  the  cattle 
pens,  were  wading  through  the  tilth  three  or  four  inches  deep,  and  corn 
thrown  to  them  would  be  worthless  as  feedj  and  the  shrinkage  too,  upon 
hogs  in  this  condition,  must  materially  lessen  their  value. 

The  testimony  taken  with  reference  to  the  condition  of  the  pens  does 
not  vary  but  little,  and  is  to  the  effect  that  for  several  months  in  the 
year,  the  cattle  pens  are  very  muddy  and  dirty.  This  fact  is  attributed 
to  various  causes ;  but  whatever  the  cause — be  it  insuflBcient  drainage 
or  a  lack  of  help  to  clean  the  pens — ^the  cause  should  be  removed  and 
the  yards  put  iilto  good  shape,  and  so  kept.  It  is  said  by  the  manage- 
ment that  the  hard  freeze  of  last  winter,  and  its  long  continuance,  ren- 
dered it  impossible  to  police  the  pens  and  clean  them  out,  as  was  their 
habit,  and  that  the  thaw  coming  on  so  suddenly,  the  large  accumulation 
of  dirt  made  it  impracticable  to  put  all  the  pens  in  good  condition 
under  two  weeks.  This  statement  goes  somewhf^  to  mitigate  the  con- 
dition in  which  the  committee  found  the  pens,  but  it  does  not  answer  all 
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the  allegations  by  patrons  of  the  yards,  on  tliis  point,  who  were  before 
the  committee  and  gave  their  testimony. 

The  question  of  high  prices  charged  for  feed  (hay  and  com),  and  for 
yardage,  was  a  grievance  complained  of,  and  which  commanded  the 
attention  of  your  committee,  and  was  duly  considered.  The  price  now 
charged  for  hay  is,  and  has  been  for  four  years  past,  thirty  dollars  a  ton. 
In  the  Chicago  market,  for  the  same  time,  the  average  price  has  been 
eighteen  dollars  a  ton.  (See  "Table  No.  1,"  attached.)  It  is  selling  noir 
in  the  market  in  Chicago,  for  eighteen  to  twenty  dollars  a  ton.  Up  to 
the  first  of  March,  of  this  year,  for  four  years  preceding,  the  company 
have  charged  one  dollar  per  bushel  for  corn.  It  is  now,  and  since  about 
the  firsf  of  March,  sold  for  eighty  cents  a  bushel.  The  average  price  of 
corn  in  the  Chicago  market,  for  the  same  period,  has  been  about  fifty- 
seven  cents.  (See  table  marked  "  No.  2.")  The  company  have  been 
charging  and  receiving  during  the  last  winter,  more  than  double  the 
price  they  paid  for  corn.  The  evidence  is  that  corn  could  be,  and  was 
bought  at  from  thirty-two  to  forty-five  cents  a  bushel  on  'Change,  and 
the  company  charged  for  the  same  com,  and  for  the  labor  in  feeding  it, 
one  dollar  per  bushel.  The  evidence  is,  however,  that  little  or  no  com- 
plaint would  be  made  at  the  price  of  feed  by  shippers,  if  good  clean  dry 
pens  were  furnished  in  which  to  feed  it. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  the  Stock  Yard  Company  should 
charge  a  specific  sum  over  and  above  the  current  market  price  of  forage, 
from  which  the  same  amount  of  revenue  may  be  derived  for  mnuiug 
expenses,  as  is  now,  from  the  inflexible  prices  established  by  them.  The 
quality  of  feed,  of  which  some  complaint  was  made,  was  found  to  Ite' 
good  now  and  in  the  past,  with  exceptions  which  are  worthy  of  at- 
tention. The  price  charged  for  yardage  is  believed  not  to  be  unreasona- 
ble, except  on  sheep,  on  which  the  company  now  charge  eight  cents  per 
head.  Six  cents,  it  is  thought,  on  this  class  of  stock  would  be  sufficient 
There  were  received  in  the  Stock  Yards  during  last  year,  3,000,000  of 
hogs;  730,000  head  of  cattle;  104,000  sheep,  and  about  10,000  horses 
The  Stock  Yard  Company  receive  as  yardage  on  all  stock  which 
change  hands  in  the  Stock  Yards,  as  follows:  Cattle,  twenty-five  cents 
per  head;  hogs,  eight  cents  per  head;  sheep,  eight  cents  per  head;  and 
for  horses,  seventy-five  cents  per  day ;  which  includes  feed  and  caiv  for 
them.  The  company  furnish  water  and  weighage  free  of  charge,  and  if 
stock  is  not  sold  in  the  yards,  no  yardage  is  charged.  The  amonnt  of 
stock  received  last  year  at  the  yards,  of  cattle,  one-half  was  sokl  in  the 
yards,  and  the  other  half  was  shipped  to  Eastern  markets;  of  bogs, 
2,000,000  were  sold  in  Chicago,  and  the  remainder  were  shipped 
through  to  other  markets.  The  sheep  are  all  sold  in  Chicago,  and  change 
hands  in  the  yards.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  there 
have  been  received  in  them  3,209,507  cattle ;  13,372,127  hogs ;  1,976,691 
sheep,  and  27,273  horses.  The  receipts  of  the  last  year  were  largely  in 
excess  of  any  preceding  year,  and  at  times  the  capacity  of  the  yards 
was  insufficient  to  accommodate  the  stock  received,  from  which  fact  it 
is  believed  to  be  necessary  to  extend  the*yards,  to  meet  the  growinjr  de- 
mand. The  delays  in  the  yards  of  the  shipment  of  stock  to  the  Eiwst, 
had  been  attributed  to  the  influence  of  the  managers  of  the  stock  yards, 
and  your  committee  submit  the  testimony  of  parties  who  are  cognizant 
of  the  facts,  from  whiMi  there  seems  to  be  no  ground  whatever  for  the 
charge.  The  whole  blame  attaches  to  the  railroad  companies  who^ 
lines  lead  out  of  the  yards  to  the  East,  and  the  reason  assigned  is  a  lack 
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of  rolling  stock.  It  is  iu  evidence,  that  stock  remains  in  the  yards  on 
an  average,  but  one  day.  We  call  attention  to  the  testimony  attached, 
from  which  much  information  may  be  gained,  bat  which  is  not  relevant 
to  qaestions  touched  iu  this  report. 

In  conchision,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  superintendent  of 
the  yards  shall  canse  to  be  placed  in  each  of  the  feed  barns  attached  to 
the  yanls,  standard  scales,  on  which  any  customer  shall,  if  he  desires^ 
have  bis  feed  weighed.  That  a  sufficient  number  of  men  be  employed 
to  do  all  the  work  well  that  the  company  are,  or  may  be  called  upon  to 
perform.  That  the  cause  of  the  iilthy  condition  of  the  yards  at  times, 
be  ascertained,  and  such  steps  taken  as  will  put  them  into  a  condition 
such  as  is  demanded  by  the  interests  of  the  producers  of  stock,  for  whom 
these  yards  were  to  serve,  and  for  which  service  they  pay.  The  superin- 
tendent shall  also  canse  to  be  printed  notices,  setting  out  the  TixleH  of  the 
company,  and  the  rights  of  the  customers,  and  asking  all  persons  who 
may  be  aggrieved  to  make  the  same  known  to  him.  These  notices  shall 
be  posted  in  all  public  places  in  and  around  the  yards  and  so  kept  pos- 
ted ;  and  finally,  to  the  end  that  these  recommendations  may  be  car- 
ried out,  your  committee  further  recommend  the  passage  of  a  bill,  which 
they  have  prepared  and  herewith  submit,  placing  the  Union  Stock 
Yards  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
CommissiOQers.

Testimony  of  J,  M.  Walker. 

To  the  Hon.  Charles  Voris, 

Chairman  of  Committee  to  Investigate  Unio7i  Stock  Yards : 

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  the  statement  you  requested  me 
to  make.  It  covers  more  ground  than  was  in  your  suggestion,  but  the 
matter  stated  may  be  of  service. 

The  act  authorizing  the  organization  of  the  Union  Stock  Yard  and 
Transit  Company,  was  approved  February,  1865.  Soon  thereafter  tlie 
company  commenced  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  construction  of  the 
yards. 

There  wan  expended  during  the  first  year,  in  the  acquisition  of  land — 
the  construction  of  thirty  miles  of  railroad  track,  yards,  hotel  and  other 
improvements,  about  $1,700,000. 

These  improvements  have  been  added  to  year  by  year,  so  that  at  the 
present  time  the  actual  amount  expertded  for  these  ])urposes  is  some- 
tliing  over  $2,000,000.  They  are  not  completed,  and  will  not  be  as  long 
as  the  business  shall  increase. 

During  the  present  year  about  five  miles  of  railroad  track  will  be  re- 
quired. Yards  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul, 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  the  Canada  Southern  Railroads,  are  to  be 
pro\ided. 

Additions  are  to  be  made  to  the  present  buildings  for  offices,  to 
accommodate  those  doing  business  at  the  yards,  which,  in  addition  to 
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other   improvements   Will   require   an  expenditure  of  something  like 
$375,000. 

The  money  used  in  the  construction  of  the  yards  hitherto,  has  been 
obtained  by  calls  of  stock,  in  cash,  to  the  full  amount  thereof,  by  loans 
and  by  applying  undivided  earnings  to  this  purpose. 

The  company  is  now  largely  indebted  for  money  borrowed  for  con- 
struction. 

If  the  structures  and  improvements  required  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  new  roads  are  proceeded  with,  the  indebtedness  of  the  companj 
will  be  very  considerably  increased  during  the  present  year. 

The  capital  stock  is  11,000  shares  of  $100  each,  amoantingto 
$1,100,000.  Of  this  stock  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Bail 
way  owns  1,000  shares ;  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Railroad 
Company,  1,088.  All  the  remaining  shares  are  held  by  individuals; 
6,267  are  held  in  Massachusetts ;  785  in  New  York,  and  the  lemaiDder 
is  distributed  among  stockholders  in  other  States. 

Since  and  including  the  year  1868,  the  company  has  paid  to  its  stock- 
holders a  dividend  of  ten  per  cent,  per  year  upon  its  capital  stock,  and 
no  more.  But  the  net  revenues  of  the  company  upon  the  aetual  intesi- 
ment  have  amounted  to  less  than  seven  per  cent. 

The  laud  purchased  by  the  company  has  enhanced  in  value  by  the 
growth  of  the  city,  and  will  become  more  valuable  as  the  population 
stretches  to  the  southward. 

This  fact  does  not,  however,  increase  the  revenues  derived  from  the 
yards,  since  so  long  as  the  grounds  are  used  for  that  purpose,  they  will 
yield  no  more  than  wood  lands  worth  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre.

Water,  which  is  of  as  much  value  while  stock  is  in  the  yards  as  are 
hay  aod  gi'ain,  is  furnished  by  the  company  in  abundance,  of  excelled 
quality,  and  free  of  cost  to  all  doing  business  at  the  yards. 

Orders  have  been  given,  and  it  is  believed  they  have  been  carried  out. 
to  furnish  hay  and  grain  of  the  best  quality,  and  in  such  quantity  as 
may  be  required. 

The  charges  for  loading  and  unloading,  with  which  the  railroad  coin 
panics  are  alone  concerned,  as  well  as  charges  for  hay  and  grain,  aud 
yardage  on  stock  sold,  in  which  the  cattle  dealer  is  interested,  the  man 
ner  in  which  the  busiuess  is  done,  the  force  employed  at  the  yards,  etc. 
have  been  placed  before  you.    No  yardage  charged  on  through  stock. 

The  directors  of  the  company  ai-e,  as  follows  :  J.  F.  Joy,  H.  E.  Sar 
gent,  J.  H.  Devereux,  J.  N.  McCullough,  Marvin  Hughitt,  HughBiddle, 
J.  M.  Walker,  John  Kewell,  J.  C.  McMuUin. 
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The  officers  are :  J.  M.  Walker,  President ;  Geo.  T.  Williams,  Secre- 
tary ;  John  13.  Sherman,  Superintendent. 

If  the  gentlemen  above  named  are  known  to  your  committee,  you  will 
see  that  they  are  the  respective  superintendents  or  presidents  of  the 
railroads  centering  in  the  city. 

The  stock  yards  were  originally  organized  and  the  stock  taken  by  the 
railroad  companies,  but  immediately  thereafter  all  the  railroads  sold 
their  stock,  and  it  was  distributed  in  the  market,  except  the  two  compa- 
nies above  named.  But  the  respective  railroad  companies  nevertheless 
insisted  upon  their  having  the  right  each  to  be  represented  in  the  board 
of  directors,  in  order  that  they  might  see  and  know  at  all  times  that  the 
business  of  the  yards  was  conducted  fairly  and  impartially,  and  be  in  a 
I)osition  to  enforce  strict  impartiality  upon  the  officers  and  agents  imme- 
diately in  charge.  This  principle  has  governed  in  the  election  of  direc- 
tors from  the  organization  to  the  present  time. 

We  close  this  statement  with^  the  remark  that  it  is  believed  that  the 
rates  of  charges  at  the  yards  and  at  the  hotel,  are  less  than  at  any  other 
stock  yards  in  the  country,  of  which  we  have  knowledge,  either  East  or 
West.,  and  that  nowhere  in  this  country  are  equal  advantages  and  facili- 
ties afforded  to  the  stock  trade  as  at  these  yards. 

There  are  included  here  thirty  miles  of  railroad  track,  provided  ex- 
pressly for  the  stock  trade,  and  for  which  no  specific  charge  or  compen- 
sation is  made.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  management  of 
the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago,  m^t  at  the  Transit  House,  March  8, 

1873,  and  proceeded  to  take  the  testimonj'  of  J.  B.  Sherman,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Yards. 

Testimony  of  John  B.  Sherman, 

I  am  Superintendent.  Have  been  Superintendent  since  1867.  The 
Michigan  Central  Eailroad,  Michigan  Southern,  Fort  Wayne  and  Great 
Eastern,  take  stock  from  the  yards  to  the  Eastern  markets.  There  is 
delay  on  account  of  cars,  and  this  is  attributable  to  the  railroads.  The 
Stock  Yards  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  We  own  the  Stock  Yard  track 
running  from  the  Lake  to  Brighton,  which  we  furnish  free  to  the  rail- 
roads* We  have  about  thirty  miles  of  railroad  track.  There  is  no  dis- 
crimination as  between  shippers,  as  far  as  I  know.  Large  shippers  have 
no  preference  over  others.  Every  one  has  his  turn  as  he  is  registered. 
We  receive  from  the  railroad  companies  twenty-five  cents  for  unloading 
and  fifty  cents  each  for  loading  cars.  We  have  to  pay  the  Great  Eastern 
Kaihroad  Company,  on  an  average,  forty  cents  a  car  (for  running  cars 
over  their  track  to  reach  the  Stock  Yards),  which  belong  to  the  Chicago 
and  Alton,  the  Xorth western,  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy,  the 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  railroads.  The  railroads  always  have  an  agent 
here,  and  when  there  is  a  rush  of  shipments,  each  keep  a  registry  book. 
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and  shippers  are  accommodated  as  they  are  registered.    I  do&'t  tlunk 
that  any  preference  is  ever  shown.    We  charge  twenty-five  cente  a  head 
for  cattle  for  yardage  and  weighage,  provided  the  cattle  £u*e  sold  in  this 
market ;  if  not  sold  here,  we  charge  nothing.    We  will  average  aboat 
two  thousand  cattle  received  daily  through  the  year.    About  one-half 
of  the  cattle  received  in  the  Stock  Yards  change  hands  in  this  markeL 
The  Stock  Yard  Company  furnish  the  feed.    Shipper!^  can,  if  they  choose^ 
furnish  feed ;  it  is  rarely  done,  however.    It  was  not  contemplated  that 
shippers  should  furnish  feed.    It  takes  about  twenty  pounds  of  hay  per 
day  to  feed  a  bullock.    Our  hay  costs  us,  to-day,  twenty  dollars  per  ton, 
delivered  in  our  barns,  and  we  calculate  to  make  on  it  one-half  more 
than  it  costs  us;   in  other  words,  we  sell  it  for  thirty  dollars  per  ton. 
This  is  timothy  hay.    Prairie  hay  costs  us  some  fifteen  dollai's  per  ton 
delivered  in  our  barns,  and  we  sell  it  for  twenty  dollars  per  ton.   The 
cattle  remain  in  the  yards  on  an  average  about  one  day.    We  charge  in 
the  winter  one  dollar  a  car  for  the  bedding  used,  which  is  straw  and 
hay.    In  the  summer  season  we  bed  with  sand,  hauled  into  the  yaids 
by  the  railroad  companies,  and  we  charge  for  this  bedding  fifty  cents 
per  car,  and  the  railroads  charge  fil'ty  cents  for  the  sand,  additional 
The  bedding  is  put  in  the  cars  at  the  company's  expense.    For  six  days 
each  week  the  average  is  about  ninety  car  loads  shipped  out  of  the 
yards.    The  yards  are  divided  into  divisions,  and  each  division  has  a 
feed  master,  whose  duty  it  is  to  deliver  feed  to  shippers.    The  hay  is 
sold  by  weight,  as  we  buy  it  in  the  same  packages.    My  orders  are  to 
all  employees,  to  give  every  man  his  weight  and  measure — ^if  any  d^ 
viation  is  made,  let  it  be  rather  over  than  under.    I  have  an  Assistant 
Superintendent,  whose  duty  it  is  to  watch  the  feed  masters  and  other 
employees  to  see  that  e^ichdo  their  duty.    I  have  never  had  a  man  say 
to  me  that  his  weight  was  short,  or  his  measure,  but  have  had  them 
say  that  the  hay  fed,  or  a  part  of  it,  was  bad.    I  ask  him  how  mnch, 
and  when  he  tells  me,  I  take  it  off.    Of  course  I  cannot  see  every  bushel 
of  com  measured  or  bundle  of  hay  weighed.    When  bundles  of  hay  are 
cut,  o#course  the  feed  master  must  gue.ss  at  the  amount,  but  this  is  done 
in  the  presence  of  the  buyer.    We  received  in  the  yards  about  three 
millions  of  hogs  during  this  year.    We  charge  eight  cents  a  head  for 
yardage  and  weighage  on  all  hogs  sold  in  this  market;  if  not  sold,  there 
is  no  charge  ma^le.    About  two-thirds  of  the  hogs  received  are  sold 
here-    Two  bushels  of  corn  will  feed  about  a  car  load  of  sixty  hogs  one 
day,  or  is  the  average  fed  by  feeders.    About  one-third  of  the  hogs  re- 
ceived are  shipped  East.    We  charge  one  dollar  per  car  for  bedding  and 
fifty  cents  per  car  for  loading,  which  is  paid  us  by  the  railroads.    We 
have  charged  for  the  last  year  one  dollar  per  bushel  for  corn,  which  cost 
us  about,  on  an  average,  sixty  cents  per  bushel.    We  are  now  charguig, 
and  have  been  since  about  the  first  of  February,  eighty  cents  per  bushel 
for  com,  which  costs  us  forty  cents  delivered  in  our  cribs.     We  receive 
in  the  yards  about  two  thousand  head  of  sheep  per  week,  and  the  charges 
for  yardage  and  weighage  are  the  same  as  for  hogs.    Feed  is  charged 
the  same  as  for  other  stock.    We  get  yardage  on  about  two  thousand 
head  of  sheep  per,  week.    We  received  in  the  yards  about  ten  thousand 
horses  during  last  year,  and  charge  seventy-five  cents  per  day  for  food. 
This  is  our  only  charge,  and  we  have  the  care  of  them,  and  load  and  un- 
load them,  for  which  we  charge  the  same  as  other  stock,  and  receive  our 
pay  for  bedding,  loading  and  unloading  from  the  railroad  companie.<. 
About  one-half  of  the  horses  are  sold  here,  the  other  half  shipped  out. 
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These  estimates  of  stock  received  are  based  on  last  year's  business, 
and  are  unusually  large.  The  delays  in  shipments,  when  they  occur, 
are  occasioned  by  lack  of  cars.  In  the  summer  season  there  is  scarcely 
any  delay.  In  the  winter  season  there  are  delays ;  but  at  no  time  do  I 
ever  recollect  of  a  shipper  who  had  registered  being  kept  here  to  exceed 
three  days.  We  have  a  Stock  Exchange  building,  belonging  to  the 
company,  which  we  rent  to  commission  men,  and  a  banking  association 
for  offices,  and  realized  from  the  rental  about  Ave  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  for  the  last  year.  We  work  about  two  hundred  men  in  and 
around  the  yards,  and  our  pay  rolls  amount  to  about  twenty  thousand 
dollars  per  month.  The  Transit  House,  which  is  run  in  connection  with 
the  yards,  was  built  expressly  for  the  accommodation  of  drovers,  and 
has  been  a  loss  to  the  company.  The  house  and  furniture  cost  the  com- 
pany about  two  hundred  and  seventy-live  thousand  dollars.  We  charge 
lifty  cents  a  meal,  and  Hfty  cents  for  lodging.

At  the  time  of  giving  my  first  testimony,  it  had  slipped  my  memory  . 
that  about  two  years  ago  an  investigating  committee  appeared  to  me 
Olio  (lay  in  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  stating,  and  as  I  believed  at  that 
time,  that  the^*  were  appointed  to  weigh  the  baskets  of  corn  sold  by  the 
Union  Stock  Yard  and  Transit  Company  for  a  bushel  of  ear  corn ;  that 
1  went  with  said  committee,  and  they  did  weigh  said  baskets  of  ear 
com,  and  found  it  to  weigh  from  seventy-three  to  seventy -five  pounds 
to  the  basket,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  and  expressed  themselves 
satisfied  with  the  meiisure ;  and  that  there  has  not  been,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, any  smaller  baskets  ever  used  at  any  time  since  or  before  during 
my  superintendency  of  the  said  Union  Stock  Yards,  or  any  complaints 
made  since  that  time  until  the  present  one.  This  investigating  com- 
mittee, as  I  understood  it,  was  appointed  by  the  comniission  men  doing 
bosiness  inside  the  yards.

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Testimony  of  A.  Oregory, 

My  name  is  A.  Gregory.  I  have  beeu  in  Chicago  since  1848,  and 
have  been  in  business  in  the  Stock  Yards  since  they  began.  Before  the 
war  the  yardage  was  lower  in  the  yards  than  now ;  during  the  war  it 
was  about  the  same  as  now  on  all  stock,  except  sheep,  on  which  it  is 
higher  now,  having  been  raised  when  these  Stock  Yards  were  opened. 
The  Stock  Yard  Company  are  now  charging  eighty  cents  per  bushel  for 
corn.  I  think  the  business  could  be  done  at  a  profit  and  charge  a  less 
price  for  com.  I  understand  the  company  are  paying  from  thirty  three 
to  thirty-six  cents  a  bushel  for  corn.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  the 
company,  from  the  nature  of  their  business,  should  sell  corn  at  more 
than  twice  the  amount  they  pay  for  it.  They  should  have  a  fair  per- 
centage on  the  corn  they  sell.  Hay,  which  they  are  selling  at  thirty 
dollars  a  ton,  they  pay  from  eighteen  to  twenty  dollars  a  ton  for.  I 
think  this  is  a  larger  profit  than  is  usually  made  on  hay  sold  in  the 
market  in  Chicago.  Large  shippers,  I  think,  have  a  preference  in  ob- 
taining facilities  for  shipping  their  stock  east  over  small  shippers.  This 
is  the  fault  of  the  railroad  companies.  I  think  the  men  who  measure 
the  feed  for  the  Stock  Yard  Company  are  careless,  and  sometimes  don't 
give  good  weight  or  meaisnre.  In  think,^as  a  general  thing,  they  give 
short  weight  and  measure.  I  think  when  the  men  are  given  a  dime  or 
80  they  are  more  pleasant  to  customers,  and  they  got  better  weights  and 
better  measures.  The  corn  and  hay  is  generally  of  a  good  quality.  It 
is  reported  that  the  hay  is  sometimes  mouldy-  in  the  centre  of  the  bales. 
This  is  occasioned  by  the  hay  pressers  when  pressing  the  hay,  who  vill 
sometimes  throw  water  in  the  centre  of  the  bale.  This  is  to  make  it 
pack  closer  and  weigh  heavier,  as  I  suppose.

Testimony  of  J,  H.  Wood. 

My  name  is  J.  H.  Wood.  I  have  been  in  business  in  the  Stock  Yards 
ever  since  they  were  opened.  The  charges  for  yardage  are  now  about 
•  the  same  that  they  were  for  two  or  three  years  before  these  yards  vere 
opened.  The  Stock  Yard  Company  are  now  charging  us  eighty  cents  a 
bushel  for  corn.  We  have  been  buying  of  them  at  this  price  for  about 
two  weeks.  Before  that  time  we  were  paying  one  dollar  a  bushel.  The 
commission  men  thought  one  dollar  was  too  much,  and  insisted  upon  a 
reduction  of  the  price,  and  it  was  made.  I  bought  corn  out  of  a  farm- 
er's wagon,  delivered  to  me,  at  forty-two  cents  per  bushel,  last  Saturday, 
for  my  private  nse.  I  don't  think  a  man  who  attends  to  his  businescJ 
ever  gets  short  weight  or  measure.  If  any  man  should  make  an  order 
for  feed,  I  think  he  would  get  full  weight,  no  matter  whether  he  was 
present  or  not — a  stranger  as  well  as  one  who  does  business  inside  the 
yards.  I  think  the  consolidation  of  the  yards  is  a  benefit  to  the  produ- 
cers at  large.

Dead  hogs  are  allowed  to  be  sold  on  the  grounds  of  the  Stock  Yard 
Company.  The  Union  Eendering  Company  get  all  the  dead  hogs,  and 
fix  the  price.  There  is  no  competition  now.  They  are  getting  one  cent 
and  a  half  per  pound  for  dead  hogs  now.  It  costs  a  shipper  from 
Springfield,  Illinois,  thirty  dollars  a  car  for  stock.  It  costs  six  dollars 
a  car  to  sell  hogs,  and  fifty  cents  a  head  to  sell  cattle.  A  car  of  hogs 
will  weigh  from  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  to  seventeen 
tliousand  pounds.  A  car  load  of  cattle  will  average  sixteen  head  to  the 
car.

I  am  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Stock 
Yards.  Have  been  in  that  position  for  about  ^ye^  years.  It  may  be  that 
the  men  under  me  are  reckless,  and  fail  to  obey  orders ;  but  I  don't 
know  it.  We  sometimes  have  complaints  of  short  weight  and  short 
measure.  The  complaints  are  not  very  frequent.  It  is  my  business  to 
see,  among  other  things,  that  the  feed  masters  give  full  measure  in  com. 
We  have  baskets  which  hold  a  bushel,  or  they  are  said  to  hold  a  bushel. 
I  do  not  know  if  they  do.  I  never  had  the  com  weighed  tp  see  if  they 
would  hold  a  bushel.  The  baskets  are  filled  even  full  for  a  bushel,  when 
I  ha^'e  seen  them  dealt  out.  It  is  the  duty  of  our  employees  to  make 
8tninger8  acquainted  with  then*  rights  in  the  yard,  and  I  think  they  do 
80  far  as  I  know.

Testimony  of  J.  0.  Bone. 

My  name  is  J.  C.  Bone.  I  have  been  shipping  stock  to  Chicago  ever 
since  the  Union  Stock  Yards  were  opened,  and  have  been  doing  business 
inside  the  yards  for  about  eighteen  months.  Before  the  yards  were  con- 
solidated, there  were  the  Lake  Shore,  Cottage  Grove,  Michigan  South- 
ern, and  Pittsburg  and  Fort  Wayne  yards  in  operation.  The  charges 
for  yardage  and  feed  are  higher  now  than  before  the  consolidation  of 
tlie  yards.  It  will  average  about  twenty-five  per  cent,  higher.  I  don't 
think  the  Union  Stock  Yard  Company  has  anything  to  do  with  the  ship- 
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meut  of  stock  out  of  the  yards.  The  price  of  com,  I  think,  has  been  T^ 
duced  to  eighty  cents  within  the  last  two  weeks.  I  think  the  price  now 
paid  is  high.  I  think  a  man  could  buy  on  'Change  to-day  com  for  thirty- 
live  or  forty  cents  per  bushel.  I  think  the  company  charge  eighty  ceats 
a  bushel  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  profit,  which  is  to  cover  wastage 
and  expenses  of  feeding.  I  feed  alx)ut  twenty-five  pounds  of  hay  a  day 
to  each  bullock.  The  price  of  corn  in  February,  when  we  paid  one  dol- 
lar per  bushel,  was  about  the  same  on  'Change  as  it  is  now,  as  I  remem- 
ber. When  hogs  are  fed  we  generally  use  about  four  bushels  of  com  a 
day  to  a  car  lo^,  which  usually  contains  about  sixty  hogs.  We  get  a 
good  quality  of  hay  and  corn.  We  pay  for  hay  (timothy)  one  dollar 
and  a  half  per  hundred.  If  I  wanted  to  get  a  car  to  ship  stock  East,  1 
would  first  have  to  get  the  weight  of  the  stock,  and  upon  showing  my 
weight  ticket  I  could  register  and  get  cars  in  my  turn.

Have  complained  myself,  but  when  I  reported  to  the 
Superintendent,  he  made  it  righu  I  never  tested  the  weights  or  mea^ 
sure  of  feed  which  I  received.  We  have  better  treatment  in  these  yards 
than  in  any  other  yards  with  which  we  do  business.

Testimony  of  Jesse  Adams. 

My  name  is  Jesse  Adams.  I  have  done  business  in  the^e  stock  yards 
ever  since  they  have  been  in  operation.  The  quality  of  hay  furnisbed 
to  shippers  to  feed  their  stock,  by  the  stock  yard  company,  is  better 
generally  than  the  average  of  hay.  I  have  always  got  good  measnre 
and  good  weight.  I  cannot  say  about  how  new  men  are  treated.  Tbi- 
average  price  of  feed  has  been  higher  since  the  yards  wei'e  consolidattnl 
than  it  was  before,  when  there  were  two  or  three  yanls.  I  do  not  think 
that  the  interests  of  the  people  generally  who  do  business  with  the  yank 
have  £ver  suffered  since  the  present  Superintendent  has  been  in  cLarge. 
He  is  always  ready  to  do  justice.  The  yards,  or  rather  the  company, 
are  not  responsible  for  delays  in  shipments.  Every  shipper  who  regis 
ters  for  cars  in  which  to  ship,  has  his  turn,  no  matter  where  he  comes 
from  or  who  he  is.  To  enable  a  man  to  ship  stock,  he  must  present  a 
ticket  from  the  weigh  master,  then  he  is  allowed  to  register  for  cars.  I 
would  say,  in  addition,  about  the  hay,  that  there  is  a  great  deception, 
and  it  is  sometimes  bad,  but  whenever  I  have  told  Mr.  Sherman  it  ii^^ 
always  been  rectified.  I  believe  he  would  treat  others  the  same  way 
should  they  complain.

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Testimony  of  John  Soames. 

My  name  is  John  Soames.  I  am  a  shipper,  and  ship  only  to  Boston. 
Have  been  shipping  ever  since  these  yards  were  opened^  and  from  other 
yards  in  the  city  before  the  consolidatiou.  I  shij)  hogs  ah)ne.  I  am 
paying  eighty  cents  now  for  corn,  and  have  been  doing  so  since  about 
the  first  of  March.  Before  tliat  I  was  paying  one  dollar  a  buiihel. 
Eighty  cents  a  bushel  for  corn  would  not  be  an  exorbitant  price,  pro- 
vided they  furnished  clean  pens  in  which  to  feed  it ;  and  I  think  at  this 
price  they  ought  to  keep  their  pens  in  good  condition.  In  the  fall,  win- 
ter and  spring  the  pens  are  generally  in  a  bad  condition,  and  sometimes 
they  are  in  a  condition  hardly  fit  to  be  used.  These  pens  could  be  kept 
in  good  condition  if  a  proper  force  of  m<ui  were  employed  to  attend  to 
them ;  ai?d  I  should  think  the  company,  from  the  prices  charged  for  feed, 
could  well  aftb'rd  to  employ  a  sufficient  force  to  keep  the  pens  clean.  I 
am  acquainted  with  the  condition  of  other  yards  in  the  counti-j',  and 
they  are  kept  in  a  better  condition  than  these.

Testimony  of  Oeorge  Groves. 

My  name  is  George  Groves.  I  have  been  a  shipper  for  many  years, 
and  long  before  these  yards  were  organized.  I  have  been  in  the  com- 
mission business  inside  the  yards  for  about  three  months.  I  am  familiar 
with  the  management  of  the  yards.  Before  the  consolidation  of  the  yards 
the  yardage  wa^s  lower  than  it  is  now,  being  then,  as  I  remember,  fifteen 
cents  a  liead  on  cattle  and  five  cents  a  head  on  sheep  and  hogs.  It  is 
now  twenty-five  cents  a  head  on  cattle  and  eight  cents  per  head  on 
sheep  and  hogs.  For  the  last  year  corn  has  been  sold  to  shippers  at 
one  dollar  per  bushel  until  within  eight  or  ten  days,  or  from  the  first  to 
the  fifth  of  March,  it  was  reduced  to  eighty  cents.  Corn  is  good,  but  as 
a  general  thing  measure  is  scant,  and  complaints  in  this  direction  are 
made  on  good  grounds.  I  think  this  is  attiibutable  to  the  careles-^ness 
or  shirkiness  of  the  men  who  measure  the  feed.  I  do  not  think  Mr. 
Sherman  is  to  blame  for  it.  I  believe  he  is  always  peady  to  do  justice 
when  his  attention  is  called  to  any  matter  of  complaint.  I  should  think 
com  could  be  bought  and  delivered  at  yards  now  at  thirty- two  to  thirty- 
five  cents.  I  should  think,  considering  the  price  of  yardage,  that  fifty 
per  cent,  above  the  cost  of  corn  would  be  suflicient  to  pay  the  Stock 
Yard  Company  a  handsome  profit.  1  am  of  opinion  that  from  three  to 
four  bushels  of  corn  are  fed  on  an  average  to  ed<\\i  car  load  of  hogs  re- 
ceived at  the  yards.  Timothy  hay  costs  one  dollar  and  a  half  ])er  hun- 
dred, and  x)rairie  hay  costs  one  dollar  per  hundred.  The  hay  this  win- 
ter has  been  much  better  than  usual.  Previous  t^o  this  winter  I  have 
frequently  had  to  feed  miserably  ])oor  hay.  When  we  get  hay  by  the 
bale  the  weight  is  generally  marked  upon  the  wood  around  it.  It  hap- 
I^ens  sometimes  that  it  is  not  nnxrked,  and  then  the  average  weight  of  a 
lot  of  hay  is  taken,  as  I  believe.  I  never  saw  hay  weighed  out  to  cus- 
tomers. Generally,  since  the  yards  were  opened,  I  don't  think  the  com- 
pany have  been  buying  or  keeping  fii-st-class  hay,  and  there  is  nothing 
a  stock  man  so  much  desires  as  good  hay  to  feed  his  cattle,  and  much 
of  the  complaint  about  the  yards  is  occasioned  by  the  poor  quality  of 
hay  heretofore  us^.    I  don't  think  they  pay  a  first-class  price  for  hay. 
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They  sell  their  hay  at  fifty  per  cent  above  the  price  of  firstclass  bay. 
I  think  fifty  per  cent,  above  the  cost  of  the  hay  would  be  a  good  com 
pensation  to  the  company.  Timothy  hay  has  never  been  sold,  as  I  re^ 
niemlmr,  at  less  than  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  hundred  since  th&e 
yards  wefe  opened.  The  pens  in  the  yards  are  now  in  a  miserable  con- 
dition, and  they  generally  are  when  the  weather  is  bad,  on  accoont  of 
insufficient  drainage.  Ilie  cattle  pens  are  unprotected,  too,  from  the 
cold  winds  and  storms.  I  have  been  in  nearly  all  the  great  stock 
yards  in  the  United  States,  and  the  condition  of  these  yards  are  at 
time^fthe  worst  of  any  of  them.  They  are  often  overcrowded,  aod 
twice  the  number  of  cattle  are  put  into  them  that  they  were  inteDded 
to  hold.  I  am  of  opinion  that  from  the  income  of  the  company  they 
could  improve  the  condition  of  the  pens,  protect  them  and  enlarge  the 
capacity  of  yardage  and  have  a  fair  profit  left.

Testimony  of  Jacob  Strader. 

My  name  is  Jacob  Strader.  I  am  engaged  in  the  stock  commissioD 
business.  Have  been  in  business  in  these  stock  yards  since  they 
have  been  opened.  There  is  a  necessity  for  a  larger  force  of  ineu  in 
order  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  care  properly  for  the  stock.  The  peiu 
are  frequently  over-crowded  for  want  of  men  to  dispose  of  the  stock  as 
it  should  be.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  income  of  the  company  wooM 
warrant  them  in  keeping  a  force  equal  to  any  demand  thatcoaldk 
made.  The  pens  are  now  in  a  miserable  condition  and  could  be  reme- 
died if  the  pro])er  attention  was  given  them.  This  I  believe  the  oom- 
pany  could  well  aiford  to  do.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  stock  yanl  com- 
pany to  unload  the  stock  and  yard  it,  but  owing  to  scarcity  of  help 
not  (me  in  ten  of  the  cars  are  unloaded  by  the  company's  men.  in 
order  to  get  the  stock  out  promptly  the  commission  men  are  coinpelW 
to  furnish  the  hands  to  do  it.  They  also  have  to  furnish  men  to  follow 
up  t1i(>  stock  when  weighed;  but,  for  the  same  reason  (a  scarcity  of 
force)  the  commission  men  are  compelled  to  furnish  help  for  these  pur 
poses.  I  do  not  think  that  the  shippers  generally  get  their  full  weight 
or  measure.  This  I  think  is  mostly  attributable  to  the  fact  that  the  men 
who  feed  have  too  much  work  to  do,  and  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
careless  and  it  has  become  a  habit  with  them  to  give  short  weight  aod 
measure  and  not  being  afraid  of  discharge  on  account  of  the  habit. 
The  hay  generally  sold  to  us  is  good  this  year.  I  have  fed  hay  which 
was  sold  to  me  for  tame  hay,  but  which  was  more  than  half  wild.  The 
hay  in  bales  which  are  bound  with  wood  hold  out,  but  the  bales  which 
are  bound  with  rope  are  short  from  forty  to  sixty  pounds.  I  think 
about  one-third  is  bound  with  roi)e.  Mr.  Sherman  sells  from  his  o\ni 
farm  in  the  summer  season  a  large  quantity  of  hay,  which  isciitoue 
day  and  hauled  in  the  next  day,  and  dealt  out  by  guess.  That  which 
is  not  sold  in  this  way  is  ricked  up  and  afterwards  baled  and  soKi. 
This  hay  is  not  thoroughly  seasoned  and  of  course  is  heavier.  We  pay 
one  dollar  for  this  hay  when  it  is  fed  oif  the  wagon,  and  the  same  pric^ 
as  other  hay  when  fed  from  the  rick.  This  is  tame  hay.  There  isinin'h 
more  complaint  from  my  customers  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
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yards  thau  the  price  and  quality  of  feed,  for  they  lose  more  from  the 
former  than  the  latter  cause.

Testimony  of  John  Adams. 

My  name  is  John  Adams.  I  am  engaged  in  the  commission  business, 
and  have  been  engaged  in  it  for  more  than  ten  years,  and  have  been  in 
these  yards  ever  since  they  were  opened.  The  price  for  yardage  upon 
cattle  would  not  be  too  high,  provided  we  were  furnished  with  good, 
clean  dry  pens.  This  is  not  the  case  in  these  yards  now.  They  are  in 
such  a  nasty  condition  that  purchasers  will  not  go  into  the  pens,  and 
to-day  I  have  been  compelled  to  wade  through  the  filth  and  dirt  to 
drive  my  cattle  np  to  the  fence  to  enable  my  purchasers  to  see  them. 
I  think' that  the  prices  paid  for  accommodations  is  high  enough  to  war- 
rant the  company  in  giving  us  first  class  yai*ds^  and  to  keep  them  in 
first  class  condition.  The  force  of  men  employed  to  do  the  work  .that 
the  company  agree  to  do,  is  much  too  small.    I  think  if  a  sufficient  nnm- 

•  her  of  men  were  kept  employed,  these  yards  could  be  kept  in  good 
shape,  and  the  company  could  well  afiford  to  do  this  from  the  income 
it  receives.  The  capacity  of  the  yards  is  not  sufficient  to  accommodate 
the  stock  received,  and  consequently  it  happens  in  all  big  runs  that 
ho^s  are  yarded  in  with  cattle,  and  of  course  yardage  is  charged  on 
both  classes  of  stock.  There  is  nothing  so  objectionable  as  yarding 
ho^s  with  cattle.  It  is  a  positive  loss  to  the  shippers,  as  buyers  are 
often  in  a  hurry  and  business  is  rushing,  and  they  will  therefore  go  to 
pens  where  they  can  see  the  hogs  at  a  glance,  and  it  thus  happens  that 
hogs  yarded  with  cattle  will  run  late  in  the  day  before  they  can  be  sold, 
and  sometimes  we  are  compelled  to  keep  them  over  and  feed  them  an- 
other day.  The  accommodation  of  the  yard,  too,  is  destroyed  by  mix- 
ing hogs  and  cattle,  for  if  hogs  are  fed  corn,  ihe  owner  will  complain 
that  the  cattle  are  eating  it;  if  the  cattle  are  fed  hay,  the  owner  will 
complain  that  the  hogs  are  running  over  and  spoiling  it ;  thus  you  see 
neither  is  satisfied,  and  they  should  not  be.  What  we  need  most  is  more 
room.  I  think  the  price  for  yarding  sheep  is  too  high,  for  they  do  not 
injiu'e  their  jM^ns,  nor  is  it  much  trouble  to  care  for  them,  and  it  is  much 
too  high  a  i>ercentage  on  their  value.  I  think  five  cenrs  per  head  is 
ample.  I  think  the  price  of  hay,  thirty  dollars  a  ton,  is  not  too  high : 
corn  at  seventy-five  cents  a  bushel,  when  bought  for  the  price  to  be  paid 
for  it  in  market  to-day,  is  ample ;  then  good  me^nres  and  weights  should 
be  given.  This,  at  times,  I  think,  is  not  done,  and  I  attribute  it  to  the 
fact  that  the  men  who  have  the  feeding  to  do,  have  too  much  work  to 
perform,  and  are  almost  compelled  to  neglect  it  in  order  to  get  through. 
The  hay  is  usually  good.  Mr.  Sherman  never  buys  mean  hay  at  a  mean 
price,  but  I  believe  he  always  tries  to  buy  good  hay  and  pay  a  good 
price  for  it  Of  course  in  buying  as  much  hay  as  be  buys,  some  of  it 
will  be  bad  5  he  can't  help  it.  Corn  is  good.  I  think  if  the  objections  I 
have  stated  were  obviated,  there  would  be  no  complaints.    Clean  the 

-  yards  and  keep  them  clean ;  enlarge  the  pens ;  i)ut  a  sufficient  force  to 
tlo  the  work  which  the  company  obligate  themselves  to  do,  and  there 
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would  be  an  end  to  all  causes  of  complaint.    This  the  compauy  can 
afford  and  ought  to  do.

•  Testimony  of  G,  H.  Horine. 

My  name  is  G.  H.  Horine.  I  am  a  commission  merchant,  and  have 
been  eugaged  in  selling  stock  in  these  yards  for  five  years  past.  The 
charges  for  yardage  are  not  unreasonable,  but  for  this  amount  of  charge 
good  accommodations  ought  to  be  given  to  shippers.  They  do  not, how- 
ever, have  good  accommodations  given  them.  The  yards  for  several 
months  in  the  year  are  in  a  miserable  muddy  and  filthy  condition,  and 
at  that  time,  too,  when  there  is  most  need  of  clean  yards.  The  pens 
have  grown  steadily  worse,  until  now  there  is  not  more  than  one  in 
twenty  where  hogs  can  be  given  pure  water,  the  water  troughs  are  so 
dirty,  and  no  pains  are  taken  to  clean  them  out.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
company  to  keep  them  clean,  but  it  is  wholly  neglected  on  their  part. 
The  unc-omfortable  condition  of  the  stock  in  consequence  of  tliis  condi- 
tion of  the  pens  will  cause  a  shrinkage  of  not  less  than  a  good  commis- 
sion, and  when  I  have  remonstrated  about  it,  I  have  been  told  by  the 
superintendent  of  police,  to  whom  I  have  complained — "why  don't  you 
sell,"  and  I  have  been  compelled  to  sell,  because  it  w^  the  best  thing  1 
could  do,  against  my  judgment,  and  at  times  it  is  at  a  loss  to  the  ship- 
pers, because,  if  I  could  have  a  chance  to  handle  the  stock  as  my  jad^ 
ment  dictated,  I  could  make  more  out  of  it. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  company  could  well  afford  from  their 
income  to  keep  these  pens  in  first  class  condition.  The  hay  and  com  is 
generally  good.  I  believe  they  aim  to  buy  the  best  food  obtainable.  I 
think  now  we  get  full  measure  in  corn,  but  I  believe  the  talk  that  an  in- 
vestigation was  to  be  made  into  the  management,  producecl  this  result 
The  baskets  are  larger  now  than  they  recently  were,  and  are  filled  in 
feeding  with  them  as  well  a«  the  smaller  ones  were«  When  therein  a 
large  amount  of  stock  to  be  fed,  the  men  who  are  charged  with  feeding 
slight  the  work,  and  feed  is  charged  that  is  never  fed — for  the  re^n 
that  the  force  employed  is  too  small  to  do  the  work  required,  and  in 
order  to  get  through  thc'r  work  in  good  season,  they  neglect  to  fill  the 
orders  made  for  feed.  This  only  happens  when  they  are  required  to 
work  lat«  in  the  night,  or  the  weather  is  inclement.  I,  or  some  of 
my  men,  always  see  that  the  stock  receive  the  feed  I  order.  This  is  not 
the  duty  of  our  commission  men.  If  the  force  wa«  increased  to  equal 
the  demand,  the  diflBculty  would  l)e  obviated. 

Hay  which  is  baled  or  put  up  in  the  vicinity  of  Chicago,  in  my  opin- 
ion, having  been  a  hay  dealer  myself,  is  short  of  the  amount  charged 
to  us.  This  hay  is  known  as  loose  hay  and  rope-bound  hay.  The  hay 
received  from  the  country  bound  with  timber,  and  known  as  tight 
bound  hay,  is  charged  for  by  the  company  according  to  the  weight 
marked  on  each  bale.  This  hay  is  only  short  the  natural  shrinkage. 
The  prices  of  corn  and  hay  are  not  unreasonable.

My  name  is  Isaac  L.  Webb.  I  am  ia  the  commission  business,  and 
have  been  so  engaged  for  a  year  and  a  half,  bat  off  and  on  ever  since 
the  yards  were  opened.  I  have  sold  the  company  hay  lor  three  seasons 
preceding  last  summer.  It  was  what  is  known  as  rope  bailed  hay,  or 
loose  pressed.  It  was  sold  by  the  ton  en  the  wagons.  The  average  of 
tlie  bales  of  hay  whi(;h  made  up  the  .wagon  load  would  be  about  two 
haudred  and  fifteen  pounds.  I  afterwards  bought  of  the  company  and 
fed  out  to  stock  some  of  the  hay  which  I  had  sold  them,  and  was  charged 
for  three  hundred  pounds — the  hay  beiug  in  the  same  packages  which  I 
had  delivered.  The  rule  of  the  company  is,  to  charge  for  the  loose  bale^ 
hay  which  they  get  in  the  vicinity — of  Chicago— at  the  rate  of  three 
hundred  pounds  per  bale ;  and  this  kind  of  hay,  so  far  as  my  observa- 
tion goes,  never  weighs  more  than  two  hundred  and  Hfty  pounds,  and 
laiiges  from  two  hundred  pounds  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds.

Testimony  of  J,  W.  Dalhy. 

My  name  is  J.  W.  Dalby.  I  have  been  employed  in  shipping  stock 
since  1855.  There  are  advantages  in  the  present  system  of  stock  yards 
in  Chicago,  which  make  them  preferable  to  the  old  system — such  as 
gettiug  your  stock  unloaded,  and  in  having  it  all  in  one  place.  Compe- 
tition produces  in  the  stock  business  a  healthy  condition,  as  it  does  in 
all  other  business,  and  in  this  respect  I  think  the  old  system  of  stock 
yards,  when  there  were  four  distinct  yards,  was  the  best.  The  facilities 
for  getting  stock  into  the  yards  now  is  better  than  under  the  old  sys- 
tem. The  yards  now  are  as  good  as  any  I  meet  with  in  shipping,  and 
are  equally  as  good  as  the  yards  in  Chicago  were  before  the  consolida- 
tion. The  yards  are  now  kept  cleaner  than  they  were  before  the  con- 
solidation. If  the  old  system  had  have  been  continued,  and  kept  pace 
^ith  the  times — and  I  think  they  would — ^it  would  have  been  better  for 
the  producers  of  stock,  in  my  opinion.  The  quality  of  feed  is  equal  that 
which  I  get  at  other  yards.  Mj^  recollection  is  that  when  I  asked  for 
niy  corn  to  be  weighed,  they  told  me  it  could  not  be  weighed,  for  they 
had  no  means  of  weighing  it.  I  have  never  complained  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  short  weight,  and  I  don't  say  that  there  were  short  weights. 
I  have  not,  however,  been  satistied  with  the  manner,  because  I  don't 
think  measuring  conx  in  the  ear  is  the  correct  wa^'  to  measure  it.  I 
have  never  seen  any  preference  shown  to  shippers  in  the  yards,  by 
either  officers  or  employees.  My  opinion  is  that  there  is  not  over  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  hogs  shipped  through  to  the  East  in  first  hands,  and 
not  over  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  cattle ;  the  rest  change  hands  in 
the  Union  Stock  Yards.  The  price  charged  -for  corn  in  the  yards  is  too 
high.

My  name  is  Joel  Dalby.    I  have  been  doing  business  in  tbe  Union 
Stock  Yards  in  Cliicago  since  they  were  opened.    I  think  the  weighta 
and  measure  of  feed  are  e-qual  to  any  other  yards,  and  are  better  Wm 
they  were  in  the  old  yards.    It  has  never  been  my  opinion  that  any  of 
the  yards  gave  full  weight  or  measure,  as  if  it  were  weighed.   They  are 
diarging  at  Wildcat  and  at  Toledp,  one  dollar  and  a  half  a  hundred  for 
hay,  and  I  think  one  dollar  and  a  half  at  Buffalo,  and  two  dollan  at 
New  York.    There  is  no  charge  for  yardage  until  we  reach  New  York, 
where  it  is  fifty  cents  on  cattle.    They  charge  for  weighing  in  Buffalo 
and  Albany.    It  would  not  be  practicable,  nor  would  it  be  nece8sai}',to 
weigh  ail  the  hay  and  corn  that  is  fed,  but  there  ought  to  be  scales  in 
each  feed  barn,  to  test  the  weight  when  desired.    It  has  always  been 
my  opinion  that  the  consolidation  of  the  stock  yards  of  Chicago  has 
been  an  advantage  to   the  producers  of  stock,  for  the  reason  that 
stock  can  be  sent  to  the  yards  now  with  perfect  security,  there  being  no 
danger  of  it  missing.    The  conveniences  are  such,  that  you  have  perfect 
security,  and  there  is  no  danger  of  losing  any  of  your  stock  by  being 
stolen.    Under  the  present  system,  a  shipper  gets  now  nearer  the  fall 
price  of  his  stock,  than  he  did  under  the-  old.    Men  can  now  find  oat. 
just  what  the  market  price  is  much  better  than  they  could  l)efore  the 
consolidation.    My  comnlission  men  have  reported  to  me  this  winter  my 
dead  hogs  as  sold  at  one  cent  a  pound.    My  commission  men  send  me 
tbe  bill  for  feed  and  yardage  at  the  yards.    My  idea  is  that  the  attempt 
to  break  down  the  Union  Stock  Yards  in  favor  of  independent  yards  is 
all  wrong,  and  would  be  an  injury  to  the  producer  at  large;  and  I  think 
they  would  soon  find  it  out.    The  reason  why  stock  is  driven  off  the 
roads  leading  to  Chicago,  to  the  roads  leading  East,  is  because  the 
shippers  are  afraid  of  being  detained  at  Chicago,  before  they  can  get  to 
ship  out.

My  name  is  S.  P.  Hopkins.  I  was  appointed  by  the  city  authority  ^ 
sanitary  superintendent  of  Chicago,  or  health  inspector,  for  the  stock 
yards,  and  have  been  acting  in  that  capacity  for  about  four  years.  The 
yards  have  always  been  kept  clean  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  hei^th  an 
thority  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  also  of  the  town  of  Lake.  I  have 
never  heard  any  complaints  of  them  in  this  respect.  I  have  been  pur- 
chasing agent  for  t!he  Union  gtock  Yard  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
buying  hay  and  com,  oats  and  straw,  such  as  was  bought  from  wagonis 
on  the  street.  I  have  always  been  instructed  to  purchase  the  best  quality 
of  feed.  The  hay  bought  in  bulk  is  usually  pressed  and  weighed  when 
it  is  brought  into  the  yards,  or  after  it  is  put  into  the  bams ;  each  bale 
when  pressed  and  weighed  has  the  weight  marked  upon  it.  I  have 
always  bought  the  l)est  quality  of  feed ;  com  and  hay  number  one. 
The  yards  are  being  cleaned  consta,ntly.  During  the  j'ear  round  a  gauf 
of  men  are  worked  in  cleaning  the  yards,  and  do  nothing  else,  and  if 
the  yards  are  thawed  out  the  force  is  sufficient  to  keep  them  clean,  b 
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the  spring  of  the  year  a  large  force  is  pat  on,  as  soon  as  the  freeze 
thaws  oat,  and  they  are  soon  put  in  good  condition.  In  the  month  of 
March,  this  year,  the  manure  and  iilth  in  some  of  the  pens  was  several 
mches  deep,  but  this  could  not  be  helped,  for  the  thaw  came  on  sud- 
denly, and  at  such  times  it  takes  from  two  weeks  to  a  mouth  to  get  the 
pens  well  cleaned.  I  do  not  know  how  it  has  been  generally  this  year, 
as  I  have  not  been  there  but  once  during  the  month  of  March,  when  the 
thaw  came  on.  There  is  about  one  hundred  acres  of  yards  planked,  and 
there  is  quite  a  large  number  of  yards  with  dirt  floors.  These  are  called 
emergency  yards,  for  the^e  are  only  used  when  all  others  are  full,  and 
when  they  are  selected  from  choice.  I  have  heard  Mr.  Sherman  and 
his  Assistant  Superintendent  give  instructions  to  employees  to  treat  all 
men  with  courtesy,  explain  their  rights,  and  to  -use  no  bad  language; 
these  instructions  are  printed  and  posted  up  all  over  the  yards.  There 
are  no  scales  kept  in  the  barns  upon  which  customers  can  weigh  the 
hay  or  feed,  so  they  may  get  to  see  if  it  is  full  weight,  except  in  the 
bani  where  we  press  our  hay,  and  this  is  the  only  barn  in  which  scales 
are  kept  Every  bale  of  hay  has  the  weight  plainly  marked  upon  it,  as 
the  weight  is  ascertained  when  we  buy  and  weigh  it.  There  are  scales 
in  each  division  on  which  customers  could  weigh  their  hay,  if  they 
chose,  and  these  are  scales  especially  to  weigh  hay  upon.  We  have  no 
scales  on  which  to  weigh  hay  or  corn  to  satisfy  customers  that  they  got 
•weight  in  every  instance.  They  would  be  delayed  in  feeding  if  they  de- 
sired to  weigh  either  hay  or  corn,  but  not  long ;  and  in  no  case  have  I 
ever  known  it  refused  if  they  desired  to  have  either  weighed.

Statement  of  John  B,  Sherman^  Superi7itendent 

Gentlemen :  As  you  have  requested  me  to  state  why  and  how  the  ^ 
Union  Stock  Yards  came  to  be  built,  I  will  state  that  in  1865  the  inana-  • 
gers  of  the  different  railroads  centering  into  Chicago,  being  such  lueu  *? 
J.  F.  Joy,  J.  H.  McCuUough,  J.  M.  Walker,  J.  U.  Tracy,  C.  H.  Gray  and 
H.  E.  Sargent,  saw  the  advantage  such  yards  would  be  to  the  railroads 
and  the  live  stock  interests  of  the  country,  and  undertook  to  consolidate 
the  different  yards  then  in  Chicago  into  one,  and  it  was  no  easy  job  to 
get  the  different  railroads  to  give  up  their  old  system  and  unite  iu  this. 
They  were  all  afraid  they  would  not  get  their  rights  under  a  new  ar 
rangement ;  but  their  fears  were  finally  overcome.  But  it  was  a  very 
difficult  job  to  find  a  suitable  place  to  locate  the  new  yard  where  they 
could  accommodate  all  the  railroads.  They  finally  agreed  uiwn  the 
present  site,  five  miles  from  the  court  house  in  the  town  of  Lake,  on 
condition  that  the  Union  Stock  Yard  Company  would  build  all  nece^ 
sary  railroads  to  connect  the  said  yards  witti  the  diff*erent  main  liue«  at 
the  cost  of  the  said  Stock  Yard  Company ;  and  under  this  arrangement 
the  company  did  build,  and  now  have  thirty  miles  of  track  wliidi  they 
furnish  to  tlie  railroad  and  stock  interests  free  of  charge;  and  the  com- 
pany also  pays  the  Great  Eastern  liailroad  about  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars per  year  for  the  use  of  its  track  to  run  the  C,  B.  and  Q.,  N.  W.,  A. 
and  St.  L.,  and  Mil.  and  St.  P.  Eailroad  stock  trains  to  the  yards,  for 
which  they  make  no  charge  to  the  shipper.  After  locating  the  yards. 
the  next  thing  was  to  raise  the  money  to  build  and  make  the  improve- 
ments.   The  different  railroad  companies  finally  consented  to  each  pay 
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its  proi)oi-tion  of  the  costs,  supposing  at  the  time  that  it  could  bo  accoiu- 
plisht*(l  for  one  million  dollars  ;  but  the  improvomonts  actually  cost  two 
million  dollars,  and  tbey  are  not  completed  yet;  and  the  company  will 
be  oblij^ed  to  expend,  this  year,  at  least  three  hundred  tbonsand  dollars 
additional,  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  of  the  live  stock  tra<le  of 
Chicago ;  and  I  assure  yon  there  is  no  Credit  Mobiliers  in  the  Union 
Stock  Yards.  Every  dollar  of  this  two  millions  has  been  expended 
there  in  building  up  and  improving  the  yards. 

Alter  the  yards  were  completed  and  the  railroads  had  accomplished 
their  purpose  in  securing  unparralleled  accommodations  for  handling 
and  transhipping  live  stock,  they  wanted  their  money  back,  and  olfered 
their  stock  to  the  business  men  of  Chicago  and  live  stock  jn'odncers  and 
dealers  in  the  West,  at  par;  but  these  men  had  no  faith  in  it  b»  a  pay- 
ing investment,  and  they  could  not  sell  a  dollar  of  it  at  home,  but  did, 
finally,  sell  it  to  Eastern  capit^ilists,  who  were  contented  with  smaller 
dividends;  and  to-day  not  an  olhcer  of  any  railroad  company  in  Illinois 
owns  a  dollar  of  its  stock. 

The  coHjpany  has  now  one  hundred  acres  of  land  covered  with  three 
inch  plank,  and  the  water  works  alone  cost  two  hundred  thousand  dol* 
lars,  furnishing  pure  water  in  every  pen,  for  the  accommodation  of 
stock,  fi-ee  of  charge ;  and  our  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  drovers^ 
cost  f  275,000.    All  the  im))rovementa  are  of  the  l)est  quality. 

The  effect  of  this  vast  expenditure  has  been  to  build  up  the  largest 
stock  market  in  the  world  at  Chicago.  It  has  brought  the  cattle  raisers 
of  the  West  and  the  dealers  for  the  Eastern  markets  face  to  face ;  and 
what  is  better  still,  the  management  is  such  that  a  farmer,  or,  if  you 
please,  his  son  twelve  years  old,  ciin  take  a  drove  of  cattle  or  hogs  and 
find  out  the  market  price,  sell  them  himself,  and  collect  his  money,  as 
everything  is  sold  by  weight  and  for  cash. 

We  have  handled  during  the  last  year,  3,000,000  hogs,  000,000  cattle. 
To  do  all  this  work  requires  a  vast  expenditure,  as  you  perceive  from 
the  figures  we  have  given  you.  The  work  all  has  to  be  done  on  an  ave- 
rage of  six  hours  in  a  day,  and,  as  a  matter  of  c<mrse,  there  will  at 
some  times  be  neglect  by  employees,  unbeknown  to  the  officers  of  the 
company. 

]Sow,  gentlemen,  the  question  naturally  arises:  Where  does  the 
company  get  pay  for  all  this  trouble  and  expense,  repairs  and  interest 
on  its  capital  t  First,  they  get  ten  dollars  per  ton  on  hay,  forty  cents 
per  bushel  on  corn,  twenty-five  cents  per  head  on  all  cattle  sold  in  the 
yards  (those  not  sold,  but  shipped  through  in  owner's  name,  no  charge 
is  made)  eight  cents  on  hogs  and  sheep.  There  is  no  charge  for  weigh- 
ing nor  for  watering  the  stock. 

The  railroads  pay  the  company  twenty-five  cents  per  car  for  unload- 
ing, and  fifty  cents  for  loading  stock.    This  is  chargeable  to  the  owner. 

Now,  gentlemen,  you  have  the  resources  from  which  the  company  has 
to  be  supported.  As  to  the  condition  you  found  the  yards  in  when  you 
visited  them,  I  will  state  that  they  had  never  been  in  so  bad  shape  since 
they  were  built  as  at  that  time.  We  have  had  the  severest  winter  ever 
known  for  the  business  of  cleaning  yards.  Thirty-three  days  the  mer- 
cury went  below  zero,  with  no  thaw  during  the  entire  winter  until  you 
were  there,  and  it  had  been  impossible  to  clean  out  the  accumulations 
in  the  pens,  until,  about  three  days  before  your  visit,  it  thawed  wonder- 
My,  and  made  the  yards  almost  as  bad  as  the  streets  of  Chicago  and 
Springfield  at  the  same  time. 
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We  keep  constantly  employed  twelve  carts  and  horses  and  twenty 
men,  and  intend  at  all  times  to  keep  a  sufficient  extra  force  to  keep  the 
yards  clean  when  it  can  be  done.  Daring  such  extreme  cold  weather  as 
we  had  last  winter  it  was  impossible  to  clean  the  yards  until  it  thaved 
out. 

In  conclusion,  J  will  say,  that  from  the  suggestions  of  some  of  the 
witnesses,  I  am  satisfied  that  there  should  l^  scales  placed  in  each  of 
the  bams  and  cribs,  so  customers  can  at  any  time  weigh  the  feed  they 
are  getting,  and  I  will  see  that  this  is  done  immediately,  so  as  to  avoid 
aU  complaints  from  that  source  hereafter.  And  if  you  think,  from  the 
evidence,  that  the  yardage  we  have  been  charging  on  sheep  is  too  high, 
I  will  have  it  reduced  to  what,  from  the  evidence,  seems  reasonable. 
Any  suggestions  you  may  make  concerning  the  improvement  of  yards 
will  be  received  by  me  with  pleasure.

Mr.  Yoris  (by  unanimous  consent)  introduced  Senate  bill,  Ko.  382,  for 
<<An  act  to  enlarge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commissioners  to  include  the  Union  Stock  Yards  of  Chicago.'' 

Which  was  read  at  large  a  first  time,  and  ordered  to  a  second  read- 
ing. 

Mr.  Castle,  from  the  si>ecial  committee  on  railroads,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  and,  on  his  motion,  1,000  copies  of  the  same  was  ordered 
printed : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  : 

Your  committee  find  difiiculty  in  procuring  correct  data  in  examining 
this  question  of  the  valuation  of  railroad  property,  and  their  pro  raia 
of  taxation  as  compared  with  other  property. 

In  some  cases  the.  railroad  reports  vary  as'to  the  valuation  of  the  road; 
the  contracting  party  in  their  report  give  as  the  value  the  original  cost 
of  consti*uction,  or  the  contract  price,  while  the  present  owners  in  their 
report  give  the  purchase  piice.  These  reports,  made  on  a  different  ba- 
sis, and  for  a  different  purpose,  will  account  in  part  for  the  discrepaucj 
between  the  value  at  which  the  road  is  placed  by  the  re|)ort  to  the  rail- 
road commissioners  and  the  value  at  which  it  is  placed  to  the  stockhold- 
ers of  the  road  since  purchasing. 

Take  as  an  illustration  the  Chicago  and  Eock  Eiver  Bailroad,  bnilt. 
or  reported  built,  by  an  independent  company,  but  now  owned  by  the 
C,  B.  and  Q. 

In  the  report  of  the  company  constructing  to  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners, the  cost  of  construction  is  placed  at  $30,000  per  mile,  with  an 
additional  $3,000  per  mile  for  equipment,  while  the  report  of  the  direc- 
tors of  the  C.  B.  and  Q.  to  stockholders,  shows  that  they  purchased  the 
road  at  a  total  cost  of  $720,000,  or  at  the  rate  of  $10,000  per  mile. 

Now  if  that  road  is  worthy  equipped,  $39,000  per  mile,  even  though 
sold  for  less,  should  it  not  be  taxed  on  that  amount  f  Or  if  it  cost  bat 
the  $16,000,  who  is  to  pay  tax  on  the  difference  t  i.  e.  who  reahzed  that 
difference  of  $1,035,000  if  it  did  not  (?o8t  that  sum?    And  who  lost,  it? 

As  another  instance  of  difficulty  in  procuring  correct  informatioD,  we 
ffnd  in  the  report  of  the  C,  B.  and  Q.  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  on 
page  203,  an  error  in  "general  expenses"  made  in  the  lootings  of  $324, 
351  52;  and  an  examination  of  the  report  in  the  original  mauuscript 
shows  an  erasure  of  an  item  of  that  amount  called  "interest  on  floatisg 
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debt,"  erased  apparently  after  being  added  in,  while  written  across  we 
iiiid  the  words  "no  floating  debf 

Now  as  this  marking  out  was  done  evidently  after  all  the  tables  were 
prepared,  what  became  of  that  item  of  $324,351  52?  Where  was  it 
afterwards  entered!  And  if  it  was  not  interest  on  "floating  debt," 
"R hat  was  it! 

Again,  the  expenses  on  same  page  are  given  as  $4,709,016  24,  and  in 
the  next  table  (taking  the  footings  as  correct,  although  they  are  not), 
the  "general  expenses"  are  placed  at  $569,602  28,  which  two  amounts 
are  given  together  as  total  and  general  expenses  of  $4,278,678  52,  which 
is  an  error  of  $1,000,000,  as  it  should  be  $5,278,878  52.  These  instances 
are  enough  to  show  the  difliculties  under  which  the  railroad  commission 
has  laboi*ed  in  procuring  reliable  information;  also  how  uncertain  this 
committee  must  be  if  we  relied  entirely  upon  the  statements  of  the  roads 
themselves,  while  we  were  equally  liable  to  be  led  estray  if  we  examine 
for  data  elsewhere,  and  must  be  our  apology  if  we  should  be  led  into 
error  of  statement  or  conclusion. 

Your  committee  wrote  to  the  county  clerks  of  every  county  through 
which  the  main  line  of  the  C,  B.  and  Q.  runs,  asking  for  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  this  road,  and  irom  the 
returns  we  were  led  to  believe  the  road  was  listed  at  different  rat^s  in 
ditt'erent  counties,  but  have  since  been  informed,  upon  the  most  reliable 
authority,  that  it  is  listed  uniformly  at  seventy-flve  cents  per  foot  for 
main  and  forty  cents  per  foot  for  side  and  second  tracks,  thus  making 
the  assessed  value  of  the  main  track  about  $3,000  per  mile.  And  while 
this  does  not  agree  with  our  reports  &om  counties,  we  yet  have  no  doubt 
of  its  correctness. 

Taking  this  as  the  assessed  value,  what  relation  does  it  bear  to  the 
real  value  or  cost!  We  And  this  company  purchasing  the  Chicago  and 
Rock  Kiver  Eailroad  at  $16,000  per  mile,  when  it  had  no  business ;  was 
cheaply  built  with  light  iron,  and  almost  without  ballast.  Now,  if  that 
road  was  bought  thus  for  $16,000  per  mile,  what  must  be  the  value  of 
the  C,  B.  and  Q.,  a  most  perfect  and  complete  road!  And  we  find  the 
auswer  given  by  its  superintendent,  Mr.  Harris,  in  his  argument  before 
the  railroad  committee,  where  he  stated  it  was  worth  or  cost  $45,000  per 
mile.  And  were  we  to  examine  the  dividends,  we  would  find  it  was 
made  to  pay  on  that  sum — that  in  its  charges  for  freight  and  passengers 
the  public  is  required  to  pay  such  rates  as  will  bring  to  them  remunera- 
tive i-eturns  on  such  investment. 

Now,  doe^  $3,000  per  mile  bear  the  same  relation  to  the  real  value  of 
that  road  that  other  property  along  its  line,  as  assessed,  bears  to  its 
reiil  value. 

As  has  been  stated,  your  committee  has  written  to  every  county 
through  which  this  main  line  of  the  C,  B.  and  Q.  runs,  and  have  replies 
showing  the  total  returned  for  taxation  in  all  the  counties,  which  total 
we  jiuppose  shows  the  total  assessment  of  this  county. 

From  these  returns  we  find  them  assessed  at  a  total  of  $4,487,076 ; 
while  the  directors'  report  shows  an  investment  of  $35,444,490  08.  The 
branches,  after  paying  sixty  per  cent,  of  earnings  for  running  expenses, 
and  also  paying  the  interest  on  all  their  bonds,  earned  a  net  of  $148,- 
^1334,  which  shows  their  ability  to  pay  their  own  indebtedness,  leaving 
them  a  source  of  revenue  instead  of  an  expense,  and  leaves  the  capital 
to  represent  only  the  main  line,  which  is  then  only  paying  tax  on  about 
ODe-ninth  of  the  same  value  it  pays  dividends  on,  or  on  but  little  more 
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than  the  cash  aurplns  on  hand*  31  December,  1872,  which  cash  siirpla^ 
was  $398,016  63^  Compare  this  with  the  assessed  valuation  of  other 
property  aloug  the  line,  and  we  will  find  while  this  road  pays  on  one- 
niuth  its  real  value,  the  citizen  pays  on  from  one-fifth  to  one-third  tk 
real  value  of  his  property,  without  regard  to  the  returns  received  ftt»in 
the  investment. 

To  show  the  ability  of  this  company  to  pay  taxes,  let  us  look  at  its 
growth. 

The  C,  B.  and  Q.  runs  through  a  very  rich  and  well  developed  secti»Hi 
of  the  State  5  the  country  being  well  settled  and  improved  before  the 
road  was  projected,  it  started,  immediately  on  completion,  with  a  large 
and  remunerative  business. 

It  has  always  been  a  first-class  road  in  its  equipment,  and  under  the 
most  able  management,  in  a  railroad  sense  of  what  constitutes  able 
management. 

It  is  a  consolidation  of  several  independent  lines ;  that  reaching  frnm 
Chicago  to  Aurora,  being  the.first  built,  and  that  was  built  from  pio- 
ceeds  of  stock  issued  for  its  construction! 

When  the  road  was  established  to  Mendota,  which  was  about  1S.V>. 
every  share  of  the  Aurora  branch  was  entitled  to  fifteen  shares  of  the 
extension,  at  $60  on  the  $100  share,  which  amount  was  used  in  the 
building  of  the  extension. 

For  the  first  three  years  after  the  building  of  this  extension,  each 
share  of  this  stock  drew  a  stock  dividend  of  $20  per  annum,  thus  in  the 
three  years  more  than  rei)aying  the  original  investment. 

About  1856  the  company  commenced  giving  to  its  shareholders  an 
eight  per  cent,  dividend,  which  they  have  paid  each  year  since,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  two  years. 

About  the  year  1856  this  company  consolidated  with  the  Gralesbarg 
extension,  when  every  stockholder  in  the  old  road  received  three  share* 
of  the  consolidated  stock  for  eveiT  two  held  since  the  consolidation. 
The  company  has  paid  from  earnings  three  and  we  think  four  dividends 
of  twenty-five  i»er  cent.  each.       ( 

In  1871  they  increased  the  capital  stock  about  $2,600,000,  allowing 
the  old  stockholders  to  take  the  stock  at  par,  and  as  this  stock  was  soon 
worth  a  premium  of  $40  on  each  $100,  it  amounted  to  another  preminm 
of  that  amount.  Now,  with  consolidation  recently  effected  with  the  B. 
and  M.,  the  stockholders  are  expecting  a  stock  dividend  of  25  percent. 
more,  to  reduce  the  old  stock  to  the  level  of  the  new,  it  still  being  above 
par,  while  the  same  reiK)rt  shows  they  had  an  undivided  surplus  of 
$3,272,479  89. 

The  following  table  very  nearly  represents  the  queries,  although  we 
think  it  too  low,  in  the  aggregate,  as  it  must  reach  nearly  $18,000,  which 
the  original  $1,000  has  grown  to  in  twenty  years:

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The  G.  B.  and  Q.  has  been  taken  by  yoar  committee  to  illustrate  the 
general  question.  By  comparing  this  growth,  it  can  be  seen  how  rapid 
the  accumulation  of  property  in  this  case,  while  an  examination  of  the 
growth  of  other  companies  might  show  them  making  a  greater  or  less 
gain,  or  paying  a  greater  or  less  average  of  taxes,  in  proportion  to  other 
property.  We  find,  however,  when  we  compare  ^the  different  reports, 
that  the  railroads  claim  to  have  from  $225,000,000  to  $250,000,000  of 
property  in  the  State,  while  they  are  only  taxed  on  $25,658,784,  which 
would  indicate  that  the  ratio  between  the  real  and  assessed  valuation  of 
the  entire  raUroad  property  does  not  materially  vary  from  the  C,  B. 
and  Q. 

Again,  while  railroad  property  has  largely  increased  during  the  past 
two  years,  we  find  there  has  been  no  proportionate  increase  in  the 
amounts  given  for  assessment ;  and  w^hile  some  are  claiming  that  rail- 
roads are  barely  paying,  it  is  shown  that  the  C,  B.  and  Q.  hasi  earned, 
above  taxes,  interest,  operating  expenses,  rent  of  tracks,  and  salaries,  a 
net  gain  of  $2,281,838,  or  as  claimed  by  the  directors,  $12  23  per  share 
on  capital  stock ;  and  its  gross  earnings  on  the  400  miles  of  main  track, 
for  year  ending  June  last,  was  the  enormous  sum  of  $17,231  59  j?er  mile. 
Allowing  00  percent,  (the  usual  rate  for  running  expenses)  per  mile,  and 
we  have  a  net  gain  per  mil^  of  $7,892  6(J,  or  10  per  cent,  on  $78,926  60 
l)er  mile.  Applying  to  this  road  the  rule  that  ^"the  general  capacity  of 
property  to  earn  dividends  sJtould  be  tJie  basis  of  its  valuation  for  tajcationj^ 
the  main  line  should  pay  on  such  amount.  And  this  rule  is  said  to  be 
the  rule  of  some  railroad  officers  by  which  to  judge  what  taxes  a  road 
should  pay,  and  is  even  reported  to  have  the  sanction  of  the  supreme 
court. 

Again,  taking  as  a  basis  the  rule  just  mentioned,  which  is  claimed  by 
railn)ad  authority  to  be  the  proper  rule  for  valuation,  to-wit :  "That  the 
values  of  property  for  taxation  is  its  general  capacity  to  earn  money ,'^ 
and  let  us  with  that  basis  examine  one  of  the  poorer  (because  newer) 
roads  of  same  section. 

The  Chicago  and  Iowa  road  shows  the  other  extreme.  Said  road  runs 
from  Aurora  to  Forreston — 80  miles.  It  is  a  new  road,  having  been  only 
ill  full  use  from  July  to  December  last.  It  is  cheaply  built ;  bears  no 
comparison  to  the  C.,  B.  and  Q.  in  value  of  road  or  equipment  or  earn- 
ings. 

The  actual  cost  of  this  road  is  not  known  to  the  general  public.  It 
was  built  by  and  is  owned,  one-half  by  C,  B.  and  Q.,  the  other  by  Hink- 
ley  and  others.  Now,  the  capital  stock  may  or  may  not  represent  a 
value,  its  issue  being  to  raise  money  by  its  sale,  or  to  represent  a  larger 
inve^stment  to  pay  dividends  on,  when  the  earnings  would  pay  too  much 
on  the  real  stock.  Let  us  ignore  it,  therefore,  as  having  value,  and  take 
up  the  bonded  debt,  which  we  find  to  be  $1,750,000,  or  almost  $22,000 
per  mile.  This  sum  is,  no  doubt,  more  than  the  road  cost,  as  we  find 
the  C,  B.  and  Q.  purchasing  the  C.  and  R.  R.  R.  R. — a  road  equally  well 
built,  equipped  with  $8,000  per  mile  rolling  stock^for  the  sum  of  $16,- 
000  per  mile,  or  complete  for  $6,000  per  mile  less  than  the  road  is  bonded 
for. 

Then,  allowing  this  road  to  have  cost  the  amount  of  its  bonded  debt, 
what  do  we  find  f  We  find  that  the  gross  receipts  on  this  new  road  for 
the  first  six  months,  from  July  to  December,  inclusive,  were  $269,073 
while  the  interest  on  its  bonded  debt,  entire,  is  $70,000.  Deducting  60 
per  cent,  for  running  expenses,  or  $161,443  80,  from  gross  earnings,  it 
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leaves  $107,629  00.  Taking  therefrom  the  interest  an  whole  handed  ddft. 
it  leaves  still  a  net  gain  ou  the  first  six  months  of  business,  after  paying 
the  running  expenses  and  interest,  at  8  per  cent.,  of  $37,029  20.  Then 
applying  the  rule  that  its  capacity  to  earn  money  should  be  the  measure 
of  valuation  for  taxation,  and  compare  this  road  with  the  property  of 
the  citizen  alongside. 

This  road  pays  8  per  cent,  dividend  on  $22,000  per  mile,  net,  and 
leaves  a  suiplus.  At  what  valuation  then  should  it  be  rated  per  mile 
for  taxation,  when  lands  through  which  it  runs — and  held  at  $40  per 
acre,  paying  on  that  valuation,  when  successfully  worked — 3  per  cent. 
— are  taxed  at  $8  per  acre. 

Then  turn  again  to  the  0.,«B.  and  Q.,  which  is  paying  10  per  cent  on 
$78,926  GO  per  mile,  and  judge  if  they  are  pacing  taxes  in  the  same  pro- 
portion as  the  citizen,  in  view  of  their  capacity  to  earn  money. 

Thera  may  be  railroads  in  the  State  which  do  not  pay  dividends  to 
stockholders.  Such  are  developing  the  country  through  which  they  run. 
really  at  a  loss  to  those  who  own  the  stock,  and  as  agents  for  the  pablic 
good  might  well  be  forgiven  all  taxation.  But  such  cases  are  rare. 
There  are  those,  also,  that  as  yet  have  yielded  but  slight  returns,  yet 
must  eventually  become  powerful  and  wealthy,  and  may  pay  their  full 
proportion  of  taxation.  Yet  we  believe  this^road  we  have  been  mainly 
considering — the  C.«,  B.  and  Q. — does  not  pay  taxes  in  proportion  to  the 
citizen  whose  property  is  taxed  alongside,  neither  in  proportion  to  valu- 
ation nor  ability  to  earn  dividends. 

Youi'  committee  believe  the  laws  under  which  these  railroads  must 
assess  this  season,  are  sufficient  to  secure  a  fair  assessment,  if  they  are 
complied  with — and  this  compliance  will  depend  largely  upon  the  watch 
fulness  of  county  boards.  Practically  railroads  have  been  left  to  assess 
themselves,  which  should  not  be.  Their  property  should  be  itemized 
by  a  proper  oflicer,  and  the  State  should  say  what  its  value  and  rate  of 
tax.  We  believe  it  is  in  the  power  of  every  county  to  amend  this  mat- 
ter, and  right,  by  peaceful  and  legal  measures,  any  present  wrong;  bnt 
to  do  so  there  must  be  unity  of  action,  and  a  determination  to  succeed. 

Let  the  boards  of  every  county  insist  that  the  laws  shall  be  as  strictly 
complied  with  by  all  corporations  a«  by  the  private  citizen,  and  when 
laws  are  not  sufficient,  ask  the  General  Assembly  to  amend  them ;  raisf 
the  valuation  where  it  should  justly  be  with  all,  and  follow  fipom  court 
to  court  until  the  precedent  is  established.  For  while  such  corporations 
are  stronger  than  the  citizen,  they  cannot  withstand  the  power  of  com- 
munities. 

Your  committee  are  fully  impressed  with  the  responsibiUties  of  this 
railroad  question,  and  its  relation  to  the  interests  of  the  State.  We  sj* 
these  Ciorporations  defying  the  law,  when  in  their  judgments  it  is  not  for 
their  interests  to  bow  to  its  provisions ;  and  we  are  glad  to  see  a  dii'po- 
sition  upon  the  part  of  the  peoi>le  to  have  the  laws  equally  obeyed  by  all- 
And  we  suggest  that  the  Attorney  General  be  empowered  by  the  State 
to  examine  the  charters  of  roads  refusing  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  State, 
and  find  if,  in  the  various  changes  and  combinations,  there  may  n^j 
have  been  such  disregard  of  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  as  will  annul 
the  charters  of  such  companies ;  and  in  case  there  are  steps  illega^l^ 
taken,  then  to  commence  action  to  forfeit  those  cliarters  to  the  State. 
We  are  in  danger  of  falling  under  the  dominion  and  rule  of  these  van 
ous  corporations ;  so  let  us  examine  in  season,  to  know  that  the  po^^^ 
is  securely  vested  in  them. 
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We  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  local  authorities  to  the  Pullman 
Gar  Company,  which  is  now  required  to  list  its  rolling  stocky  pro  rata^ 
in  every  county  through  which  it  runs.  Unless  this  be  kept  in  mind, 
there  may  be,  through  oversight,  a  large  loss  of  revenue  to  the  State 
from  this  source.  We  therefore  suggest  that  county  boards  see  to  it 
that  this  company  is  listed  in  every  county. 

Your  committee  will  hold  this  question  of  taxation  open  for  further 
hivestigation,  and  invite  correspondence  and  information  from  all  par- 
ties in  interest.

To  the  President  of  the  Senate  : 

1  have  the  honor  to  return  to  the  Senate,  Senate  bill.  No.  134,  for 
^'An  act  to  amend  ^n  act  entitled  ^an  act  to  provide  for  the  election 
and  qualification  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  jurisdiction  and  practice  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil 
case^,  and  to  fix  the  duties  of  constables,  and  to  repeal  ceri;ain  acts 
therein  named,'"  without  my  approval. 

This  bill  virtually  changes  the  time  of  electing  justices  of  the  peaoein 
counties  under  township  organization  from  the  first  Tuesday  in  April, 
18r3,  to  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  1874. 

There  are  several  counties  under  township  organization,  to- wit:  The 
couDties  of  Cumberland,  Edgar,  Effingham,  Ford,  Henry,  Iroquois, 
Jo  Daviess,  Knox,  Lawrence,  McDohough,  Eock  Island,  Sangamon, 
Stark  and  Wayne,  in  which  justices  of  the  pe«nce  were  elected  in  April, 
1869,  whose  term  of  office  will  expire  in  April,  1873.  Their  term  ot 
office  cannot  be  extended  by  law,  for  this  is  expressly  prohibited  by  sec- 
tion 28  of  article  4  of  the  constitution,  and  the  bill  itself  provides  that 
the  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  the  term  of  office  of  any  justice 
of  the  peace. 

If  the  bill  becomes  a  law  there  would  be  no  law  for  the  election  of 
justices  of  the  peace  in  said  counties  in  April,  1873,  nor  would  there  be 
Huch  a  vacancy  as  contemplated  by  the  constitution  and  Jaw  as  would 
authorize  the  election  or  appointment  of  justices  of  the  peace  under  the 
laws  regulating  the  manner  of  filling  vacancies. 
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The  effect  of  the  bill,  in  case  it  becomes  a  law,  in  .my  opinion,  would 
be  to  deprive  the  said  counties  of  justices  of  the  i>eace  for  one  year. 

I  cannot  think  Ihe  Le^slature  contemplated  any  such  result,  but  that 
the  bill  was  passed  through  a  misapprehension  of  facts. 

And  while  I  admit  the  election  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  many  coon 
ties  under  township  organization  occurred  in  April,  1870,  and  sucb 
justices  will  hold  their  office  by  virtue  of  section  6  of  the  schedule  to  tht 
constitution,  till  April,  1874,  and  the  election  of  justices  of  the  j>ea<!e  in 
such  counties  under  the  present  law  in  April,  1873,  would  give  additioual 
justices  in  the  counties  for  one  year,  yet  this  had  lietter  be  endured  thaD 
that  the  other  counties  named  should  be  deprived  for  the  same  time  ot 
the  services  of  such  officers.

MEMORIAL. 

To  the  Sonorcbble  the  Senate  a/nd  Hottee  of  Bqfreseniativeg  of  the  UnM 
States  in  Congress  assembled : 

This  memorial  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois  re^iectfallT 
represents  tbat  in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature  the  acts  of  OongieM 
now  in  force  regulating  the  navigation  and  commerce  upon  die  gieit 
western  lakes  are  unnecessarily  embarrassing^  and  restricting  such  , 
navigation  and  commerce,  and  that  therefore  they  should  be  revised 
with  a  view  of  removing  all  restrictions  now  imposed  on  our  lake  naTi- 
gation  and  commerce  which  are  not  essential  ibr  tiiie  protection  of  tiie 
revenue. 

This  Legislature  is  aware  that  the  proximity  of  foreign  territory,  the 
comparatively  unprotected  condition  of  our  Irontiers  and  particularly 
the  present  high  tariff  makes  it  a  matter  of  necessity  that  laws  shouki 
be  made  to  protect  the  revenue,  and  that  for  such  purpose  commeroe 
and  navigation  on  our  waters  bordering  on  foreign  territory,  be  to  some 
extent  restricted ;  but  this  Legislature  at  the  same  time  is  of  the  opin 
ion  that  the  sole  object  of  these  laws  ought  to  be  to  protect  the  reveao6 
and  to  restrict  commerce  and  navigation  only  so  far  as  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  and  essential  fqr  such  protection  of  the  reveaue. 

This  Legislature  begs  to  call  attention  to  the  providionfi  of  section  IS 
of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  ^anact  for  the  enrollment  and  Uoensing 
of  ships  or  vessels,  and  for  other  purposes,'  approved  Febriuiiyl^ 
17d3,  by  virtue  of  which  ships  or  vessels  duly  eni^ed  aad  lioensed  cm 
carry  on  the  coasting  trade  between  a  district  in  one  State  and  a  district 
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in  the  same  or  adjoining  State  on  the  sea  coast  without  being  required 
to  report  at  any  custom  house,  and  to  deliver  a  manifest  of  their  cargoes 
and  obtain  a  clearance  previous  to  departure,  or  on  arrival  within  such 
district  te  make  a  report  thereof  and  obtain  a  permit  to  unload,  and  the 
Legislature  suggests  that  these  or  similar  privileges  be  extended  to  all 
ships  or  vessels  enrolled  and  licensed  to  carry  on  the  coasting  trade  on 
northern,  northeastern  and  northwestern  frontiers  of  the  United  States, 
and  trading  between  a  point  or  place  in  one  State  and  a  point  or  place 
in  the  same  or  an  adjoining  State,  and  not  touching  or  landing  at  any 
foreign  port  or  place,  and  that  to  this  effect  all  acts  or  part  of  acts  con- 
flicting with  these  privileges  be  repealed. 

And  this  Legislature  your  memorialists  will  ever  pray. 

In  the  adoption  of  which  I  am  instructed  to  ask  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate.

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  28th  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Illinois,  do  hereby  respectfully  enter  our  dissent 
from  and  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Senate,  in  the  matter  of  the 
supi>osed  passage  of  the  above  entitled  bill,  because  of  non-compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  section  thirteen,  of  article  three,  of  the  consti- 
tution, and  we  base  this  our  protest  upon  the  following  facts : 

On  Wednesday,  the  23d  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1873,  the  order  of  busi- 
ness in  the  Senate  being  the  consideration  of  Senate  bills  on  third  read- 
ing, and  the  honorable  John  Early  occupying  the  chair  as  presiding  offi- 
cer. Senate  bill  No.  198  .was  put  \ipon  its  third  reading,  with  a  view  to 
its  passage,  and  the  Secretary  commenced  to  read  the  bill.  He  read  a 
few  sections,  iJut  the  larger  part  of  the  said  bill  he  omitted  and  wholly 
failed  to  read.  Pending  the  progress  of  the  partial  reading  of  said  bill, 
as  aforesaid,  the  President  left  the  chair,  and  called  the  honorable  Wil- 
Uam  K.  Murphy  to  preside  temporarily,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
partial  and  incomplete  reading  of  said  bill  the  acting  presiding  officer 
declared  that  to  be  ^^the  third  reading  of  the  bill,''  and  stated  the  ques-

To  the  Premient  of  the  Senate^  and  Speaker  of  Houne  of  Representatives : 

The  joint  committee  of  conference  appointed  by  the  Senatxj  and  House 
of  Repi'esentatives,  on  the  disagreement  of  the  two  houses  on  amend- 
ments to  House  bill,  No.  304,  for  "An  act  concerning  jurors,"  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report : 

1st.  That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments  to  section  two,  aod 
that  said  section  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  be  substituted  in 
lieu  thereof : 

At  the  meeting  of  the  county  board  in  the  respective  counties 
in  this  State,  in  September,  in  the  year  1873,  and  in  each  jear  thereaf- 
ter, such  board  shall  select  from  such  list  a  number  of  persons  equal  to 
one  hundred  for  each  trial  term  of  the  circuit  and  other  courts  of  record, 
except  county  courts,  which  may  be  provided  by  law  to  be  held  during 
the  succeeding  year  and  in  the  county  of  Cook,  two  hundred  for  each 
term  of  the  circuit  and  superior  courts  of  Cook  county,  and  one  hundred 
for  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  county  for  each  trial  term,  to  serve  as 
petit  jurors :  Provided,  that  the  persons  selected  to  serve  as  jurors  in 
courts  of  record  having  jurisdiction  only  in  and  for  cities,  shall  be  se- 
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lected  from  four  of  the  most  oonvenient  towns  to  said  court,  to  be  d^ 
signated  by  the  jadge  of  sach  court,  and  the  coanty  clerks  of  the  oooiity 
notified  thereof  before  the  first  day  of  September  next ;  and  in  making 
such  selections,  shall  choose  a  proportionate  number  froui  the  residento 
of  each  town  or  precinct*,  and  shall  take  the  names  of  sach  only  as  are: 

First — ^Iidiabitants  of  the  town  or  precinct  not  exempt  from  serviog 
on  juries. 

Second — Of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upwards,  and  nad^  sixtj 
years  old. 

Third — ^In  the  possession  of  their  natural  foculties,  and  not  infirm  or 
decrepid. 

Fourth — ^Free  from  all  legal  exceptions,  of  fair  character,  of  improved 
integrity,  of  sound  judgment,  well  informed,  and  who  understand  the 
English  language." 

^.  That  the  Senate  recede  fh>m  its  amendments  to  section  eight,  and 
that  said  section  eight  be  amended  as  follows,  viz: 

Insert  in  the  seventh  line  thereof,  in  the  printed  bill,  after  the  word 
^^term,"  the  following:  '^And  when  there  is  an  additional  judge  in  any 
such  court,  a  like  number  for  each  additional  judge  requiring  ajar}*, 
unless  such  court  shall  otherwise  order."  Also,  strike  out  Uie  word 
^^circuit,"  in  the  eleventh  line  of  said  section  eight,  in  the  printed  bill, 
and  insert  in  lieu  the  word  ^^such." 

3d.  That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments  to  section  nine  of 
the  House  bill,  and  that  section  nine  of  the  House  bill  be  stricken  oat, 
and  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  be  inserted :

twenty-three  persons,  possessing  the  qualifications  as  provided  in  8ec- 
tion  two  of  this  act,  and  as  near  as  may  be  a  proportionate  number  from 
each  town  or  precinct  in  their  respective  counties,  to  serve  as  grand  ju- 
rors at  such  time ;  and  to  cause  their  i;lerk,  within  five  days  thereafter, 
to  certify  the  names  of  the  persons  so  selected  as  grand  jurors  to  the 
clerk  of  the  court  for  which  they  are  selected,  who  shall  issue  and  deli- 
ver to  the  sheriff  of  the  couhty  wherein  the  court  is  to  be  held,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  term  of  the  court  for  which  they  should  have  been  se- 
lected, or  during  term  time,  if  the  court  shall  so  order,  a  summons,  com- 
manding him  to  summon  the  persons  so  selected  as  aforesaid,  to  appear 
before  such  court  at  or  before  the  hour  of  eleven  o'clock  A.  M.,  on  the  fii«t 
day  of  the  term,  or  upon  such  other  day  as  the  judge  shall  direct,  to  con- 
stitute a  grand  jury  tor  such  term.  The  sheriff  shall  serve  such  sam- 
mons  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  eleven  of  this  act,  for  service 
of  summons  on  petit  jurors,  and  for  any  refusal  or  neglect  so  to  do, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  contempt  of  court,  and  may  be  fined  there- 
for as  provided  in  section  eleven  of  this  act,  for  default  in  summoning 
petit  jurors.  If  for  any  reason  the  panel  of  grand  jurors  shall  not  be 
full  at  the  opening  of  such  court,  the  judge  shall  direct  the  sheriff  to 
summon  from  the  body  of  the  county  a  suflBcient  number  of  pensons, 
having  the  qualifications  of  jurors,  as  provided  by  this  act,  to  fill  the 
panel." 

4th.  That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments  to  section  twelve, 
and  that  section  twelve  of  the  House  bill  l>e  stricken  out,  and  in  liea 
thereof,  insert  the  following: 
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*^  §  12.  The  jadge  shall  examine  the  jarors  who  appear,  and  if  more 
than  twenty-four  petit  jurors  who  are  qualified,  and  not  subject  to  any 
exemption,  or  any  of  tlie  disqualifications  provided  in  this  act,  shall  ap- 
pear aud  remain  after  all  excuses  are  allowed,  the  court  shall  discharge, 
by  lot,  the  number  in  excess  of  twenty-four.  If  for  any  reason  the  panel 
of  petit  jurors  shall  not  be  full  at  the  opening  of  such  court,  or  at  an^ 
time  during  the  term^  the  clerk  of  such  court  may  again  repair  to  the 
office  of  the  county  clerk  and  draw  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  first 
drawing,  such  numbers  of  jurors  as  the  court  shall  direct,  to  fili  such 
panel,  who  shall  be  summoned  in  the  same  manner  as  the  others,  and, 
if  necessary,  jurors  may  continue  to  be  so  drawn  and  summoned  from 
time  to  time  until  the  panel  shall  be  filled.  In  case  a  jury  shall  be  re- 
quired in  such  court,  for  trial  of  any  cause,  before  the  panel  shall  be 
filled  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  the  court  shall  direct  the  sheriff  to 
summon,  from  the  bystanders,  or  from  the  body  of  the  county,  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  persons  having  the  qualifications  of  jurors,  as  provided 
in  this  act,  to  fill  the  panel,  in  order  that  a  jury  to  try  such  cause  may 
be  drawn  therefrom,  and  when  such  jury  is  drawn,  the  i>ersons  selected 
from  the  bystanders,  or  from  the  body  of  the  county,  to  fill  the  panel, 
and  not  chosen  on  the  jury,  shall  be  discharged  from  the  panel,  and 
those  who  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  on  such  jury  shall  also  be  discharged 
from  the  panel  at  the  conclubion  of  the  trial:  Providedy  that  persons  se- 
lected from  the  bystanders,  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  not  thereby 
be  disqualified  or' exempt  from  service  as  jurors,  when  regularly  drawn 
by  the  clerk  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act." 

5th.    That  the  Senate  do  recede  irom  its  amendment  to  section  13: 

6th.  That  the  House  concur  in  the  Senate  amendment  to  section  14, 
striking  out  the  words,  ^^  if  he  is  not  of  the  regular  panel,"  where  they 
occur  in  the  second  aud  third  lines  of  said  section,  in  printed  bill.  And 
that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  second  amendment  to  said  section  14. 

7th.  And  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments  to  section  21. 
And  that  said  section  21  be  amended  as  follows,  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  section  21  of  the  House  bill  the  following:  ^'Provided^  that  the  jury 
shall  be  passed  upon  aud  accepted  in  panels  of  four  by  the  parties, 
commencing  with  the  plaintiff." 

8th.  That  the  House  do  concur  in  the  Senate  amendment  of  insert- 
ing the  additional  section  called  19^.

on  said  roads,'  approved  April  7,  A.  D.  1871,"  and  submit  the  following 
reasons: 
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We  admit  the  power  of  the  General  Ajssembly  to  prohibit  aojust  dis- 
crimination and  extortion  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
freight.  We  admit  the  necessity  for  legislation  npon  this  snl(|ect  We 
claim  it  to  be  our  dnty,  as  legislators,  in  the  enactment  of  laws  for  the 
governance  of  the  people,  first  to  observe  the  requirements  of  the  ooii- 
stitntion  of  the  State ;  second,  to  avoid  the  passage  of  laws  detrimental 
to  those  public  interests  upon  which  depend  the  development  of  our 
State. 

We  are  also  moved  to  make  this  protest  because  we  are  convinced 
that  should  the  railroad  companies  comply  strictly  with  the  provisions 
of  the  bill,  it  would  seriously  paralyze  the  commercial  and  industrial  in- 
terests of  the  State, 

The  avowed  object  of  the  bill  is  to  prevent  unjust  discrimination,  to 
cheapen  freight ;  the  practical  result  of  the  bill  is-to  destroy^oompetiticm, 
to  raise^thej^te'of  freight. 

And  we  enter' this  protest  believing  the  bill  to  be  unconstitatioDal, 
and  from  the  conviction  that  while  we  so  believe,  it  would  have.been  a 
violation  not  only  of  our  duty  but  our  oath  of  office  for  us  to  have  voted 
for  the  bill,  and  thereby  attempted  to  throw  a  responsibility  upon  tlie 
courts  which  properly  belonged  to  us.  K  we,  the  law-makers,  shrink 
from  our  duties  through  a  lack  of  moral  courage,  what  security  have  the 
people  ?  Are  we  justified  in  demanding  that  virtue  in  the  judiciary  we 
lack  ourselves  ?
